It will be noted that the total budget amount 
requested and appropriated by the School Committee 
was $785,913, while the actual expenditures from 
this appropriation totalled for the year $740,977.72, 
thus leaving at the close of the financial year 1943 an 
unexpended balance of $44,935.28. Table No. 2 which 
follows shows the various items which made up this 
unexpended balance.

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Under statutory provisions, $1,241,063.67 was avail- 
able for alterations and repairs for the financial year 
1943. That amount could have been legally appro- 
priated and could have been expended in its entirety 
by this department. 

In reality only $785,913 was appropriated by the 
School Committee, and of that amount only $740,977.72 
was actually spent. In other words, for the year 1943, 
the amount appropriated for alterations and repairs 
was $455,150.67 less than the total amount available 
under statute for that year, and further, the amount 
actually expended from the annual appropriation for 
the entire year was $500,085.95 less than the total 
amount available under statute, due to an unexpended 
balance of $44,935.28. 

It is interesting to note here that for the years 1930 
to 1937, inclusive, the average appropriation for altera- 
tions and repairs was $1,257,601.89, while the average 
appropriation for. the last six years, namely, 1938, 
1939, 1940, 1941, 1942 and 1948, was $764,042.41.

Notr.— Reference to the above table will show that 
during the year 1948 there was raised for alterations 
and repairs $730,865.57, or 50 cents on each $1,000 of 
the assessors’ valuation for the three preceding years. 
This can be explained as follows: 

Included in the amounts appropriated in 1940 and 
1941, there was an item of $240,000, while in 1942 there 
was an item of $75,000, and in 1948 an item of $5,000 
appropriated for W. P. A. materials and supplies. 
These amounts were raised by bond issues authorized 
under the provisions of chapter 72 of the Acts of 1939. 
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The total amount appropriated each year by the 
School Committee provides for the following:

The department continued its policy of taking every 
advantage of competitive bidding in the purchase of 
materials, and the letting of contracts to the lowest 
responsible bidder. 

On December 31, 19438, the department closed its 
books with an unexpended balance on the repairs and 
alterations account of $44,935.28. Adding to this 
amount the unexpended balance on the land and build- 
ings account of $17,040.69 there was at the end of the 
year a grand total of unexpended balances of $61,975.97.

DEPARTMENTAL ACTIVITIES. 


Repairs and Alterations — General Upkeep of Plant. 


Boston, like all other cities throughout the country, 
because of war conditions which imposed limits on the 
procuring of critical materials has been compelled to 
abandon for the duration the yearly program of modern- 
izing older buildings and the making of major changes 
and improvements in various other school structures. 
It was our intention before the war to continue our 
program of modernizing heating and ventilating, plumb- 
ing and electrical systems but this idea had to be given 
up for reasons stated above. We were therefore com- 
pelled to confine our activities wholly to doing essential 
repair work required for the comfort and safety of the 
pupils occupying our schools. 

During the year this department, through the office of 
the Superintendent of Schools, has honored approxi- 
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mately 14,000 requisitions sent in by the masters of 
the different districts. We have been able in spite of 
the limits imposed to maintain our buildings structur- 
ally in first-class condition. We have done everything 
possible to make them safe from all standpoints. 
Itmust be understood, however, that after the duration 
we plan to make many of the permanent improvements 
which have been delayed because of the war. Especially 
will it be necessary to follow the program in the older 
buildings if we wish to continue to use them for school 
purposes. I refer to such major improvement as re- 
newing boilers and the installing of new sanitary and 
electrical systems and the completing of the work of 
resurfacing the remaining school yards. With reference 
to the latter since 1938 and up to the beginning of the war, 
fifty per cent of the school yards in our school system 
were regraded and resurfaced and fifty per cent more 
remain to be done. We intend to complete the re- 
mainder when war restrictions are removed. When 
the time arrives and it is possible for us to carry out 
these plans the annual appropriations for alterations 
and repairs for this department will have to be increased 
since more money will be needed for this extra work. 
I submit herewith a partial list of the major repairs 
and alterations that have been completed during the 
financial year 19438, the cost of which has been charged 
to the annual appropriation for alterations and repairs.

PLUMBING DIVISION. 

The Plumbing Division issued approximately 1,070 
orders of which 850 were for plumbing, 100 for catch- 
basin work and 120 for gas work.

A new gas stove was installed in the Gaston School. 

New cooking rooms were installed in the Cudworth 
and M. Gertrude Godvin Schools. They were fitted 
with equipment removed from abandoned cooking rooms 
in the James Otis and Tappan Schools. 

Copper hot water tanks were installed in the Girls’ 
High Annex and the Oliver Wendell Holmes School to 
replace tanks which were beyond repair. These tanks 
were obtained at the Roslindale High Annex and the 
Mechanic Arts High School where they were not in 
use. 

Copper hot water tank at the Franklin School was 
rebuilt. 

New piping was installed at the Lewis School to 
replace corroded inside conductors. 

New drains were installed for the chemical sinks in 
the laboratory at the Hyde Park High. 

Repairs were made to outside underground cold 
water mains at the Roslindale High Annex and the 
Dante Alighieri School. 
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Main drains and branches underground at the 
Abraham Lincoln School were supported with new 
hangers hung from floor slab. The original supports 
for these drains settled and the drain had sagged causing 
pockets in the drain which impaired the flow of drainage. 
There were serious drain stoppages at eight different 
school buildings. 


The Roslindale High Annex and the Tappan were 


closed and the plumbing systems were drained and 
protected from freezing. 

The Glenway Annex was reopened and the plumbing 
system was put in proper working order. 

There was bought for stock and to have on hand for 
replacements 32 water-closets of schoolhouse type and 
23 yard shower heads.

Construction. 


In general, the main supporting members of these 
structures were found to be in good condition. The 
main members on several fire escapes did not meet the 
requirements of the Building Code but were found to 
be in good condition and not at all dangerous. Some 
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fire escapes required the main members to be reinforced, 
due to corrosion, caused generally from improper details 
in design. 

The major portion of the work found to be necessary 
was on the wire grille railings, the frames of which on 
many fire escapes are badly corroded. The metal of 
the small channels of these grille frames is too thin for 
outdoor structures and corrodes fast when not frequently 
painted. The connection details, supporting and hold- 
ing these grilles in many cases, invite and hasten corro- 
sion. Some repair work was necessary throughout the 
fire escapes due to damage caused by mischief. 


Painting. 

There are but few fire escapes which do not need paint- 
ing at this time. During the past year the fire escapes 
on twenty schools were entirely cleaned and painted. 
It is recommended that the major portion of the re- 
maining fire escapes be painted this coming year and a 
systematic painting project be developed. 


MECHANICAL EQUIPMENT IN VARIOUS SHOPS. 


Prior to the year 1941, the poor condition of the 
machine shops and welding equipment in certain of our 
high schools became a matter of great concern to us all. 
This condition was especially so in the machine shops 
of the Mechanic Arts High School, Boston Trade School, 
Hyde Park High School, East Boston High School, and 
the South Boston High School. 

Much of this equipment was old, some of it being 
in constant operation for a period of forty-one years. 
The machines were originally designed for light work 
sufficient for apprentice training. They gave satis- 
factory results under former training requirements. 

As time went on, greater use of machine shops was 
found necessary for this type of instruction. Training 
courses for apprentices were offered not only during 
day sessions but also during evening school sessions. 
At the beginning of the present war, defense training 
started, which required the operation of these machines 
twenty-four hours per day. It was necessary to put 
greater strains on this equipment for defense training, 
because heavier work and longer hours of use were 
required of them. 
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New machines were badly needed. War restrictions 
prevented their purchase. It was therefore necessary 
for our department to keep the machines operating, 
necessitating frequent and costly repairs. 

In December of 1941, the Superintendent of Schools 
indicated to the School Committee that a survey of 
the condition of certain mechanical equipment was 
absolutely necessary. The School Committee agreed 
with the opinion of the Superintendent, and Mr. John C. 
Brodhead, Assistant Superintendent Emeritus, kindly 
volunteered to make for the Superintendent such a 
survey. Mr. Cullen, Assistant Electrical Engineer of 
this department, was assigned by me to assist in this 
work. Both Mr. Brodhead and Mr. Cullen made an 
exhaustive examination of the mechanical equipment 
in all of the five schools mentioned above. As a result 
of their findings, they submitted to the School Com- 
mittee, and to this department, a report which was 
most complete and extremely valuable not only to the 
School Committee but also to this department. 

One of the recommendations outlined in the report 
was that beginning with the financial year 1942, there 
be appropriated each year for a period of five years 
the sum of $30,000 to be used for reconditioning present 
machines and for the purchase of new equipment. 
It further recommended that the sum of $150,000 be 
requested from the Government to cover the cost of 
needed equipment most necessary for the continuance 
of defense training. 

Our department lost no time in putting into effect 
the recommendations outlined in the report. Our 
department has purchased new equipment and has 
entered into an agreement with the Massachusetts 
Board of Education for defraying one half of cost of 
reconditioning old machines where reconditioning is 
found necessary. 

Since receiving this report, the School Department 
has greatly benefited by generous grants of used and 
new equipment from Federal source. A list of schools 
benefiting under these grants together with the approxi- 
mate value of such equipment follows.

Francis L. Bain, Director of Manual Arts, and to his 
Assistant, Mr. Leo 8. Renaud, Assistant Supervisor 
War Production Training, my deep appreciation for 
their constant cooperation.

Dear Srr:—The Board of Street Commissioners 
presents the following report of the Street Laying-Out 
Department for the year ending December 31, 1943. 

Streets having a total length of .86 miles were made 
public ways. 

Under authority of the Acts of the Legislature for 
the levying of assessments on account of the benefits 
derived from the laying out and construction of high- 
ways, there has been assessed on real estate, especially 
benefited, the sum of $7,390.53. For benefits from 
construction of sidewalks and edgestone, assessments 
to the amount of $3,154.88 have been made. For 
benefits from sewerage works construction, assessments 
to the amount of $19,713.26 have been made. 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 60, 
Section 23, of the General Laws, the Assessment Divi- 
sion of this department is required to submit reports 
on street and sewer betterments. The number of 
municipal liens upon which reports were made during 
the year was fifteen hundred and sixteen. 

Under the provisions of the Act of the Legislature 
giving the street commissioners authority to take land 
for and order the construction of sewerage works, 
eighty-seven thousand, seven hundred and seventy- 
eight square feet of land was taken. 
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Damages in the amount of $4,527.10 were awarded 
for street improvements.

_ ENGINEERING DIVISION. 


The regular work ordered by the Board of Street 
Commissioners was completed. This work covered 
surveys, levels, plans (complete with grades), estimates 
of costs and calculations of assessments to be levied 
upon abutting estates of streets which were to be laid 
out and constructed and surveys and plans of all lands 
taken or to be sold by city departments. 

Other work of the Engineering Department for the 
year ending December 31, 1943, has consisted of making 
such surveys and plans as have been required by the 
several city departments; giving lines and grades for 
abutters intending to build or remodel; giving imn- 
formation to the general public; to private engineers 
whose surveying is based on data available only in this 
office; to publishers of directories, maps and atlases; 
and approving plans of proposed lay-outs of conduits, 
or pipes, submitted by the public utilities companies.

Public Market 
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Three hundred and seventy-five orders were executed 
for the Public Works Department; these consisted of the 
staking out of new streets for construction, giving lines 
and grades for repairs and reconstruction of old streets, 
testing lines and grades after completion of work, 
measuring amount of.work performed, and making 
plans showing the quantities to be assessed upon abut- 
ting owners. Among these orders were: 

Ten plans of streets showing proposed locations for 
future catch-basins furnished Sewer Service. 

Eighteen catch-basins were staked out at request of 
Sewer Service and duplicate sketches were furnished 
showing the location of spikes, ties, etc. 

Measurements have been obtained for the Sewer 
Service for the purpose of making sewer assessments on 
ten, streets. 

Forty-three plans, representing 5,270 linear feet of 
underground pipes, conduits, etc., were examined for the 
Sewer Service, and, when necessary, locations for pro- 
posed catch-basins were marked on plans. 

Six requests for edgestones were received, lines and 
grades marked, and measurement of amount of edge- 
stones required was reported to the Paving Service. 

Two notices requesting that lines and grades be given 
were received from the Park Department, acted upon, 
and, when necessary, sketches were furnished showing 
lines and grades. 

Sidewalk grades and street lines were furnished to 
twelve owners or architects for buildings to be built or 
remodelled. 

Eighteen plans for the Paving Service showing the 
estates, owners’ names and the quantities to be assessed, 
on seven streets were made. Nine special reports were 
made on sidewalk assessments. 

Thirty-five estimates of the amount of damages caused 
by grade changes made during construction of streets 
were furnished to the Board of Street Commissioners. 

Four surveys have been made for the Schoolhouse 
Commission. 

Eleven plans of streets to be laid out, widened or 
altered, and estimated benefit plans have been made 
for the Board of Street Commissioners. 

Compilation of records, including changes and addi- 
tions, preparatory to publication of the 1944 Street 
Book, was started. 
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Petitions for the registration of land in the Land Court 
are referred to the Mayor whenever the City of Boston 
is an interested party. These cases are examined by 
the Law Department and this Engineering Division for 
the purpose of protecting the city’s interests. During 
the past year twenty-seven such cases have been in- 
vestigated. Twelve hundred and forty titles were 
examined and fifty-four plans copied from the Registry 
of Deeds. 

Six instruments were tested for magnetic variation. 

Forty-one hundred blueprints have been made during 
the year. Three plans of easements to be taken for 
sewerage works have been made during the year. 

Three sewer takings have been staked out. 

There are on file in this division 50,754 plans. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 323 of the Acts of 
1891, and acts in amendment thereto, all plans of pro- 
posed streets on any new developments must be sub- 
mitted to the Board of Street Commissioners for 
approval. During the year two such plans have been 
submitted and approved. | 

Two plans for discontinuance of public streets have 
been made for the Boston Housing Authority; six 
for United States Navy; one for Park Department. 

Three plans of accident cases have been made for the 
Law Department. On twenty-two occasions our en- 
gineers have been summoned to give expert testimony 
pertinent to cases on trial in the Courts of Suffolk and 
Middlesex Counties. 

Nine surveys and plans were made for the Foreclosed 
Real Estate Department. 

Fifty consultations regarding accidents, street widen- 
ings, damage claims, etc., have been held with the Law 
Department. 

Four graphic diagrams were made for Budget, Muni- 
cipal Survey and Auditor’s Departments. 

All ward maps and atlases brought up to date for 
Election Department. 

Plan made for land-taking by the Public Buildings 
Department and damages estimated and accepted by 
owners. 

Fifteen men assigned to snow removal work in various 
districts. 

Full engineering services during the year were rendered 
to the Penal Institutions and Institutions Departments. 

Triangulation surveys and part of the necessary field 
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work preliminary to the construction of the Long 
Island viaduct, between Long Island and Moon Island, 
were started.

Thompson’s Island set off from Dorchester and annexed to

Tue Hicu Tipr oF DECEMBER 26, 1909. 


The morning tide of December 26, 1909, attending 
the severe storm of this date on the New England coast, 
was one of the highest ever recorded in Boston Harbor. 
At Boston Light the predicted time of high tide was 
10.20 a. m. The wind from the late afternoon of the 
25th until nearly noon of the 26th was from the east 
and northeast over Boston Harbor and Massachusetts 
bay, rapidly increasing in force during the evening of 
the 25th to very high velocities soon after midnight, 
which continued undiminished through the morning 
and day of the 26th. At Cape Cod, Highland Light, 
the velocity at 8 a. m. of the 26th was 48 miles north- 
east; noon, 72 miles; 2.15 p. m., 84 miles; at '5 p. m., 
66 miles, all from the eastnortheast, and at midnight 
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it was 60 miles north. At Hull, Mass., the hourly 
movements on the 26th were as follows: Midnight to 
1 .a..m.;'37 miles; 1 to 2 a! 'm.,; 43; 2 to 3 a. m., 4675700 
4a.m., 63;4to5a.m., 58; 5 to 6a. m., 60; 6 to 7 a. m., 
56; 7 to 8 a. m., 60; 8 to 9 a. m., 54; 9 to 10 a. m., Gd; 
10 to 11 a. m., 55; 11 a. m. to noon, 48. During the 
afternoon the velocity ranged between 40 and 50 miles 
per hour. The maximum velocity at Hull was about 
72 miles per hour at 9.85 a.m. At Boston the hourly 
movements from midnight to noon of the 26th. ranged 
between 25 and 39 miles, the hourly maximum rates 
between 32 and 45 miles per hour, the latter occurring 
at 5.10 a. m. from the northeast. The increasing and 
high wind occurring with the rising tide, together with 
a high run of tide, caused the water in Boston Harbor 
to reach approximately the record height of the tide of 
April 16, 1851, which at the United States Navy Yard 
was 15 to 15.1 feet, the height of the tide of December 
26, 1909, being, at the same station, 14.98 feet. In 
general, the tide in Boston Harbor and Massachusetts 
bay was approximately 3.5 feet above the predicted 
height. The actual height, as given by the United 
States Engineers and other reliable authorities at the 
following places, was as follows: Newburyport, Mass., 
Harbor, Black Rock Wharf, 12.68 feet; Sandy bay, Rock- 
port Harbor, 13.64; Boston Harbor, Deer Island, 14.56; 
Plymouth Harbor, 14.8; Barnstable bay, 138.25; Prov- 
incetown Harbor, 14.35. The tide at all of these sta- 
tions, with the exception of Plymouth and Barnstable, 
was approximately 5 feet above mean high water. 

The high water caused great damage to waterfront 
and shore property in many places by the flooding of 
cellars and by washouts. The greatest damage occurred 
in portions of Chelsea and Everett, Mass., where the 
breaking of a dike permitted the tide to cover a large 
residential section to a depth of several feet, causing the 
death of two persons and temporarily driving several 
thousand persons from their homes.—J. W. Smith, 
District Forecaster. (Climatological Service of the 
Weather Bureau. Report for January, 1910.)

Dear Mr. Mayor,— In accordance with the Revised 
Ordinances, the Boston Traffic Commission herewith 
submits its annual report for the year 1943. 

The war-time restriction of the use of gasoline con- 
tinued to effect a material reduction in the volume 
of urban traffic as compared with the tremendous 
number of automobiles which congested our streets 
in the last pre-war year, 1941. The strain on our 
street facilities was, therefore, relieved to the extent 
that serious traffic congestion was practically elimi- 
nated. However, toward the end of the year, there 
were evidences of increased pleasure driving. This 
tendency presages the tremendous increases in down- 
town traffic which will occur when new automobiles 
are available after the war. We view with alarm the 
inevitable congestion which will follow this return to 
unrestricted driving unless our inadequate roadways 
are supplemented by the immediate construction of new 
facilities. The most imperative need is for the cre- 
ation of a north-south express highway traversing the 
easterly side of the city from the vicinity of the Charles 
River Dam to a point in Albany street south of Dover 
street. 
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This commission is represented on and has con- 
sulted with the legislative Post-War Highway Com- 
mission, which has been engaged during the year in 
the preparation of traffic data to indicate the number, 
capacities and approximate locations of new highways 
which must be constructed to achieve a comprehensive 
solution of Boston’s traffic problem for at least a quarter 
of a century after the war. 


EXPENDITURES.

ACCIDENTS. 


The traffic safety problem of 1948 was simplified 
because of restricted -driving and a reduction in the 
speed limit. 

The number of motor vehicle accidents involving 
personal injuries dropped from 5,192 in 1942 to 3,624 
in 1948, or a reduction of 30 per cent. During the 
same period fatal accidents involving motor vehicles 
dropped from 86 to 72, or 16 per cent. 

Jay-walking and the dimout were contributing factors 
in the 59 pedestrian fatalities occurring in 1948. 
Twenty-six pedestrians were killed crossing between 
intersections and 39 of the 59 pedestrians were killed 
during the period of darkness. Thirty-nine of the 
pedestrians killed were over 50 years old; 12 of them 
were more than 70 years old. 

We hope the dimout regulations will be lifted soon 
but we can’t see much hope of helping reduce pedestrian 
accidents unless people follow the safety principles 
laid down by all our safety agencies. These can be 
stated briefly, as follows: 


Cross only at intersections. 

Take advantage of traffic lights. 

Obey the traffic officer. 

Look in all directions before crossing any street. 
Don’t allow elderly people out unaccompanied at night. 


TRAFFIC SIGNALS. 


This commission is now maintaining automatic traffic 
signals at 164 intersections, comprising 621 posts, 950 
signal faces and 2,898 individual lamps. However, the 
signals at 8 of these locations, which were temporarily 
discontinued during 1942 in accordance with the gas- 
oline conservation program, were also kept out of 
service during 1943. These signals included 28 posts, 
44 housings and 132 lamps. 
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One new signal installation was made during 1943 on 
Centre street, West Roxbury, at the Faulkner Hospital 
entrance. This signal is of the flasher type with push- 
button actuation for pedestrians. 

In further support of the gasoline conservation 
program, the total cycle of the entire Unit II (Back Bay) 
traffic signal system was reduced from 100 seconds to 
80 seconds. This change affected the operation of the 
signals at 49 locations in the Back Bay district, at 
which the necessary timing adjustments were made 
to conform to the reduction in cycle. In addition, the 
total cycle of the signals at 22 isolated intersections in 
suburban areas was reduced in varying amounts from 
4 seconds to 24 seconds. 

As a result of the lifting of dimout restrictions in the 
latter part of 1943, the night-flashing feature, which 
had been previously eliminated from the traffic signals 
at 48 isolated intersections during 1942, was restored 
to operation at all of these locations. At the same 
time, blackout masks were removed from all traffic 
signal lenses, the installation of these having been 
previously completed early in 1948.

LOADING ZONES. 


A. loading zone, as defined in the traffic regulations, 
is that portion of a roadway adjacent to a curb reserved 
for the exclusive use of vehicles during the loading or 
unloading of passengers or materials, indicated by 
yellow paint applied to the adjacent curb, marking 
the limits of the reserved area, as authorized by the 
Boston Traffic Commission. 
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Chapter 319, Acts of 19385, gave the Traffic Com- 
mission authority to charge a fee of fifty cents per foot 
per year for the establishment and maintenance of 
loading zones. 

That the maintenance of these reserved spaces is of 
great assistance to business firms in that it insures 
access to their premises for the delivery and shipment 
of merchandise is evidenced by the fact that practically 
every holder of a certificate for one of the loading zones 
has renewed it during 1943 and many new applications 
have been received. 

Anyone interested in obtaining a loading zone can call 
or write this commission and an investigator will call 
on him and advise what steps should be taken to obtain 
authorization for a loading zone. 

Eight hundred and twenty-seven loading zones were 
established in 19438 and $8,480.50 was received in fees 
and deposited at the City Collector’s office. 


PARKING. 


Despite the diminished volume of traffic using our 
downtown streets, there was no corresponding reduction ‘ 
in the number of cars parked illegally in restricted 
areas nor of cars parked all day in streets where parking 
for limited periods is permitted. However, because of 
the reduced demand on our roadway facilities, this 
illegal parking did not embarrass the free movement 
of traffic as seriously as it had in the past. 


New One-Way STREETS. 


Continued experience with the movement of traffic 
in one-way streets demonstrates the worth of this 
method of facilitating traffic movement and this com- 
mission, in furtherance of its program of creating one- 
way streets, where conditions lend themselves to the 
successful operation of this type of traffic regulation, 
established five new one-way streets during 1943, a 
list of which follows: 


Branton street, Dorchester: 

From Minot street to Gallivan Boulevard. 
East street, Dorchester: 

From Adams street to Dorchester avenue. 
Gardner street, Charlestown: 

From Main street to Sever street. 
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School street, Charlestown: 

From Bartlett street to Bunker Hill street. 
South street, West Roxbury: 

From Archdale road to Washington street. 


DAMAGES TO CiTy PROPERTY. 


During the year, as the result of being struck by motor 
vehicles, equipment maintained by this commission 
suffered damages in the amount of $1,102.25. 

Through bills submitted to the persons identified as 
causing the damages, the city has been reimbursed in 
the amount of $429.10 for damages sustained during 
1943. $609.62 was also collected for damages to city 
property sustained prior to January 1, 1943. 


PAINTED RoAapDWAy MARKINGS. 


During the year 348,250 linear feet, or 65 miles, of 
painted roadway markings were installed. This includes 
stop lines, center lines and lane lines, whose principal 
function is in regimenting the alignment of motor 
vehicles and expediting the movement thereof. Also 
included are many miles of crosswalks, the primary 
purpose of which is the safety of pedestrians, principally 
children in the vicinity of schools. 


PoLIcE OFFICERS’ SPOTLIGHTS. 


Ninety-one spotlights are being maintained at street 
intersections for illuminating traffic officers during the 
evening hours. 

In addition, there are two spotlight poles still standing 
from which electric service has been discontinued. 


SIGNS. 


Sixty-three permanent traffic signs of various types, 
principally warning signs, were erected during the year. 

In addition, 347 permanent signs were erected to 
enunciate new rules adopted during the year. 

We are maintaining 9,600 permanent signs in public 
streets. 

Two thousand portable-type signs are maintained at 
our shop and have been placed out during the year in 
connection with street closing, detours, parades, sport 
events, and to designate coasting streets and homes 
where serious illness exists. 
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AUTOMOBILE REGISTRATION. 

During 1943 the Massachusetts registration of pas- 
senger vehicles and motorcycles, including re-issues, 
was 792,054, and the registration of trucks, including 
re-issues, was 108,300, a total of 900,354. This is a 
decrease of 95,121, or 9.56 per cent, as compared with 
the 1942 registration.

Sir,— In compliance with the requirements of the 
Revised Ordinances, I have the honor to submit the 
annual report of the Weights and Measures Depart- 
ment for the year 1943. 


INTRODUCTION. 


The importance of accuracy in quantity determining 
devices is particularly important at the present time. 
It has been necessary due to the limited quantities of 
food and fuel available to install a system of rationing. 

Rationing gives additional significance to our work 
‘because the consumer not only suffers a financial loss 
but a loss of rationed food or fuel if short weight or 
measure were allowed to be practiced. 

To guard against this condition the department has 
carried on during the past year a system of spot checks 
for accuracy of weight and measure and net weight 
markings of packaged goods in retail stores that have 
been put up in advance of sale. 

We have also made “‘surprise purchases” in retail 
food stores to check the transactions of store owners 
and clerks. 

The department has carried on a continuous investiga- 
tion to discourage irregular merchandising practices 


/ 
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involving weights and measures so as to see that, as far 
as possible, equity prevails in all commercial transactions. 


ORGANIZATION. 


The department was established by ordinance in 1890. 
The present force consists of a Sealer, a chief clerk, 
sixteen deputy sealers and a coal inspector. At the 
present time, two members of the department are serving 
with the armed forces of the United States. i 

The nature of the work performed is both mechanical 
and supervisional and requires the transportation of 
working standards of weights and measures. A fleet 
of nine trucks arein daily use. Daily reports of all work 
performed with all fees collected are submitted by the 
employees. 

The headquarters of the department, consisting of 
an office and work room, in which are kept the primary 
standards issued by the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, are located in Rooms 105, 106 and 107 of the 
City Hall Annex, Boston. 


GENERAL DUTIES. 


The general duties of the Sealer and the deputies are . 
set forth in the General Laws of Massachusetts, chapters 
94, 98 and 101. Briefly, they state the requirements 
regarding the sealing, adjusting or condemning of all 
weighing or measuring devices that are in use for the 
buying or selling of goods, wares or merchandise, for 
public weighing or for hire or reward. Sealers are also 
authorized to enforce the laws pertaining to the giving 
of false weight or measure, the laws relative to the 
licensing of hawkers, pedlers, and transient vendors; 
the examination of coal, as to quality, and the weighing 
of coal when offered for sale; the inspection of containers, 
the size, shape and dimensions of which are established 
by law; the investigation of complaints and the prosecu- 
tion of violations found when the evidence warrants 
such action. 


New LEGISLATION. 


During the year the Legislature enacted the following 
new section for the further protection of the public. 

Chapter 94 is hereby further amended by inserting 
after section 249 E, as so appearing, the following 
section 249 E i. 
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“Tt shall be presumed in a prosecution under section 
249 E = that the non-combustible residue, including ash, 
is excessive if a test as determined by the current 
standard method of tests for sampling and analysis for 
coal and coke as published by the American Society for 
Testing Materials and described as D 271 with the year 
of publication produces non-combustible residue includ- 
ing ash, in excess of the following percentages:

REWEIGHING OF Foop, FUEL AND OTHER COMMODITIES. 


The use of correct weighing and measuring devices 
tested and sealed by this department is not in itself, 
however, any guaranty that correct quantities will be 
delivered to consumers. 

Regardless of the excellent condition that the weighing 
or measuring devices are left in after the testing and 
sealing by the department, and the effort of the officials 
in educating the owners and users of the equipment in 
their duties to the purchasing public, the proof that 
correct weight or measure is being delivered may only 
be found by frequent inspection of the method of use of 
this equipment. 

The purpose of the inspection is to see that allowances 
are being made for wrappers and containers; that mark- 
ing requirements are observed and, in general, whether 
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or not there is any misrepresentation of the quantity 
delivered. A list of the reweighings made during the 
year follows.

COMPLAINTS AND PROSECUTIONS. 


During the year 1943 the department received 138 
complaints from citizens, each one being investigated, 
and when possible a report of our findings sent to the 
person making the complaint. 

At all times we earnestly request the public to call to 
our attention any violations of weights and measures 
laws. Frequently cases called to our attention in one 
section of our city result in investigations in other parts 
of the city and when the conditions complained of are 
corrected all of the consumers of the city benefit. 

In addition to the investigation of complaints made 
to the department, investigations on our own initiative 
were made, with the result that 48 violations were 
presented to the courts and fines amounting to $1,100 


were imposed.

In accordance with the provisions of section 20, 
chapter 488, of the Acts of the year 1924, and amend- 
ments thereto, the Board of Zoning Adjustment of 
the City of Boston submits herewith, in the form of its 
twentieth annual report, a statement of its acts and 
doings and receipts and expenditures for the year ending 
December 31, 1943. 

The following change has taken place in the mem- 
bership of the Board during the past year: 


Herbert G. Perry, a member of the Board upon 
nomination of the Boston Real Estate Exchange, 
whose appointment expired April 30, 1942, was 
reappointed for the five-year term ending April 30, 
1947. 


In accordance with the provisions of section 9 
chapter 3, of the Revised Ordinances of 1925, the Board 
organized at an executive meeting on June 11, 1948, by 
the election of the following officers: Frederic H. 
Fay, Chairman; Eliot N. Jones, Vice-Chairman; 
Elisabeth M. Herlihy, Secretary; Frank H. Malley, 
Engineer; Thomas E. McCormick, Investigator; and 
Mary T. Downey, Clerk. 
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The method of procedure in connection with petitions 
for changes in the boundary lines of the zoning districts 
remains unchanged. 

For the second successive year not a single reques} 
for a public hearing was made. This is due to the 
curtailment of private building operations during the 
war. Executive sessions were held as found necessary, 
the staff of the City Planning Board rendering such 
assistance as was essential in the way of investigations, 
drafting and clerical work. 


WATERFRONT ZONING. 


At a joint meeting of the Board of Zoning Adjustment 
and the City Planning Board with representatives of 
the Port Authority, the Board reaffirmed its action of 
1938 in approving the principle of Maritime Zoning 
and delegated members to appear for the Board of 
Zoning Adjustment in support of Maritime Zoning 
Bill, House 961, prepared by the Port Authority and 
submitted to the 1948 Legislature by Mayor Tobin. 
The bill, however, failed to pass. 


ZONING AMENDMENTS. 
Chapter 373, Acts of 1941, becomes effective. 


As a result of the following communications from 
the City Clerk, the Board ordered that five hundred 
copies of the new zoning regulations be printed for 
distribution. These pamphlets are now available at 
the Building Department for a nominal charge.

RE-ZONING STUDY 


In view of the fact that the new amendments to the 
Zoning Law are now in effect the Board is of the opinion 
that a study for proposed amendments to the Zoning 
Map is essential. The Board accordingly again re- 
quested an appropriation for the prosecution of this 
work. The request was approved by the Mayor but 
failed to receive favorable action by the Council. 


The Board reappointed the Re-Zoning Committee, 
composed jointly of members of the Board of Zoning 
Adjustment and the City Planning Board. This com- 
mittee met several times during the year to discuss the 
development .of a program for such a study and suc- 
oe in preparing an outline for a re-zoning master 
plan. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT 


During the year the Board has expended to October 1, 
1948, for verbatim records, personal and professional 
services, advertising, blueprints, postage and miscel- 
laneous supplies the sum of $760. Since its establish- 
ment in 1924 the Board has received total appropriations 
from the Reserve and Contingent Funds to the amount 
of $28,000. Of this there was a balance on hand 
December 31, 1943, of $16.68. This means a total 
expenditure over a period of nineteen years of $27,983.32. 

For the first three years no filing fee was authorized 
in connection with the filing of petitions. In 1927 a 
$10 filing fee was imposed by legislative act and in 1931 
this was raised to $25 for each petition. As a result 
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there has been deposited with the City Collector from 
1927 to date the sum of $2,000, or a net expenditure 
on behalf of the Board of Zoning ipibehe since 
August 11, 1924, of $25,983.32.

To the Governor of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
to the General Court of Massachusetts, and to the 
Mayor of Boston. 

In accordance with the terms and provisions of chap- 
ter 453 of the Acts of 1938, the Boston Port Authority 
presents the following report: 

This, the second full year of our participation in the 
war, has been completed; tremendous quantities of men 
and supplies have moved from this country to battle 
areas all over the world. This traffic, the largest move- 
ment in history, has funneled through the various 
important ports of the United States without undue 
congestion or delay. The facilities and interests at the 
various ports have met the gigantic problem in stride, 
though this traffic has reached proportions much greater 
than in the last war, when ports became seriously con- 
gested. Due to proper planning and coordination in 
this war on the part of trained transportation specialists, 
ports today present no bottleneck because they have 
been kept fluid. 

The proposition that the true value of a port is found 
in wartime is conclusively proved again, and in this 
connection the Port of Boston has during this period 
been found to be of high value. This Port, being one 
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of the major ports of the United States, was prepared to 
meet the task, and it has been done well. The facilities 
constructed here before the war, operated by private 
industries, railroads and the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, formed a valuable nucleus for the current 
handling of heavy movements of traffic. Late in 1941 
the Boston Port Authority directed the attention of the 
proper Federal Government authorities to an excellent 
waterfront location in South Boston owned by the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. We proved this site 
was ideal for the development and building of facilities 
for the handling of cargoes and ships. In this year the 
Federal Government completed a large installation at 
this location, and activity there continues to near 
capacity. It is hoped that, when the Federal Govern- 
ment has no further use for this facility and others it has 
acquired since the beginning of the war, they will be 
immediately offered for commercial operation. 


It is, of course, impossible to discuss in detail the 
amount of business, actual movement of ships and other 
pertinent facts concerning this Port due to the veil of 
secrecy necessarily imposed on account of the national 
emergency. It is, however, no violation of confidence 
to state that in the early weeks of 1943 the Port, its 
labor and facilities were ready but not entirely put to 
the test, and there was room for more activity here. 
The Boston Port Authority consistently placed these 
facts concerning the Port before the proper Federal 
authorities, stressing the fact that, unless more use was 
made of the Port, the so-called privately-owned facilities 
would be allowed to decay, and labor, in order to eke 
out a decent livelihood, would in some measure disappear 
from the waterfront. 

To sum up, because of the Port’s facilities, its ample 
labor supply, its adequate depth of water and its loca- 
tion, it was of prime importance to insure to the Port a 
continued large-scale operation. This effort on the part 
of the Boston Port Authority was quite successful. 
From the low ebb of activity in this Port in January, in 
each successive month there has been a constant increase 
in business. While there has been this marked increase, 
the Port has not yet been overtaxed. Although it may 
be said the Port has been tested, traffic has been con- 
centrated at the newer pier facilities, sometimes leaving 
a vacuum at some others. It is gratifying to witness 
the present activity of reasonable proportions and to 
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know of the justified interest in the Port on the part — 
of the Federal authorities, all of which could not have 
been made possible without the active and praiseworthy 
cooperation of the many waterfront interests, including 
Boston Port of Embarkation, local representatives of 
the Federal agencies, longshoremen, pilots, railroads, 
ship repairmen, steamship operators and agents, ter- 
minal operators, tugboat men and warehousemen. To 
them we offer our sincere appreciation. 

It is interesting to note that in the activity of the 
Port ships and cargoes have been forced out of their 
accustomed channels. All exports and imports of 
general cargo are under the supervision of the military 
or other Government agencies. For the duration, 
therefore, the Boston Port Authority concerns itself 
with contact and cooperation with Federal authorities, 
believing this to be the method of insuring an active 
port and maintaining waterfront employment on a high 
level. 


ECONOMIC POSITION OF THE PoRT. 


The Port of Boston is the servant of the interior. 
Over its wharves pass commodities in-transit to and 
from other world foreign and domestic ports. By its 
use the New England industries annihilate distance, 
_ which is a distinct advantage in extending trade areas. 
We in New England raise no wool, cotton or hides, for 
example, but we transport the finished articles to dis- 
tant points. So long as low inward rates are provided 
for raw materials and there are reasonable outlets for 
finished goods, New England will hold its industries. 
Water transportation offers the most economical form 
of transportation, and the Port of Boston is the one 
instrument by which this economical advantage is made 
possible. While steamship lines in foreign trade serving 
the Port cannot thrive on New England business alone, 
they cannot survive without it. The first and foremost 
consideration in this instance, therefore, 1s demonstra- 
tion of loyalty to the Port by New England interests. 
Other sections of the country are fiercely loyal to their 
own ports, to wit, Philadelphia, New Orleans, Mobile 
and Houston, to mention but a few. These ports and 
others which flourished before the war are now busy and 
will continue to prosper after the war. 

Up to the end of the fiscal year 1940 the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts has expended for the develop- 
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ment and improvement of Boston Harbor a total of 
over $27,000,000. The Federal Government up to the 
end of the fiscal year 1987 spent over $17,000,000 for the 
physical development of the Port. The latter figure 
does not include pier construction, which up to the end 
of these years would be approximately $25,000,000 
additional. Therefore, the approximate pre-war invest- 
ment of the Commonwealth and Federal Government, 
as described above, amounts to over $69,000,000. In 
addition to these amounts, substantial sums have been 
expended for wartime purposes. The community value 
of steamers coming in and out of the harbor is tre- 
mendous. Ships pay heavily for fuel, labor, provisions, 
tonnage dues, dockage charges, pilotage and towboat 
hire. Some years ago it was estimated that eight 
thousand men secured their livelihood on the water | 
front. Assuming that each man has three dependents, 
it has meant that twenty-four thousand people were 
dependent at that time on the shipping industry. This 
does not take into account the men or their dependents 
engaged in docking and repairing of ships, nor the 
crews of ships and their families living here, nor the 
clerical forces at piers and offices, nor truckmen and 
railroad employees engaged in transportation to and 
from piers. If that were true when the study was 
made, it is, of course, equally true today. Therefore, 
the Port of Boston is for Massachusetts and New Eng- 
land probably the most effective and promising instru- | 
ment, through which increased trade and wealth may 
occur, thus improving the economic status of this area. 


Post-War PLANNING FOR THE Port. 


When the United States entered the war, our merchant 
fleet totalled 10,500,000 deadweight tons. By the end 
of 1944 we may have as much as 50,000,000 tons. It is 
not the intent of American ship owners and operators 
to overwhelm any other maritime nations, but certainly 
there will be insistence that American ships will carry a — 
substantially increased share of American trade. The 
domestic economy of the United States requires sub- 
stantial foreign trade, both for raw materials and as an 
outlet for our own agricultural and industrial products. 
The rehabilitation of the world should occupy our fleet 
not only during the war but for many years after. We 
will send materials to almost every country, feed and 
clothe their people and ship them machinery, steel, 
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cotton, beef and many other commodities, and later 
there should be a tremendous demand for automobiles, 
refrigerators, radios, agricultural and mining machinery 
and other products cut off by the war. It is likewise 
certain that our national economy, which follows the 
war, will benefit not only foreign trade but also coastwise 
and intercoastal trade. In addition, there will be many 
new trade routes established. In brief, this country will 
become a maritime nation. 

After the first World War, however, the Port of Boston 
failed to give adequate study to the problems as related 
to the Port, and in consequence failed to develop a 
position in world shipping and trade, both foreign and 
domestic, to which it was entitled. When this war ends, 
we repeat, there will be required enormous shipments 
of capital goods and of raw materials of industry. The 
matter of ocean transportation will become most im- 
portant, and the ports that are prepared to handle the 
tremendous increased flow of traffic will be those which 
will prosper. Definitely, there will be a terrific scramble 
on the part of world ports for this commerce. 

It is interesting to note at this point that during the 
‘‘Clipper”’ era, when the United States was the owner of 
one of the largest merchant fleets in the world, and when 
at times 90 per cent of American cargo was carried on 
ships built in America, Boston was looked to as and 
actually was one of the greatest ports in the world and 
the leading port of the United States. The fortunes of 
Boston traders of that era formed the basis of prosperity 
in New England and the ground, so to speak, upon which 
New England prospered. While there is no fixed pattern 
of the future, it may safely be predicted that there will 
be in the post-war period an era of predominant American 
ownership in steamship lines and an era of great trade. 

The Boston Port Authority anticipates the redevelop- 
ment of domestic shipping to and from the Port of 
Boston. The dependence of New England industry on 
the most reasonable form of transportation — water — 
for the economic movement of raw materials inward and 
of manufactured products outward has been more than 
evident in the past. It has been shown that, because of 
the great interchange of goods in domestic trade between 
New England and those sections of the country to and 
from which economical water transportation via Boston 
was afforded, consistent increases have resulted over the 
years. Nor have we any fear that Boston as a port will 
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not be considered in many essential trade routes in so far 
as import traffic cargo is concerned. The continued 
prosperity of New England industry is greatly dependent 
upon the most economical flow of traffic that can be 
obtained through one instrument, the routing of cargo 
via the Port of Boston. So great is the demand upon 
the part of New England industry for foreign raw ma- 
terials, 7. e., wool, cotton, hides, cocoa beans and wood- 
pulp, to mention but a few, that the Port of Boston will, 
as in the past, be actively engaged in the handling of 
import cargo. 

However, the one factor which has stood in the way 
of the Port’s development is the lack of a sufficient 
quantity of export cargo through Boston. ‘This has been 
caused by lack of services, by lack of local ownership of 
steamship lines, by lack of interest on the part of the 
New England exporter, and by lack of adequate and 
consistent salesmanship of the Port throughout that ter- 
ritory in the United States and Canada to and from 
which our rail rates are equal to or lower than those via 
New York. One reason for the lack of services in the 
past was due to the fact that ships made Boston the 
first port-of-call inbound from foreign ports, then pro- 
ceeded to ports to the south to complete discharge and 
load direct for foreign ports. It seems that this could 
be overcome and must be overcome if we are to succeed. 

One method, and probably the best, would be for one 
or more steamship lines to be locally owned and operated 
at this Port, which would have the effect of turning the 
ships around here. In other words, if a ship were owned 
here, its owners would encourage all goods possible to 
move in and out of this Port. However, a line owned 
and operated at Boston cannot hope to survive by 
handling only business to and from New England in- 
dustries. This must be supplemented by traffic from 
outside New England. On the other hand, a locally 
owned steamship line without New England business 
cannot survive. For many years now many large New 
England receivers and shippers have been disinterested 
in the Port. Their sympathetic and actual cooperation 
must be obtained in the future if this Port is to prosper. 

The growth of the newer ports along the Gulf of 
Mexico and, to some extent, on the Pacific Coast is an 
example of the results of local interest. We might add 
that a port is a commodity, and, after the war is over 
and the period of rehabilitation has ceased, when the 
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normal flow of traffic starts again, there will be a tremen- 
dous rush by all ports for a share in the world’s traffic. 
Unless the Port of Boston is prepared to have represen- 
tatives in the field to solicit all possible traffic through 
the Port, it will not prosper as it should. 

Pier Facilities.— One of the foremost questions that is 
presented is: ‘‘ Will Boston offer adequate pier facili- 
ties?’’ In cooperation with the State Department of 
Public Works of the Commonwealth, steamship lines, 
railroads and others interested, the Boston Port Author- 
ity is giving study to the problem. The question is: 
Will or will there not be a long period after the war 
before the Federal Government gives up facilities it 
now leases and also opens some of its own facilities to 
commercial operation? Our efforts are directed to as 
early commercial operation as is possible, because these 
facilities are the most modern and best in the Port. 
Of the remaining facilities in the Port there are few 
adequate to handle the large speedy ships now afloat 
or in contemplation. The financial success of ship 
operation is speedy turnaround. Modern, speedy ships, 
some now built and some on the planning board, will 
not fit in at piers constructed forty or more years ago. 
Piers must be adequate, approaches widened and depth 
of water alongside increased. ‘To what extent all this 
must be done is now receiving our intensive study. 

Post-War Advisory Committee— There has been 
organized a committee of steamship operators, agents, 
Custom House brokers and freight forwarders and other 
interested persons who derive their livelihood from the 
Port, to advise the Port Authority in post-war planning. 


LEGAL: ParticIPATION IN Cases BrrorEe INTER- 
STATE COMMERCE Commission (I. C. C.), UNITED 
STATES Maritime Commission (U. 8S. M. C.); Crvib 
AERONAUTICS Boarp (C. A. B.). 


The legal and rate work of the Board continues, as in 
the past, to perform a vital role in our program. ‘This 
work has an essential relation to post-war ‘‘commercial”’ 
problems. 

New Haven Reorganization Case. (I. C. C.) (Refer- 
ence, pages 5, 6, 7, 1942 report.)— The Board has con- 
sistently taken the position that the public interest 
requires the termination of New Haven control of the 
Boston & Maine and of Pennsylvania Railroad influence 
in the New Haven. New Haven control of the Boston & 
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Maine and Pennsylvania influence in the New Haven 
threaten free competition for New England traffic at the 
various New England gateways and are, in the Board’s 
opinion, injurious to the proper development of the Port 
of Boston. 

Substantial progress has been made during the year 
1943 toward the elimination of New Haven control of 
the Boston & Maine. This control is exercised by the 
New Haven through Boston Railroad Holding Com- 
pany, a company of which all of the common stock and 
all but 24,150 shares out of 272,939 shares of preferred 
stock are owned by the New Haven. The 24,150 pre- 
ferred shares of Boston Railroad Holding Company not 
owned by the New Haven are held by the public and 
guaranteed by the New Haven. ‘The holders of this. 
stock claim a lien on the Boston & Maine stock to secure 
their guarantee and, while the matter has not been 
judicially determined, there is a substantial basis for 
the claim. If the holders of this stock are right in their 
claim, they have the power to take the control of the 
Boston & Maine away from the New Haven in the 
event that the New Haven guarantee of their stock 
is not performed. As pointed out in our 1942 report, 
the plan of reorganization approved by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission on February 18, 1941, required 
a disaffrmance of the New Haven guarantee of the 
publicly held preferred shares and, at our request, 
strengthened the guarantee disaffrmance provision by 
forbidding the reorganized New Haven to make any 
payment on or on account of the guarantee. We also 
pointed out in our 1942 report that, if this provision 
of the plan remained unchanged, there was a strong 
likelihood that the holders of the publicly held pre- 
ferred stock’ of Boston Railroad Holding Company 
would be able to take the Boston & Maine stock from 
the Holding Company and thus terminate New Haven 
control, but that the plan had been sent back to the 
Commission by the Court and was still pending before 
the Commission. During 1948, however, the Commis- 
sion entered a further order approving a revised plan 
of reorganization but making no changes in the provi- 
sions heretofore described with respect to the guarantee, 
and the Court has indicated its approval of this provi- 
sion. While the matter is not finally determined, it 
may reasonably be expected that the final plan of 
reorganization of the New Haven will contain a provi- 
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sion forbidding the New Haven to assume or make 
payments on or on account of the guarantee of the 
publicly held preferred shares of Boston Railroad Hold- 
ing Company, and that the holders of those shares will 
be in a position to assert a lien on the Boston & Maine 
stock which, if asserted successfully (as is not unlikely), 
will result in a termination of New Haven control of 
the Boston & Maine. 

This Board was also successful in 1943 in thwarting an 
attempt of the New Haven trustees to circumvent the 
Commission’s plan by the purchase of the publicly held 
preferred stock of Boston Railroad Holding Company. 
After the Commission’s plan was certified to the Court 
and hearings had been held with regard thereto, the 
New Haven trustees filed in Court a petition for author- 
ity to purchase these shares. The trustees realized that 
by the purchase they would eliminate the danger of the 
preferred stockholders of the Holding Company divest- 
ing the New Haven of control of the Boston & Maine. 
The Board strenuously opposed the granting of the 
petition, pointing out that the Commission contem- 
plated in the plan a separation, in the public interest, 
of the New Haven and the Boston & Maine, and that 
the purchase proposed by the trustees was in conflict 
with the plan. The Court denied the trustees’ petition. 

Substantial progress has also been made during the 
year 1943 toward the elimination of Pennsylvania- 
Pennroad control of the New Haven. The Commission, 
in its plan of reorganization of the New Haven certified 
to the Court in 1943, reaffirmed its previous position 
that the common stockholders of the New Haven were 
not entitled to participate in the reorganized New 
Haven. While vigorous objection was made in Court to 
this feature of the plan by counsel for the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, the Court approved the Commission’s plan 
in this regard. 


Applications of Various Airlines to Provide Additional 
Boston Service: ! 

Applications of United Air Lines Transport Corpor- 
ation and Transcontinental & Western Air, Inc. (C. A. B.) 
(Reference, page 8, 1942 report.) Applications of North- 
east Airlines, Inc., Transcontinental & Western Arr, Inc., 
Colonial Airlines, Inc., Eastern Air Lines, Inc., Sea- 
board Airways, Inc., and United Air Lines Transport 
Corporation. (C. A. B.)—It was correctly predicted 
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in our 1942 report that the Civil Aeronautics Board 
would, during 1948, liberalize its policy of withholding 
action on pending applications for new airline certifi- 
cates. Not only in the Boston-West proceeding (involy- 
ing the applications of United Air Lines and TWA 
for the right to provide direct-west service between 
Boston and the Middle West and West), but also in 
the Boston-South case (involving various applications 
covering proposed airline services between Boston and 
the South and West through New York and between 
Boston and New York), important developments 
occurred during 1948. 

In the Boston-West proceeding we have continued 
during 1943, as in the past, to accord wholehearted 
support to both United Air Lines and TWA in their 
efforts to extend their important transcontinental air- 
lines into Boston, over direct-to-the-west routes. The 
Board is of the opinion that these companies would, by 
the inauguration of the services in question, afford a 
competitive and new direct route required in the public 
interest. | 

While, on February 12, 1943, the Examiners in the 
Boston-West proceeding filed an adverse report, recom- 
mending that neither United Air Lines nor Transcon- 
tinental & Western be certificated into Boston over 
their proposed routes, we are hopeful that the Exam- 
iners’ position will not be sustained by the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board. We have filed extensive exceptions to 
the Examiners’ report and propose to appear before the 
Civil Aeronautics Board in support of these exceptions 
and in support of our position that Boston needs and is 
entitled to the new direct and competitive services 
which these carriers would provide. 

Developments in the Boston-South proceeding have 
been equally important. Early in 1943 the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board announced its intention of advancing for 
early hearings the matter of the application of Northeast 
Airlines, Inc., for the right to extend its operations to 
New York, and of considering, at the same time, in 
consolidated proceedings, the applications of Eastern 
Air Lines, TWA and United Air Lines to extend their 
system-lines from New York to Boston, and the appli- 
cations of Colonial Airlines (now operating between New 
York and Montreal) and Seaboard Airways (at present, 
a non-operating company) for authority to operate 
between Boston and New York. We intervened in these

proceedings and attended and participated in the hear- 
ings which were held before the Board’s Examiner in 
September. After considering all the evidence pre- 
sented, we determined to support, and have supported, 
the application of Northeast Airlines to provide addi- 
tional Boston-New York service, and the application of 
Eastern Airlines to provide additional service between 
Boston and points south of New York; the further posi- 
tion was taken that United Air Lines and TWA should 
be certificated into Boston, but that, unless these carriers 
were permitted to reach Boston both via New York and 
over their proposed direct routes, the direct routes 
should be granted in preference to the via-New York 
routes. No position was taken with respect to the 
applications of Colonial Airlines and Seaboard Airways, 
Inc. An extensive brief was filed by us urging and sup- 
porting our recommendations. 

In support of Northeast’s application, we have argued 
that Boston is entitled to competitive air service to 
New York, that Northeast is fully capable of rendering 
an efficient competitive service, and that, in view of its 
need for additional revenues, together with its New 
England operating background, Northeast has both the 
incentive and the experience necessary to render a truly 
efficient service. The fact that Northeast is a New 
England airline, with Boston headquarters, primarily 
interested in New England, has been stressed. We have 
also pointed out that, unless Northeast is permitted to 
operate over additional and more profitable routes, 
Northern New England will be dependent, for efficient 
air transportation service, upon costly Federal subsidy. 

In support of the applications of Eastern Airlines, 
United Air Lines, and TWA we have urged the Civil 
Aeronautics Board to consider the very substantial 
amount of air traffic which normally moves between 
Boston and the cities which these carriers serve on their 
respective system-lines. We have argued that the 
volume of Boston traffic to and from such cities as 
Philadelphia, Baltimore and Washington on Eastern’s 
system, and to and from Chicago, St. Louis and Los 
Angeles on United’s and TWA’s systems, requires that 
competitive airlines be authorized to serve over these 
routes. We have also referred to the fact that each of 
these carriers would provide Boston with new direct 
service to many important cities which may now be 
reached only by changing ’planes and airlines in New 
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York. We have taken special exception to the present 
situation whereby virtually all Boston traffic to the 
West and South must be routed through New York. 

It is expected that the Civil Aeronautics Board will 
hear arguments in the Boston-South case in conjunction 
with its hearing of arguments in the Boston-West case, 
and we propose to argue in support of the foregoing 
Stated position. 

State Corporation Commission of Virginia v. Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad et al. (I. C. C.) (Reference, 
page 7, 1942 report.)— This proceeding was commenced 
by complaint of the State Corporation Commission of 
Virginia and the State Port of Authority of Virginia, 
alleging that class and commodity rates between the 
Virginia ports and points in trunk line and New Eng- 
land territories over water-rail routes through the 
various North Atlantic ports, including Boston, were 
unlawful. The rates complained of were either the 
same as or higher than the all-rail rates between the 
points referred to with the result that little, if any, 
traffic moved over the water-rail routes to the disadvan- 
tage of the North Atlantic ports. This Board inter- 
vened in the proceeding and, as appears from our 1942 
report, the Commission, after hearing, ordered the 
establishment of water-rail rates lower than the all-rail 
rates. While the Commission’s order prescribed more 
favorable rates for the North Atlantic ports, including 
Boston, than were theretofore applicable, certain North 
Atlantic port interests believed that the Commission’s 
order did not afford as low rates as should have been 
ordered. Various petitions were filed with the Com- 
mission, and the Commission postponed indefinitely the © 
effective date of its order and directed a reopening of 
the proceeding. No further hearings have been held, 
and the proceeding is still pending. 

Storage Practices of Railroads at North Atlantic Ports. 
(I. C. C.) (Reference, page 7, 1942 report.)— This 
proceeding was commenced by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission on its motion, and at the instance of the 
Port of New York Authority, and is an investigation 
into the matter of the lawfulness of warehousing and 
storage rates and practices of railroad carriers at the 
North Atlantic ports other than New York. In an 
earlier proceeding warehousing and storage rates and 
practices at the Port of New York were considered 
and ordered corrected. As appears from our 1942 
report, hearings have been held with regard to rates 
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and practices at Baltimore. We participated in the 
proceeding because of our interest in practices at com- 
peting ports. In 1948 an order was issued by the 
Commission wherein that body found that certain 
articles, including woodpulp, were stored below cost at 
Baltimore and in violation of the Interstate Commerce 
Act. Correction of the unlawfulness was ordered. No 
further hearings have been held. 

Baltamore Steam Packet Company et al. v. The Alabama 
Great Southern Railroad Company et al. (I. C. C.) 
(Reference, pages 7 and 8, 1942 report.) — This pro- 
ceeding originated through the petition of certain water 
carriers for the establishment of reasonable joint rail- 
water-rail rates from interior points in New England 
and trunk line territories to destinations west of the 
Mississippi river. For many years these carriers pub- 
lished rail-water-rail rates between these points on a 
“non-concurring basis”? under special permission of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. The rates so pub- 
lished were differentially lower than all-rail rates. The 
non-concurring method of publication was condemned 
by the commission on or about February 7, 1940, and 
the water carriers instituted this proceeding to require 
the establishment of joint rates. As appears from our 
1942 report, the Examiner who heard this case made an 
unusual proposal in his report to the Commission, in 
that, while he recommended the establishment of joint 
through rail-water-rail rates, he also recommended that 
they be the same in amount as the all-rail rates. This 
proposal, as we pointed out, would deprive such routes 
of all opportunity to participate in the movement of 
traffic, for rates differentially less than the all-rail rates 
are necessary if the ocean carriers are to participate in 
the movement. We took part in the proceeding because 
the maintenance of differentially lower rail-water-rail 
rates between the points in issue is of importance to 
New England and to the Port of Boston. After the 
filing of the Examiner’s report, complainants worked 
out a plan, in which we participated, for publishing pro- 
portional ocean-rail rates from the North Atlantic ports 
to the destinations involved which, when added to the 
all-rail rates from the interior origins to said ports, will 
result in through rail-water-rail rates the same as the 
rail-water-rail rates now in effect. Permission was 
granted by the Commission for this method of publica- 
tion, and the water lines thereupon withdrew their 
complaint. 
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Ex Parte 148, Increased Railway Rates, Fares and 
Charges, 1942. (I..C. ©.) (Reference, page 8, 1942 
report.)—Upon petition of the rail carriers, the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission authorized a temporary 
increase in general freight rates. As stated in our 
1942 report, the temporary general increases, permitted 
by the Commission’s order, to a certain extent served 
to increase existing port differential relationships, and 
the carriers were being urged to correct this situation, 
as they had assured the Commission they would. 
While efforts to correct this situation were pending, the 
Commission, at the instance of the Office of Price 
Administration, reopened the proceedings in 1943 and 
suspended its order authorizing the general rate increase. 
This had the effect of restoring prior port differential 
relationships and eliminated the difficulties created by 
the general increase. 

Interchange of Freight at Boston Piers and Interchange 
of Freight at Boston Terminals. (I. C. C.and U.S. M. C.) 
(Reference, pages 9 and 10, 1942 report.)— A joint in- 
vestigation relating primarily to wharfage practice at 
Commonwealth Pier and the Army Base was instituted 
in 1942 at the instance of the War Department by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and the Maritime 
Commission and, as pointed out in our 1942 report, the two 
Commissions rendered decisions in that year; the Mari- 
time Commission ruling that the practice of the operator 
of the Army Base terminal of making no wharfage 
charge for the use of the pier by ra lroad freight was 
unreasonable and in violation of section 17 of the Ship- 
ping Act, 1916, and the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion ruling that the failure of the railroads to absorb 
wharfage at Commonwealth Pier No. 5 and the Army 
Base was not violative of the Interstate Commerce Act. 
The result of these decisions was unfortunate because, 
while the Maritime Commission required the assessment 
of a wharfage charge at Commonwealth Pier and Army 
Base terminals, the Interstate Commerce Commission 
refused to require an absorption of that charge by the 
rail carriers. If both orders stand, shippers using these 
two important terminals will be subjected to a burden 
not borne at other terminals. The effective date of the 
Maritime Commission’s order was postponed on several 
occasions, but the operator of the Army Base Terminal 
has recently filed a tariff providing a wharfage charge on 
rail freight. Due to the small amount of commercial 
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trafhe moving through that terminal at the present 
time, no practical danger of substantial present injury 
is likely, but serious consideration is being given to the 
steps to be taken to remedy the situation for the future. 

Elimination of New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad Pier Stations. (I. C. C.) (Reference, page 10, 
1942 report.)— This proceeding involved the legality of 
the attempted cancellation by the New Haven of the 
designation of Commonwealth Pier and Army Base as 
terminals on its line. We vigorously opposed the at- 
tempted cancellation and, on March 15, 19438, the 
Commission, as we had contended it should, entered an 
order requiring the New Haven to continue Common- 
wealth Pier No. 5 and the Army Base as freight stations 
on its line, and to suspend those tariffs which would 
designate these important piers as mere ‘‘industries 
having side-track facilities.”’ 

Maximum Rate Provision, Ocean-Rail to Southwest. 
(I. C. C.) (Reference, page 10, 1942 report.)— This 
proceeding involved an inquiry into the legality of the 
proposed cancellation by rail carriers serving the South- 
west of certain tariff provisions to the effect that water- 
rail and rail-water-rail rates from points in Atlantic sea- 
board territory to destinations in the Southwest should 
not exceed those currently in effect from the same 
origins to Deming, New Mexico. ‘The proposed can- 
cellation, if effective, would have made applicable higher 
rates specifically published to points in destination ter- 
ritory. Upon petition, in which we joined with other 
North Atlantic port interests, the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in 1943 ordered a reopening of the pro- 
ceeding. Further hearings were held at which we 
expressed our grounds of opposition to the proposed 
cancellation. An Examiner’s report was filed sustaining 
our position. The respondent carriers have excepted to 
the Examiner’s report, and we have joined with other 
North Atlantic port interests in filing a brief in reply to 
such exceptions. It is expected that the decision of the 
Commission will be handed down early in 1944.

CONGRESSIONAL, STATE LEGISLATIVE AND OTHER 
HEARINGS. 
During the 19438 session of the General Court we 


appeared before various committees favoring certain 
proposed legislation affecting the Port of Boston. These 
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included a proposal for zoning of waterfront property in 
Boston, for enlargement of the Logan (Commonwealth) 
Airport, fire prevention on piers in the harbor, and 
legislation authorizing hulk and dilapidated pier demoli- 
tion, more detailed reference to which is made later in 
this report. 

We also attended hearings in Washington before the 
Board of Engineers for Rivers and Harbors, and favored 
the extension of the forty-foot channel from a point off 
the Boston & Albany Railroad docks in East Boston to 
Mystic Terminals in Charlestown. This matter has 
received favorable consideration by that Board and has 
been recommended by the House Committee on Rivers 
and Harbors. 


INVESTIGATIONS AND REPORTS. 


Dilapidated and Unsafe Buildings and Wharves. (Ref- 
erence, page 13, 1942 report.)— In certain areas of the 
Port, due to the activity of the Boston Waterfront 
Protective Committee, further reference to which is 
made later in this report, and to the expansion of water- 
front industry, certain propertiés presenting hazards 
have been demolished or improved. Again in 19438 
definite progress may be recorded. 

Hulks. (Reference, page 13, 1942 report.)— The 
removal of hulks within the Port is still continuing. 
Several along Chelsea Creek have been removed by the 
State and by private industry, and expansion of water- 
front industry along the East Boston shore has caused 
the removal of others. A few remain, but here again it 
is pleasing to note progress during 1943. 

Dredging, Federal and State. (Reference, pages 13 
and 14, 1942 report.)— The Federal Government has 
undertaken some dredging projects which cannot be 
disclosed now. The State has not been called upon for 
any major dredging operations during 19438, but in the 
coming year hopes to undertake dredging in the vicinity 
of Bird Island Flats. 

Report to the Legislature on (1) Withdrawal of Shipping 
from the Port and (2) Wharfage Charges at the Port. 
(Reference, page 15, 1942 report.)—This report, as called 
for by a measure passed at the 1941 session of the Legis- 
lature, to be presented at the 1943 session, was duly 
presented, and its acceptance was postponed until the 
next regular session of the General Court in 1945. 
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Foreign Trade Zone (Free Port). (Reference, pages 15 
and 16, 1942 report.)— We again see no reason why a 
Foreign Trade Zone should be established during war- 
time, nor do we at this time advocate the establishment 
of such a zone in the Port of Boston. We are prepared, 
- however, to watch the trend and upon further deter- 
mination and study shall present our opinion for or 
against future establishment. 

Stevedore Insurance Rates. (Reference, page 17, 1942 
report.)— As there was no general rate revision during 
1943, there was, therefore, no change under this cate- 
gory. However, it is well to keep in mind the fact that 
rates at this Port are among the lowest quoted at any 
port. This is particularly pleasing as since 1933, when 
rates in Boston were among the highest, there has been 
a consistent decline, proving a steadily improved 
operation at this Port. 

Waterfront Zoning. (Reference, page 41, 1941 re 
port.)— We appeared before the Committee on Harbors 
and Public Lands in favor of House No. 961, a petition 
for legislation to provide for the zoning for maritime 
use of certain areas in the City of Boston bordering on 
Boston Harbor. This petition was referred for study 
and consideration by a Recess Commission, which will 
report its findings at the next annual session of the 
Legislature in 1945. 

Fire Prevention on Piers in Boston Harbor.— At the 
request of the Boston Port Authority, a bill, House 
No. 476, was introduced at the 1943 session of the 
Legislature, which sought legislation prohibiting smok- 
ing or the possession of lighted cigars, cigarettes, pipes 
or matches upon docks and piers on the waterfront of 
Boston. This petition became a part of Senate No. 515, 
‘“A resolve providing for an investigation and study by a 
special unpaid commission relative to the laws pertain- 
ing to the safety of persons in certain places of public 
assembly,’ which was engrossed June 10, 1948, and 
signed by the Governor on June 17. 


TRAFFIC SOLICITATION. 

The allocation of ships to ports for loading or dis- 
charging is now completely in the hands of officials 
of various Government departments, particularly the 
Army, Navy and War Shipping Administration. By 
coordinated action, utilization of ports is determined. 
It therefore continues to be a responsibility of the first 
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magnitude for the Boston Port Authority to meet with 
these officials regularly and reflect the true condition of 
the Port. We predicted in our report of 1942 that 
periods of great inactivity in the Port could be mini- 
mized. This was proven throughout 1948, and we aim 
for even greater activity in 1944. 

We believe an increase in the number of cargoes of 
inbound materials, such as wool, coffee and cotton, is 
necessary and, when the arrival of ships with these 
and other materials for consumption does not conflict 
with the movement of goods essential to the war 
effort, they should be directed here. 


GENERAL. 
Wharfage The Interstate Commerce Commission and 
and Dockage ‘aaa pie 
Charges. the Maritime Commission have rendered con- 


flicting decisions concerning wharfage charges 
which should be assessed at certain piers in 
Boston. (See pages 14 and 15 of this report.) 
This has caused confusion, because in reality at 
railroad-owned piers no wharfage is charged on 
traffic moving by rail, whereas at Common- 
wealth Pier, at the Army Base and at Wiggin 
Terminal wharfage may be charged on all 
traffic. This situation is unsound, and should 
be corrected. The Boston Port Authority will 
continue its efforts in order that uniform 
wharfage charges will prevail at all piers 
within the Port in the immediate future. 
Steamship Regularly established steamship lines, which 
NG i formerly operated ships in regular trades be- 
tween Boston and other ports of the world, 
have ceased to operate during the war. All 
ships and all movements of cargo and pas- 
sengers by water are under. the exclusive 
control and direction of one or another agency 
of the Government. Every port is affected 
similarly. The problem of today is easily 
classified. The involved problem of tomorrow 
is now of great concern. We are therefore not 
only protecting our interests of the present, 
but are in close touch with Government 
agencies involved, with steamship operators, 
owners and shippers planning the port of 
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tomorrow, a port ready to handle the tre- Steamship 
mendous quantity of. business under both (Continued). 
private and public direction. The Port must 


be ready. 
Secrecy imposed because of war conditions Passenger 


prevents publication of statistics of the move- Busines 
ment of passenger and freight traffic through 

this Port. It is, nevertheless, proper to state 

here without divulging pertinent facts that 
activity in the Port is on a large scale. It 

ranks among the first of the major ports of 
embarkation. By its activity in wartime its 

true value is proved, and a sound basis is 
established for its development and growth 

after cessation of hostilities.

Airport. 
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The nearer an airport is to the center of the 
city it serves, the more expeditious and eco- 
nomical service is afforded the patrons of air 
lines using the facility. The location of the 
Logan Airport within easy reach of downtown 
Boston 1s most favorable. A traveler may 
make the trip from the Airport to the heart of 
the city in ten or fifteen minutes. This is most 
convenient when one considers thirty to sixty 
minutes are required for transit to the center 
of some other large communities from the air- 
port which serves them Furthermore, the 
Airport is adjacent to steamship piers, and we 
feel there is a great opportunity for exchange 
of passengers and cargoes from plane to ship 
and vice versa. The site of the Logan Airport, 
therefore, is advantageously located. During 
the year at several meetings and hearings the 
opinion as above was expressed by representa- 
tives of the Boston Port Authority. 

Along with our conviction of the proper site, 
we firmly believe that this Airport should be 
designed with runways long enough to handle 
the large modern aircraft. Accordingly, we 
have consistently advocated the construction 
of runways not less than seven thousand feet 
in length. We have expressed these views at 
various hearings. In June a bill calling for a 
bond issue of $4,750,000 was approved by the 
Legislature for the enlargement of the Airport. 
Work on the extension of the Airport is ex- 
pected to commence early in 1944. 

An airport adequate for the handling of land 
planes is essential for the development of the 
community. If a choice between an airport 
for land planes and one for seaplanes has to 
be made, then our unqualified choice is the 
former. If the two cannot be served in the 
same sector, another location should be found 
for a seaplane airport. In this connection, the 
site of. the seaplane channel, appropriation for 
which was approved by Congress but vetoed 
by the President, is at a point which would 
prevent the proper expansion of the Airport 
large enough to handle modern land planes. 
We therefore joined with the State Department 
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of Public Works in a request to the Board of 22 


(Common- 


Engineers, United States Army, to review and wealth) 
redetermine the proper location of a seaplane (Continued). 
channel in Boston Harbor, when and if neces- 
sary. This request has been granted. 

While location of an airport is a very im- 
portant factor, the activity which it attracts 
is the return on the investment. We believe 
that competition aids activity. Therefore, 
when a number of airlines requested the Civil 
Aeronautics Board to grant a certificate of 
convenience and necessity in order that they 
might serve the Logan Airport, we filed brief 
in support of their plea, as outlined on pages 9- 
12 of this report. 

As stated in our 1942 report, the Legislature New 
appropriated in 1941 the sum of $4,700,000 to” 
acquire Piers 46-50, Boston & Maine Mystic 
Terminals, Charlestown, and to reconstruct 
Pier 46 “‘as soon as labor and materials are 
avallable.’’ During 1943 neither the State 
Department of Public. Works nor the Boston 
& Maine Railroad has been able to secure 
priorities on necessary materials, and therefore 
no work has been done on this particular pier 
construction. 

The Boston Port Authority will, in 1944, 
make its recommendations regarding facili- 
ties at other sites in the Port, with a view 
to determining their necessity and if so, 
whether the State should construct piers, of 
what design, and on what amortization or 
rental basis. 

The area from the Charlestown Bridge and 
Commercial street to and including Fiske 
Wharf has undergone a change for the better 
during 1948. The United States Army En- 
gineers and the Coast Guard have acquired 
and remodeled certain properties in this 
vicinity which for so many years were out- 
moded and inadequate for waterfront use. 

Under the leadership of the Mayor’s Port Labor. 
Labor Committee, consisting of James L. 
Truden, Chairman, member of the Boston Port 
Authority, public representative; Daniel Don- 
ovan, Vice President, International Longshore- 
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men’s Association, representing labor; and 
John N. Levins, District Manager, American 
Hawaiian Steamship Company, also a member 
of the Boston Port Authority, representing the 
steamship industry, consistent cooperation 
between both groups has prevailed throughout 
the year. Thus far, however, there has been 
unfortunately no permanent agreement since 
1935, in which respect Boston is completely 
out of line with every other port of conse- 
quence on this seaboard. 

Reference was made in our 1942 report, 
pages 25-28, to the creation and activity of the 
Boston Waterfront Protective Committee. 
During 1948, in view of the leave of absence 
from the Boston Port Authority of Richard 
Parkhurst, Ralph M. Bradley of Boston was 
chosen Chairman of the Waterfront Protective 
Committee in his place. It is gratifying to 
note here that many of the recommendations 
of the committee have-been put into effect. A 
substantial number of piers, referred to in our 
1942 report, have been either dismantled or 
put in safe condition. Likewise, considerable 
progress has been made in the removal of 
abandoned hulks. The Port’s facilities, 
whether bridges, piers, or warehouses, are well 
guarded, for the most part, by the Coast 
Guard. Here we pause to pay tribute in par- 
ticular to the members of the Coast Guard 
Reserve, made up of men from all walks of life 
who give unselfishly of their time in guarding 
waterfront property which, if destroyed, would 
be irreplaceable. Credit must be given also to 
those owners of waterfront properties who 
have gone ahead at their own expense and made 
recommended improvements and benefited not 
only their own properties but the whole Port. 
Without their assistance, much of the pro- 
tective work which has been done would have 
been impossible of accomplishment. 

This convention was held in New Orleans, 
Louisiana, and was attended by the General 
Manager, Andrew F. Lane. Interesting panels 
in which we participated covered various sub- 
jects, the most important of which were:

In March of this year Richard Parkhurst, Personnel. 
who has been Secretary and Vice Chairman of 
the Board since its inception, and Chairman 
since 1942, went on leave of absence to join 
the staff of the Coordinator of Inter-American 
Affairs in Washington. In Mr. Parkhurst’s 
absence, Francis J. O’Donnell was elected 
Acting Chairman, and the General Manager, 
Andrew F. Lane, was elected Secretary of the 
Board, in addition to his other duties. 

James L. Truden of Brookline, formerly 
General Manager of the Boston & Albany 
Railroad, and now Railroad Representative at 
the Port Agency of the War Department, was 
appointed to the Board by his Honor the 
Mayor in February of this year to fill the © 
vacancy caused by the death of Louis E. 
Kirstein. In November James J. McCarthy 
of Boston resigned from the Board, and the 
Mayor appointed John N. Levins of Boston to 
fill the vacancy. 

During the year Hugo Oberg, Rate Expert 
with the Board since 1937, and on leave of 
absence since January, 1942, resigned from 
the Board. During the year, too, one of 
our stenographer-clerks, Elizabeth Lee, was

During 1943 the Board received from the 
Commonwealth and from the City an appro-

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THE CITY SEAL 


As it appeared prior to 1827 


The City Seal was adopted by ‘‘An Ordinance to 
Establish the City Seal,’’ passed January 2, 1823, which 
provides “‘That the design hereto annexed, as sketched 
by John R. Penniman, giving a view of the City, be the 
device of the City Seal; that the motto be as follows, 
to wit: ‘Sicut patribus sit Deus nobis’; and that the 
inscription be as follows: — ‘Bostonia condita, A.D. 
1630, Civitatis regimine donata, A.D. 1822.’” The 
motto is taken from 1 Kings, viii, 57: ‘‘God be with 
us aS He was with our fathers.” 

The seal as it first appeared is shown above. 

The seal as it was afterwards changed, and has ever 
since continued to be used, was first shown on page 221 
of the volume of laws and ordinances, commonly known 
as the ‘First Revision,’’ published in 1827, and is 
established as the City Seal at the present time by 
Revised Ordinances of 1914, Chapter 1, Section 5, 
which provides that ‘‘The seal of the City shall be 
circular in form; shall bear a view of the City; the 
motto ‘Sicur Patrisus Sir Drvus Nosis,’ and the 
inscription, ‘Bostonta ConpiTa, A.D. 1680. CiviTaTis 
REGIMINE Donata A.D. 1822,’ as herewith shown.” 

The seal as changed in 1827 is shown on the opposite 


page. 
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ORIGIN AND GROWTH OF BOSTON. 


Tue Royal Patent incorporating the Governor and 
Company of Massachusetts Bay in New England passed 
the seals March * 4, 1628-29. At a General Court, or 
Meeting of the Company, on August * 29 of that year it 
was voted ‘‘that the Government and patent should be 
settled in New England.” To that end Governor Win- 
throp led the Puritan Exodus in 1630. Soon after his 
arrival at Salem on June * 12, 1630, he proceeded with a 
large following to Charlestown, where a plantation had 
been established the summer before. The Assistants 
held three Courts at Charlestown in the interval, August 
* 23 to September * 28, inclusive. At their meeting 
on September * 7, they “ordered that Trimountaine 
shall be called Boston; Mattapan, Dorchester; and the 
towne upon Charles River, Waterton.’’? Thus Shawmut 
of the Indians was named Boston, probably out of grati- 
tude to the Merchants of Boston in Lincolnshire, who 
had subscribed generously to the stock of the Company. 

In the latter part of August, Governor Winthrop 
with the patent chose Boston as his abiding place. 
The first ‘‘ Court” held in Boston was a ‘‘ General Court”’ 
on October * 19, ‘‘for establishing of the government.” 
On October * 3, 1632, Boston was formally declared 
to be ‘‘the fittest place for publique meetings of any 
place in the Bay.” 

Boston was the first town in Massachusetts to become 
a city. It was incorporated February 23, 1822, by 
St. 1821, c. 110, adopted by the voters March 4, 1822. 
This act was revised by St. 1854, c. 448; amended by 
St. 1885, c. 266 and again by St. 1909, c. 486. 

The neck of land called Boston, still called Boston 
Proper, contained perhaps 700 acres of land, judging 
from the 783 acres shown by the official survey of 1794. 
(In the interval 1630-37, Boston acquired jurisdiction 
over most of the territory now included in Chelsea, 
Winthrop, Revere, East Boston, Brookline, Quincy, 
Braintree, Randolph and Holbrook, besides certain 
islands in the harbor.) From 1637 till May 13, 1640, 
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when ‘Mount Woollaston’’ was set off as Braintree, 
Boston exercised jurisdiction over a territory of at least — 
40,000 acres. Within its present limits there are 30,598 
acres, including flats and water. 

Since 1640, grants of land have been made to Boston 
by the General Court as follows: (1) October * 16, 1660, 
1,000 acres ‘‘for the use of a free schoole, layd out in 
the wildernesse or North of the Merimake River’ (in 
Haverhill), in 1664. (2) June * 27, 1735, in abatement 
of Province Tax, three townships, each six miles square, 
or 69,120 acres in all. These townships later became 
the Towns of Charlemont, Colrain, and Pittsfield. 
Boston sold its interest in them on June * 30, 1737, for 
£3,660. (8) June 26, 1794, a township of land in 
Maine (23,040 acres) ‘‘to build a public hospital.’”’ This 
tract was sold by the City April 6, 1833, for $4,200. 

Muddy River was set off as the Town of Brookline 
on November * 13, 1705, and Rumney Marsh was set 
off as the Town of Chelsea January * 8, 1739. 

The principal annexations of territory included within 
the present limits of the City of Boston have been made 
as follows: 

(1) Noddle’s Island, by order of Court of Assistants, March 
* 9, 1636-37. (2) South Boston set off from Dorchester March 
6, 1804, by St. 1803, c. 111. (8) Washington Village set off 
from Dorchester May 21, 1855, by St. 1855, c. 468. (4) Rox- 
bury January 6, 1868, by St. 1867, c. 359, accepted September 
9, 1867. Roxbury received its name by order of the Court of 
Assistants October * 8, 1630. It was incorporated as a city 
March 12, 1846, by St. 1846, c. 95, accepted March 25, 1846. 
(5). Dorchester January 3, 1870, by St. 1869, c. 349, accepted 
June 22, 1869. It received its name September * 7, 1630, by 
order of the Court of Assistants. (6) Brighton January 5, 1874, 
by St. 1873, c. 303, accepted October 7, 1873. Set off from 
Cambridge as the Town of Brighton February 24, 1807, by St. 
1806, c. 65. (7) Charlestown January 5, 1874, by St. 1873, c. 
286, accepted October 7, 1873. Settled July * 4, 1629. It was 
incorporated a City February 22, 1847, by St. 1847, c. 29, 
accepted March 10, 1847. (8) West Roxbury January 5, 1874, 
by St. 1873, c. 314, accepted October 7, 1873. It was set off 
from Roxbury and incorporated a Town May 24, 1851, by St. 
1851, c. 250. (9) Hyde Park January 1, 1912, by St. 1911, c. 
469, and 583, accepted November 7, 1911. Incorporated a 
Town April 22, 1868.

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INTRODUCTION. 


As a public document THe MunicipaL REGISTER is 
as old as the City of Boston itself, the first volume 
having been published in 1821, a year before the govern- 
ment of Boston changed from Town to City. Up to 
1840 the title of the volume was: The Rules and Orders 
of the Common Council. From 1821 to 1829 the docu- 
ment contained merely a register of the City Council 
and a list of the officers. 

In 1829 the City Charter was published as a part of 
the volume, and in 1830 the Acts relating to Boston, 
also the ordinances, were added. In 1832 the size of 
the volume was increased by the addition of an index 
to the contents. The volume published in 1822 con- 
tained fifteen pages and for the year 1840 there were 
eighty-eight pages, including three pages of index. 

The title THz MunicitpaAL REGISTER was adopted in 
1841 when the publication became more ambitious, 
incorporating in its pages the Rules and Orders of the 
Common Council, joint rules, ordinances of the City, 
statutes of the Commonwealth relating to the City, a 
list of the public schools, the City Government of 1841, 
the committees and departments (consisting at that 
time of the treasury, law, police, health, public land 
and buildings, lamps and bridges, fire, and public 
charitable institutions), and a list of the ward officers. 

From 1842 to 1864 it also contained a list of the 
members of preceding City Governments, a necrological 
record of those members, the latest ordinances and the 
special statutes relating to the City. In 1851 a list of 
the annual orators was added, and in 1853 a map of 
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the City and the Rules of the Board of Aldermen. In 
1876, statistics of registration and voting were included, 
carried from 1879 to 1924 in tabulated form. 

From 1889 to 1896, inclusive, THe MUuUNIcIPAL 
REGISTER also contained a compilation of the Charter 
with the revision of 1854 and the amendments of 1885 
and thereafter. The Amended Charter of 1909 (15 
pages) was added in 1910, and the various changes 
since that year have been indicated by footnotes. 

In 1924 the important amendments to the Charter 
enacted in that year (10 pages) were included. 

The 1925 volume contained, as the latest addition, 
descriptions of the ward boundaries as fixed for the 22 
new wards (formerly 26) in December, 1924. 

Since 1925, the Register has been gradually reduced 
to its present size; primarily, because of the issuance 
of the Boston Year Book, a more ambitious publication, 
in 1925 and 1926, and secondly for the purpose of 
economy.

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CITY CHARTER OF 1909 (ACTS OF 1909, 
CHAPTER 486) WITH AMENDMENTS TO 
APRIL 18, 1944, INCORPORATED. 


Tae Mayor anv Citry Councit. 


Section 1.* (The terms of office of the mayor and the members of both 
branches of the present city council of the city of Boston and of the street 
commissioner whose term would expire on the first Monday of January, 
nineteen hundred and ten, are hereby extended to ten o’clock a. m. on the first 
Monday of February, nineteen hundred and ten, and at that time the said 
city council and both branches thereof and the positions of city messenger, 
clerk of the common council, clerk of committees, assistant clerk of committees, 
and their subordinates shall be abolished. The officials whose terms of office 
are hereby extended shall, for the extended term, receive a compensation equal 
to one-twelfth of the annual salaries now paid to them respectively.) The 
mayor and city council elected in accordance with the provisions of this 
act, and their successors, shall thereafter have all the powers and privileges 
conferred, and be subject to all the duties and obligations imposed by law 
upon the city council or the board of aldermen, acting as such or as county 
commissioners or in any capacity, except as herein otherwise provided. 
Wherever in this act the phrase ‘‘mayor and city council” appears, it 
shall be understood as meaning the mayor and city council acting on and 
after the first Monday of February, nineteen hundred and ten, under the 
provisions of this and the three following sections: The city council may, 
subject to the approval of the mayor, from time to time establish such 
offices, other than that of city clerk, as it may deem necessary for the con- 
duct of its affairs and at such salaries as it may determine, and abolish 
such officers or alter such salaries; and without such approval may fill the 
offices thus established and remove the incumbents at pleasure. 

Section 1. (Chap. 479, Acts of 1924.) The terms of office of the 
mayor of the city of Boston, of members of the city council and school 
committee of said city which would expire under existing law on the first 
Monday of February, nineteen hundred and twenty-six, and of members 
of the city council and school committee of said city which would expire 
‘under existing law on the first Monday of February, nineteen hundred and 
twenty-seven, shall terminate at ten o’clock in the forenoon on the first 
Monday of January, nineteen hundred and twenty-six. There shall be 
no municipal election in said city in the year nineteen hundred and twenty- 
four, and the terms of office of members of the city council and school

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committee of said city which would expire under existing law on the first 
Monday of February, nineteen hundred and twenty-five, are hereby 
extended to ten o’clock in the forenoon on the first Monday of January, 
nineteen hundred and twenty-six. The salary of any official whose term 
of office is terminated as aforesaid shall cease at the time of such termi- 
nation and the salary of any official whose term of office is extended as 
aforesaid shall continue at the same rate as theretofore so long as he con- 
tinues to serve during the period of such extension. 

Sect. 2.* The mayor from time to time may make to the city council 
in the form of an ordinance or loan order filed with the city clerk such 
recommendations other than for school purposes as he may deem to be 
for the welfare of the city. The city council shall consider each ordinance 
or loan order presented by the mayor and shall either adopt or reject 
the same within sixty days after the date when it is filed as aforesaid. 
If the said ordinance or loan order is not rejected within said sixty days 
it shall be in force as if adopted by the city council unless previously 
withdrawn by the mayor. Nothing herein shall prevent the mayor from 
again presenting an ordinance or loan order which has been rejected or 
withdrawn. The city council may originate an ordinance or loan order 
and may reduce or reject any item in any loan and, subject to the approval 
of the mayor, may amend an ordinance. All sales of land other than 
school lands, all appropriations for the purchase of land other than for 
school purposes, and all loans voted by the city council shall require a 
vote of two thirds of all the members of the city council; and shall be passed 
only after two separate readings and by two separate votes, the second 
of said readings and votes to be had not less than fourteen days after the 
first, except that in the case of loan orders for temporary loans in antici- 
pation of taxes the second of said readings and votes may be had not less 
than twenty-four hours after the first. No amendment increasing the 
amount of land to be sold or the amount to be paid for the purchase of 
land, or the amount of loans, or altering the disposition of purchase money 
or of the proceeds of loans shall be made at the time of the second reading 
and vote. If a petition signed by six members of the council requesting 
that action be taken forthwith upon a loan order presented by the mayor 
is filed in the office of the city clerk not earlier than fourteen days after its 
presentation, action shall be taken by the yeas and nays on the question 
of the adoption of such loan order at the next meeting of the council, or, 
if one vote has already been taken thereon, at the next meeting after 
the expiration of the required interval after such vote; provided, that such 
action thereon has not sooner been taken or such loan order has not been 
withdrawn by the mayor. 

Secr. 3. All appropriations, other than for school purposes, to be 
met from taxes, revenue or any source other than loans, shall originate 
with the mayor, who, not later than the first Monday in February of each 
year, shall submit to the city council the annual budget of the current 
expenses of the city and county for the current fiscal year, and may 
submit thereafter such supplementary appropriation orders as he may 
deem necessary. The city council may reduce or reject any item, but,

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except upon the recommendation of the mayor, shall not increase any 
item in, nor the total of, a budget, nor add any item thereto, nor shall 
it originate a budget. Not later than the first Monday in April the city 
council shall take definite action on the annual budget by adopting, 
reducing or rejecting it, and in the event of their failure so to do the 
items and the appropriation orders in the budget as recommended by the 
mayor shall be in effect as if formally adopted by the city council and 
approved by the mayor. It shall be the duty of the city and county 
officials, when requested by the mayor, to submit forthwith in such 
detail as he may require estimates for the next fiscal year of the expendi- 
tures of the department or office under their charge, which estimates 
shall be transmitted to the city council. 

Sect. 3A.* In the period after the expiration of any fiscal year, and 
before the regular appropriations have been made by the city council and 
the school committee, city and county officers who are authorized to 
make expenditures, and the school committee, may incur liabilities in 
carrying on the work of the several departments and offices entrusted to 
them, and payments therefor shall be made from the treasury from any 
available funds therein and charged against the next annual appropria- 
tion, or special appropriation, if any is made; provided, that the liabilities 
incurred during such interval for regular employees do not exceed in any 
one month the average monthly expenditure of the last three months of 
the preceding fiscal year, and that the total liabilities incurred during 
said interval do not exceed in any one month the sums spent for similar 
purposes during any one month of the preceding fiscal year; and provided, 
further, that said officers who are authorized to make expenditures may 
expend in any one month for any new officer or board lawfully created 
an amount not exceeding one twelfth of the estimated cost for the current 
fiscal year; and provided, further, that until a regular or special appropri- 
ation has been made for snow removal, expenditures may be made for that 
purpose to an amount not exceeding the average of the annual expendi- 
tures for snow removal in the five preceding fiscal years. 

Sect. 3B.* After an appropriation of money has been duly made by 
the city of Boston for any specific purpose, or for the needs and expendi- 
tures of any city department or county office, no transfer of any part of 
the money thus appropriated shall be made except in accordance with 
and after the written recommendation of the mayor to the city council, 
approved by a yea and nay vote of two thirds of all the members of the 
city council; provided, that the city auditor, with the approval in each 
instance of the mayor, may make transfers, other than for personal service, 
from any item to any other item within the appropriations for a depart- 
ment, division of a department or county office. After December twentieth 
in each year the city auditor may, with the approval of the mayor, apply 
any income and taxes not disposed of and make transfers from any appro- 
priation to any other appropriation for the purpose only of closing the 
accounts of the fiscal year. 

Sror. 4. Every appropriation, ordinance, order, resolution and vote of 
the city council, except votes relating to its own internal affairs, shall be 
presented to the mayor, who shall make or cause to be made a written

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record of the time and place of presentation, and it shall be in force if he 
approves the same within fifteen days after it shall have been presented to 
him, or if the same is not returned by him with his objections thereto in 
writing within said period of fifteen days. If within said period said 
appropriation, ordinance, order, resolution, or vote is returned by the 
mayor to the city council by filing the same with the city clerk with his 
objections thereto the same shall be void. If the same involves the expen- 
diture of money, the mayor may approve some of the items in whole or in 
part and disapprove other of the items in whole or in part; and such items 
or parts of items'as he approves shall be in force, and such items or parts 
of items as he disapproves shall be void. 

Sect, 4A.* The mayor may designate one clerical assistant for whose 
‘acts he shall be responsible to sign his name in approval of all vouchers of 
less than five hundred dollars each. 

Sect. 5.t Except as otherwise provided in this act the organization, 
powers and duties of the executive departments of the city shall remain as 
constituted at the time when this section takes effect; but the mayor and 
city council at any time may by ordinance reorganize, consolidate or 
abolish, in whole or in part, departments whether created on or before or 
subsequent to the first Monday of February in the year nineteen hundred 
and ten, including the transit department; transfer the duties, powers and 
appropriations of one department to another in whole or in part; and 
establish new departments; and may increase, reduce, establish or abolish 
salaries of heads of departments, or members of boards. Such an ordinance 
may provide that all of the employees of any department or division 
thereof thereby abolished who are subject to civil service shall be re- 
appointed to similar positions with similar status in any new department 
or division thereof thereby established or in any other department or 
division thereof, without civil service examination or registration and 
that such employees shall, upon reappointment as may be provided in 
such ordinance, retain all rights to retirement with pension that shall 
have accrued or would thereafter accrue to them, and that their services 
shall be deemed to have been continuous, to the same extent as if such 
abolition had not taken place. Nothing in this act shall authorize the 
abolition or the taking away of any of the powers or duties as established 
by law of the school committee, the board of commissioners of school 
buildings, the department of school buildings, the election department 
or any department in charge of an official or officials appointed by the 
governor. . 

Secr. 6. No contract for lighting the public streets, parks, or alleys, or 
for the collection, removal, or disposal of refuse, extending over a period of 
more than one year from the date thereof, shall be valid without 
the approval of the mayor and the city council after a public hearing, 
held by the city council, of which at least seven days’ notice shall have been 
given in the City Record. 

SEcr. 7. The city council at any time may request from the mayor 
specific information on any municipal matter within its jurisdiction, and 
may request his presence to answer written questions relating thereto at a 
meeting to be held not earlier than one week from the date of the receipt of

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said questions, in which case the mayor shall personally, or through a head 
of a department or a member of a board, attend such meeting and publicly 
answer all such questions. The person so attending shall not be obliged 
to answer questions relating to any other matter. The mayor at any time 
may attend and address the city council in person or through the head of a 
department, or a member of a board, upon such subject as he may desire. 

Sect. 8. Neither the city council, nor any member or committee, officer, 
or employee thereof shall, except as otherwise provided in this act, directly 
or indirectly on behalf of the city or of the county of Suffolk take part in 
the employment of labor, the making of contracts, the purchase of materials, 
supplies or real estate; nor in the construction, alteration, or repair of any 
public works, buildings, or other property; nor in the care, custody, and 
management of the same; nor in the conduct of the executive or administra- 
tive business of the city or county; nor in the appointment or removal of 
any municipal or county employee; nor in the expenditure of public 
money except such as may be necessary for the contingent and incidental 
expenses of the city council. The provisions of this section shall not affect 
the powers or duties of the city council as the successor of the present 
board of aldermen relative to state or military aid and soldiers’ relief. 

It shall be unlawful for the mayor or for a member of the city council 
or for any officer or employee of the city or of the county of Suffolk or for 
a member of the finance commission directly or indirectly to make a 
contract with the city or with the county of Suffolk, or to receive any 
commission, discount, bonus, gift, contribution or reward from or any 
share in the profits of any person or corporation making or performing 
such contract, unless such mayor, member of the city council, officer, or 
employee or member of the finance commission immediately upon learn- 
ing of the existence of such contract or that such contract is proposed, shall 
notify in writing the mayor, city council, and finance commission of such 
contract and of the nature of his interest in such contract and shall abstain 
from doing any official act on behalf of the city in reference thereto. In 
case of such interest on the part of an officer whose duty it is to make such 
contract on behalf of the city the contract may be made by any other 
officer of the city duly authorized thereto by the mayor, or if the mayor 
has such interest by the city clerk: provided, however, that when a con- 
tractor with the city or county is a corporation or voluntary association, 
the ownership of less than five per cent of the stock or shares actually 
issued shall not be considered as being an interest in the contract within 
the meaning of this act, and such ownership shall not affect the validity 
of the contract, unless the owner of such stock or shares is also an officer 
or agent of the corporation or association, or solicits or takes part in the 
making of the contract. 

A violation of any provision of this section shall render the contract 
in respect to which such violation occurs voidable at the option of the 
city or county. Any person violating the provisions of this section shall 
be punished by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or by impris- 
onment for not more than one year, or both. Chapter five hundred and 
twenty-two of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and eight is hereby 
repealed. 

Toe ExecuTivE DEPARTMENT. 

Srecr. 9. All heads of departments and members of municipal boards, 
including the board of street commissioners, as their present terms of 
office expire (but excluding the school committee and those officials by 
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law appointed by the governor), shall be appointed by the mayor without 
confirmation by the city council. They shall be recognized experts in 
such work as may devolve upon the incumbents of said offices, or persons 
specially fitted by education, training or experience to perform the same, ~ 
and (except the election commissioners, who shall remain subject to the 
provisions of existing laws) shall be appointed without regard to party 
affiliation or to residence at the time of appointment except as hereinafte 
provided. 

Srecr. 10 and Secr. 11, concerning approval by the civil service commis- 
sion of appointments by the mayor, repealed by chapter 167, Acts of 19380. 

Srecr. 12. A vacancy in any office to which the provisions of section 
nine of this act apply, shall be filled by the mayor under the provisions of 
said section and pending a permanent appointment he shall designate 
some other head of a department or member of a board to discharge the 

duties of the office temporarily. 

Sect. 13. Members of boards shall be appointed-for the terms estab- 
lished by law or by ordinance. Heads of departments shall be appointed 
for terms of four years beginning with the first day of May of the year in 
which they are appointed and shall continue thereafter to hold office 
during the pleasure of the mayor. 

Secr. 14. The mayor may remove any head of a department or mem- 
ber of a board (other than the election commissioners, who shall remain 
subject to the provisions of existing laws) by filing a written statement 
with the city clerk setting forth in detail the specific reasons for such 
removal, a copy of which shall be delivered or mailed to the person thus 
removed, who may make a reply in writing, which, if he desires, may be 
filed with the city clerk; but such reply shall not affect the action taken 
unless the mayor so determines. The provisions of this section shall not 
apply to the school committee or to any official by law appointed by the 
governor. 

Sect. 15. The positions of assistants and secretary authorized by 
section twenty of chapter four hundred and forty-nine of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-five except those in the election depart- 
ment are hereby abolished, and except as aforesaid the said section is 
hereby repealed. 

The civil service laws shall not apply to the appointment of the mayor’s 
secretaries, nor of the stenographers, clerks, telephone operators and 
messengers connected with his office, and the mayor may remove such ap- 
pointees without a hearing and without making a statement of the cause 
for their removal. 

Sect. 16. No official of said city, except in case of extreme emergency 
involving the health or safety of the people or their property, shall expend 
intentionally in any fiscal year any sum in excess of the appropriations 
duly made in accordance with law, nor involve the city in any contract 
for the future payment of money in excess of such appropriation, except as 
provided in section six of this act. Any official who shall violate the 
provisions of this section shall be punished by imprisonment for not more 
than one year, or by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or both. 


Toe FINANCE CommISSION. 


Sect. 17. Within sixty days after the passage of this act the governor 
with the advice and consent of the council shall appoint a finance com- 
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mission to consist of five persons, inhabitants of and qualified voters in the 
city of Boston, who shall have been such for at least three years prior to 
the date of their appointment, one for the term of five years, one for 
four years, one for three years, one for two years, and one for one year, 
and thereafter as the terms of office expire in each year one member for 
a term of five years. Vacancies in the commission shall be filled for the 
unexpired term by the governor with the advice and consent of the council. 
The members of said commission may be removed by the governor with 
the advice and consent of the council for such cause as he shall deem suffi- 
cient. The chairman shall be designated by the governor. His annual 
salary shall be five thousand dollars, which shall be paid in monthly install- 
ments by the city of Boston. The other members shall serve without pay. 

Sect. 18. It shall be the duty of the finance commission from time to 
time to investigate any and all matters relating to appropriations, loans, 
expenditures, accounts, and methods of administration affecting the 
city of Boston or the county of Suffolk, or any department thereof, that 
may appear to the commission to require investigation, and to report 
thereon from time to time to the mayor, the city council, the governor, or 
the general court. ‘The commission shall make an annual report in January 
of each year to the general court. 

Sect. 19. Whenever any pay roll, bill, or other claim against the city 
is presented to the mayor, city auditor, or the city treasurer, he shall, if 
the same seems to him to be of doubtful validity, excessive in amount, or 
otherwise contrary to the city’s interest, refer it to the finance commission, 
which shall immediately investigate the facts and report thereon; and 
pending said report payment shall be withheld. 

Sect. 20.* The said commission is authorized to employ such experts, 
counsel, and other assistants, and to incur such other expenses as it may 
deem necessary, and the same shall be paid by said city upon requisition 
by the commission, not exceeding in the aggregate in any year the sum 
of forty-five thousand dollars, or such additional sums as may be appro- 
priated for the purpose by the city council and approved by the mayor. 
A sum sufficient to cover the salary of the chairman of the commission and 
the further sum of at least forty-five thousand dollars to meet the expenses 
as aforesaid each year shall be appropriated by said city. The commission 
shall have the same right to incur expenses in anticipation of its appro- 
priation as if it were a regular department of said city. 

Sect. 21. For the purpose of enabling the said commission to perform 
the duties and carry out the objects herein contemplated, and to enable the 
mayor, the city council, the governor or the general court to receive the 
reports and findings of said commission as a basis for such laws, ordinances, 
or administrative orders as may be deemed meet, the commission shall have 
all the powers and duties enumerated in chapter five hundred and sixty-two 
of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and eight and therein conferred 
upon the commission designated in said act; but counsel for any witness at 
any public hearing may ask him any pertinent question and may offer 
pertinent evidence through other witnesses subject to cross-examination 
by the commission and its counsel. 

THe City CLERK. 

Secr. 22. The present city clerk shall hold office for the term for 

which he has been elected, and thereafter until his successor is chosen

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and qualified. In the year nineteen hundred and eleven, and every third 
year thereafter, a city clerk shall be elected by a majority of the members 
of the city council, to hold office until the first Monday in February in the 
third year following his election, and thereafter until his successor has been 
duly chosen and qualified unless sooner removed by due process of law. 
The city clerk shall act as clerk of the city council established by this act. 


Tue Crry AUDITOR. 

Srcr. 23. All accounts rendered to or kept in the departments of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall be subject to the inspection and 
revision of the city auditor, and shall be rendered and kept in such form 
as he shall prescribe. The auditor may require any person presenting 
for settlement an account or claim against the city or county to make oath ~ 
before him in such form as he may prescribe as to the accuracy of such 
account or claim. The wilful making of a false oath shall be perjury 
and punishable as such. The auditor may disallow and refuse to pay, in 
whole or in part, any claim on the ground that it is fraudulent or unlawful 
and in that case he shall file a written statement of his reasons for the 
refusal. 

Secr. 24. Whenever, in response to an advertisement by any officer 
or board of the city or county, a bid for a contract to do work or furnish 
materials is sent or delivered to said officer or board, a duplicate of the 
same shall be furnished by the bidder to the auditor, to be kept by him 
and not opened until after the original bids are opened. After the original 
bids are opened, the auditor shall open and examine the bids submitted to 
him, and shall compare the same with the original bids. In case any of 
the bids submitted to the auditor differ from the corresponding original 
bids, those submitted to the auditor shall be treated as the original bids. 
The contract shall not be awarded until after both sets of bids are opened. 

Secr. 25. The auditor shall furnish monthly to each head of depart- 
ment a statement of the unexpended balance of the appropriation for that 
department, and he shall furnish to the mayor and city council a state- 
ment of the unexpended balances of all the departments. He shall furnish 
quarterly to the city council an itemized statement showing the amount 
of money expended by the mayor and the city council for contingent 
expenses. 

MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. | 

Szcr. 26.* All loans issued by the city after the passage.of this act 
shall be made payable in annual instalments in the manner authorized by 
section thirteen of chapter twenty-seven of the Revised Laws as amended 
by section one of chapter three hundred and forty-one of the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and eight. No sinking fund shall be established 
for said loan. All bonds shall be offered for sale in such a manner that the 
premiums, if any are received, shall be applied in accordance with the 
provisions of chapter three hundred and seventy-nine of the acts of the

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year nineteen hundred and ten. No city or county money shall be de- 
posited in any bank or trust company of which any member of the board 
of sinking fund commissioners of said city is an officer, director, or agent. 
Nothing herein shall apply to transit bonds of the city of Boston issued 
under the provisions of the several acts authorizing the construction of 
tunnels and subways in said city by the Boston Transit Commission, and 
said bonds may be issued as heretofore and secured by sinking fund. 

Secr. 27.* Every officer and board in charge of a department of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall, on or before the sixth day of 
January, in the year nineteen hundred and thirty-nine and on or before 
the sixth day of January in each year thereafter, prepare and furnish to 
the city auditor a list of the officials and employees under said officer or 
board and paid by the city or county on the first day of such January; 
and every such officer and board shall, on or before the sixth day of June, 
in each of the years nineteen hundred and thirty-eight to nineteen hun- 
dred and forty-three, inclusive, prepare and furnish to the city auditor a 
list of such officials and employees paid by the city or county on the first 
day of such June. Such lists shall give the names, residence by street 
and ward, designation, compensation, and date of election or appoint- 
ment of each of said officials and employees and the date when each first 
entered the employ of the city or county. It shall be the duty of the 
city auditor to verify said lists by the pay rolls and to keep a copy of said 
lists open for public inspection, and to prepare and publish in the City 
Record, in the year nineteen hundred and thirty-nine and annually there- 
after, a comparative table containing the number of such officials and 
employees holding office or employed in each such department or board 
and paid by the city or county on the first day of January in each of the 
ten years next preceding such publication; and, in addition, in each of 
the years nineteen hundred and thirty-eight to nineteen hundred and 
forty-three, inclusive, he shall prepare and publish in the City Record, a 
comparative table showing the number of such officials and employees 
holding office or employed in each such department or board and paid 
by the city or county on the first day of June in each of the ten years 
next preceding such publication. Each such comparative table of the 
number of such officials and employees paid by the city or county on the 
first day of January, in any year, shall be so published not later than 
during the first week in the month of March next following; and each 
such comparative table of the number of such officials and employees 
paid by the city or county on the first day of June, in each of the years 
nineteen hundred and thirty-eight to nineteen hundred and forty-three, 
inclusive, shall be so published not later than during the first week in the 
month of August next following. 

Srmcr, 28. The jurisdiction now exercised by the board of aldermen 
concerning the naming of streets, the planting and removal of trees in the

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public ways, the issue of permits or licenses for coasting, the storage of 
gasoline, oil, and other inflammable substances or explosive compounds 
and the use of the public ways for any permanent or temporary obstruction 
or projection in, under, or over the same, including the location of conduits, 
poles, and posts for telephone, telegraph, street railway, or illuminating 
purposes, is hereby vested in the board of street commissioners, to be 
exercised by said board with the approval in writing of the mayor; and 
the mayor and city council shall have authority to fix by ordinance the 
terms by way of cash payment, rent, or otherwise, upon which permits or 
licenses for the storage of gasoline or oil, or other inflammable substances 
or explosive compounds, and the construction or use of coal holes, vaults, 
bay windows, and marquises, in, under, or over the public ways shall be 
issued. 

Sect. 29.* Within ninety days after the passage of this act and there- 
after there shall be published at least once a week and distributed and sold 
under the direction of the mayor and on terms to be fixed by the city 
council and approved by the mayor a paper to be known as the City 
Record. All advertising with reference to the sale of property for nonpay- 
ment of taxes shall appear exclusively in the City Record. All other adver- 
tising, whether required by law or not, with reference to the purchase or 
taking of land, contracts for work, materials or supplies, and the sale of 
bonds, shall appear in said paper, and in such newspaper or newspapers as 
the mayor, in his discretion, may order; a list of all contracts of one 
thousand dollars or more, as awarded, with the names of bidders, and the 
amount of the bids; appointments by the mayor; and changes in the 
number and compensation of employees in each department, shall be 
published in the City Record. Failure to publish in such newspaper or 
newspapers as the mayor may order shall not invalidate any purchase, 
contract or sale made or action taken by the city. The proceedings of the 
city council and school committee together with all communications from 
the mayor, shall be published in the City Record. 

Sect. 30. Every officer or board in charge of a department in said 
city and every officer, board or official of the county of Suffolk having 
power to incur obligations on behalf of said county in cases where said 
obligations are to be paid for wholly from the treasury of said city, when 
authorized to erect a new building or to make structural changes in an 
existing building, shall make contracts therefor, not exceeding five, each 
contract to be subject to the approval of the mayor; and when about to do 
any work or to make any purchase, the estimated cost of which alone, or in 
conjunction with other similar work or purchase which might properly be 
included in the same contract, amounts to or exceeds-one thousand dollars, 
shall, unless the mayor gives written authority to do otherwise, invite 
proposals therefor by advertisements in the City Record. Such advertise- 
ments shall state the time and place for opening the proposals in answer to 
said advertisement, and shall reserve the right to the officer, board or

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official to reject any or all proposals. No authority to dispense with 
advertising shall be given by the mayor unless the said officer, board or 
official furnishes him with a signed statement which shall be published 
in the City Record giving in detail the reasons for not inviting bids by 
advertisement. 


Sect. 31. At the request of any department, and with the approval of 
the mayor, the board of street commissioners, in the name of the city, may 
take in fee for any municipal purpose, any land within the limits of the city, 
not already appropriated to public use. Whenever the price proposed to 
be paid for a lot of land for any municipal purpose is more than twenty-five 
per cent higher than its average assessed valuation during the previous 
three years, said land shall not be taken by purchase but shall be taken by 
right of eminent domain and paid for in the manner provided for the 
taking of and the payment of damages for land for highways in said city. 
No land shall be taken until an appropriation by loan or otherwise for the 
general purpose for which land is needed shall have been made by the mayor 
and city council by a two thirds vote of all its members; or in case of land 
for school purposes by the school committee and schoolhouse department 
in accordance with law; nor shall a price be paid in excess of the appropria- 
tion, unless a larger sum is awarded by a court of competent jurisdiction. 
All proceedings in the taking of land shall be under the advice of the law 
department, and a record thereof shall be kept by said department. 


Sect. 32.* Beginning in the year nineteen hundred and twenty-five, 
the municipal election in said city shall take place biennially in every odd 
numbered year on the Tuesday after the first Monday in November. 


Sect. 33., The fiscal year in said city shall begin on January first and 
shall end on December thirty-first next following; and the municipal year 
shall begin on the first Monday in January and shall continue until the 
first Monday of the January next following. At the biennial municipal 
election in the year nineteen hundred and twenty-five, the five members 
of the school committee shall be elected. The two candidates receiving 
the largest number of votes at said election shall hold office for four years, 
and the three receiving the next largest number of votes at said election, 
for two years. At every biennial municipal election thereafter, all mem- 
bers of the school committee to be elected shall be chosen for terms of four 
years each. ‘The terms of all members of the school committee shall begin 
with the first Monday of January following their election and continue 
until their successors are chosen and qualified. The members of the school 
committee shall meet and organize on the first Monday of January follow- 
ing their election. 


Sect. 34. In Boston, beginning with the current year, political com- 
mittees shall be elected at the state primaries instead of at the municipal 
primaries.

Sect. 47.t If a vacancy occurs in the office of mayor within two 
months prior to a regular municipal election other than an election for 
mayor, or within sixteen months after any regular municipal election, 
the city council shall forthwith order a special election of mayor to serve 
for the unexpired term, and if such vacancy occurs at any other time 
there shall be an election for mayor at the next regular municipal election 
for the term of four years; provided, that the foregoing provisions shall — 
not apply if such vacancy occurs between the date of an election at which 
a new mayor is elected and the date he takes office. In the case of the 
decease, inability, absence, or resignation of the mayor, and whenever 
there is a vacancy in the office from any cause, the president of the city 
council, while said cause continues or until a mayor is elected, shall per- 
form the duties of mayor.

The person upon whom such duties shall devolve shall be 
called “acting mayor” and he shall possess the powers of mayor only 
in matters not admitting of delay, but shall have no power to make per- 
manent appointments except on the decease of the mayor.

Sect. 8. At the biennial state election in nineteen hundred and twenty- 
four, the registered voters of the city of Boston shall be entitled to vote upon 
the following plans of city council, which shall be printed upon the official 
ballot in the following form.

No ballot 
shall be counted upon which the voter has made a cross in each such space. 

Plan No. 1. A city council of fifteen members to consist of three 
members to be elected for two year terms by and from the voters of each of 
five boroughs (each comprising certain specified wards) at 
a salary of fifteen hundred dollars each, nominated as hereto- 


fore, except that the names of five hundred voters only shall 
be required to nominate each member.

Beginning with the biennial municipal election in the year 
nineteen hundred and twenty-five there shall be elected at each regular 
municipal election by and from the registered voters of each ward one — 
councillor to serve for two years from the first Monday in January follow- 
ing his election and until his successor is elected and qualified. 


Sect. 49.§ Each member of the city council shall be paid an annual 
salary of two thousand dollars; and no other sum shall be paid from the

qualifications of its members; shall elect from its members by vote of a 
majority of all the members a president who when present shall preside 
at the meetings thereof; shall from time to time establish rules for its 
proceedings, and shall, when a vacancy occurs in the office of any member 
during the first eighteen months of his term, order a special election 
in his ward to fill such vacancy for the unexpired term. The member 
eldest in years shall preside until the president is chosen, and in case of 
the absence of the president, until a presiding officer is chosen. 


All elections by the city council under any provision of law 
shall be made by a viva voce vote, each member who is present answering 
to his name when it is called by the clerk or other proper officer, and 
stating the name of the person for whom he votes, or declining to vote 
as the case may be, and the clerk or other proper officer shall record every 
such yote.

Sect. 58.* No ballots used at any biennial or special municipal election 
shall have printed thereon any party or political designation or mark, 
and there shall not be appended to the name of any candidate any such 
party or political designation or mark, or anything showing how he was 
nominated or indicating his views or opinions. 

Sect. 59. On ballots to be used at biennial or special municipal elec- 
tions, blank spaces shall be left at the end of each list of candidates for the 
different offices, equal to the number to be elected thereto, in which the 
voter may insert the name of any person not printed on the ballot for 
whom he desires to vote for such office. 

Sect. 60. All laws not inconsistent with the provisions of this act, 
governing nomination papers and nominations for, and elections of munici- 
pal officers in the city of Boston, shall so far as they may be applicable, 
govern the nomination papers, nominations and elections provided for in 
this act. .

The Art Department, established in 1898, is in charge of five commis- 
sioners, who are appointed by the Mayor. Each year one of the following- 
named bodies, namely, the Trustees of the Museum of Fine Arts, the 
Trustees of the Boston Public Library, the Trustees of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, the Boston Art Club, and the Boston Society of 
Architects, submits a list of three persons to the Mayor; and the Mayor 
appoints one person as Art Commissioner from each of the lists so submitted. 
Whenever the term of a member of the Board expires, the Mayor appoints 
his successor from a list selected by the body which made the original 
selection, as aforesaid. 

No work of art can become the property of the City of Boston without 
the approval of the Art Department, which may also be requested by the 
Mayor or the City Council to pass upon the design of any municipal 
building, bridge, approach, lamp, ornamental gate or fence, or other 
structure to be erected upon land belonging to the City. No work of art, 
the property of the City of Bosten, shall be removed except by order of the 
Art Commissioners and with the approval of the Mayor. Moreover, all 
contracts or orders for the execution of any painting, monument, statue, 
bust, bas-relief, or other sculpture for the City shall be made by said . 
Board, acting by a majority of its members, subject to the approval of the 
Mayor. By Chap. 87, Special Acts of 1919, all works of art owned by the 
City were placed in the custody and care of the Art Commissioners.

“The Mayor of the City shall assign five assessors to hold office for 
terms of one, two, three, four and five years, respectively, from the first 
day of April, 19388. As the term of each assessor expires, the Mayor, in 
like manner, shall appoint his successor for a term of five years from the 
Ist day of April in the year of appointment.” ‘ 

“The Mayor shall designate the Chairman of the Board.” 

The Assessors published annual tax lists from 1822 to 1866. Since 
1866 the records of the department are almost entirely in manuscript. 
Annual reports have been made since 1890.

The Board consists of twelve members, the Chairman of the City Plan- 
ning Board, ex officio, and eleven members, appointed by the Mayor in the 
following manner; one member from two candidates to be nominated by 
each of the following organizations: Associated Industries of Massa- 
chusetts, Boston Central Labor Union, Boston Chamber of Commerce, 
Boston Real Estate Exchange, Massachusetts Real Estate Exchange, 
Boston Society of Architects and the Boston Society of Landscape Archi- 
tects, Boston Society of Civil Engineers, Master Builders’ Association, 
Team Owners’ Association, United Improvement Association, and one 
member to be selected by the Mayor. All appointive members shall be 
residents of or engaged in business in Boston. The term of office is five 
years. 

The members of the Board serve without compensation. Any petition 
for changing the zoning map must be accompanied by a fee of twenty- 
five dollars before being considered by the Board. 

Either upon petition or otherwise, the Board may, by a decision of not 
less than four-fifths of its members, rendered after a public hearing follow- 
ing advertisement and due notice to the owners of all property deemed by 
the Board to be affected, change the boundaries of districts by changing 
the zoning map on file at the state secretary’s office, to meet altered needs

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of a locality, to avoid undue concentration of population, to provide ade- 
quate light and air, to lessen congestion in streets, to secure safety from fire, 
panic and other dangers, to facilitate the adequate provision of transporta- 
tion, water, sewerage, and other public requirements and to promote the 
health, safety, convenience and welfare of the inhabitants of the City of 
Boston. *. 

No decision of the Board of Appeal permitting the erection or altera- 
tion of a building to an extreme height greater than that otherwise author- 
ized under the provisions of the zoning law for the lot or building in ques- 
_ tion is effective until and unless confirmed by the decision of not less than 
two-thirds of the members of the Board of Zoning Adjustment. 7 

If a change in the boundaries of districts is favorably decided upon or if 
a decision of the Board of Appeal is confirmed, any person aggrieved or 
any municipal officer or Board, may within fifteen days after the entry 
of such decision, bring a petition in the Supreme Judicial Court for the 
County of Suffolk for a writ of certiorari setting forth that such decision 
is in whole or part not in accordance with the duties and powers of the 
Board.

The Boston Retirement System was established on Feb. 1, 1923, as 
provided by Chap.

The Act establishing the commission became effective April 30, 1929, 
after approval by the Governor and acceptance by the Mayor and City 
Council. The commissioner is appointed by the Mayor, to serve four 
years and until the qualification of his successor, receives compensation 
established by the Mayor and City Council, and may be removed by the 
Mayor. The associate commissioners receive no compensation. — 

The commissioners may employ, subject to the approval of the Mayor 
and to chapter thirty-one of the General Laws, .engineers, experts, assist- 
ants and other officers and employees. The commission has exclusive 
authority to adopt, amend, alter and repeal rules and regulations relative 
to vehicular street traffic, and to the movement, stopping or standing of 
vehicles on, and their exclusion from, all or any streets, ways, highways, 
roads and parkways, under the control of the city. The commission has 
the power to erect, make and maintain, or cause to be erected, made and 
maintained, traffic signs, signals, markings and other devices for the 
control of such traffic in the city and for informing and warning the public 
as to the rules and regulations adopted by the commission. 

The latest revision of the Traffic Regulations contains 393 one-way 
streets and 512 no-parking streets. The commission maintains 163 
traffic signals, including two (2) interconnected systems in down-town 
Boston, 9,000 traffic signs and 93 traffic officers’ spotlights. One hundred 
and twenty (120) miles of white lines painted in the roadway, including 
crosswalks, center lines, lane lines and stop lines, are maintained by the 
commission. Eight hundred and fifty (850) loading zones, requiring’ 
18,000 feet of painted curb, are maintained. Fees amounting to $9,000 
are collected for the establishment and maintenance of these loading 
zones,

The Budget Department was established by ordinance in 1917. It was 
established as a result of the report and recommendations of a commission 
which had been appointed ‘‘to investigate and report upon ‘the expediency 
of adopting a segregated form of budget for the departments for which 
the city makes appropriations from taxes or revenues’ including the 
departments under the control of the mayor, the school committee and the 
schoolhouse department, the county departments, and the departments 
in charge of officials appointed by the governor.” That commission was 
appointed pursuant to an order passed by the City Council on June 7, 
1915, and approved by the Mayor on June 8, 1915. Its report was made 
under date of October 1, 1915. 

When the Budget Department was established it was placed in charge 
of the Budget Commissioner. General supervision over all matters relating 
or incidental to the appropriations and budgets of all municipal depart- 
ments, with the exception of a very few departments not directly under the 
control of the Mayor, was placed in the jurisdiction of the Budget Com- 
missioner. 

The Budget Commissioner, under the direction of the Mayor, prepares 
in segregated form the annual and all supplementary budgets to be sub- 
mitted by the Mayor to the City Council. The Commissioner also pre- 
pares annually forms of estimate sheets to be used by each officer, board, 
commission and department, and each division of a department, for 
which the city appropriates money. He also prepares the form of monthly 
report of such officer, board, commission and department, and each 
division thereof, showing expenditures to date of all appropriations by 
item. The Budget Commissioner also reports to the Mayor on all sub- 
sequent revisions of the items in the budget. 

Each department head annually on or before November first submits to 
the Budget Commissioner departmental budget estimates on sheets fur- 
nished by the Budget Department. The Budget Commissioner investi- 
gates and considers all such estimates in detail and confers with the several 
department heads concerning their estimated requirements. The Budget 
Commissioner thereafter establishes tentative budget allowances to each 
department and submits such tentative budget allowances to the Mayor, 
with such recommendations as the Budget Commissioner deems advisable. 
The Mayor, after conference with the Budget Commissioner and the 
several department heads, concerning the department estimates, the 
tentative allowances, and the recommendations of the Budget Commis- 
sioner, makes final decisions on all budget allowances. The entire and 
formal budget is prepared by the Budget Commissioner in accordance with 
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those decisions of the Mayor. The budget in its entirety is then sub- 
mitted by the Mayor to the City Council with an appropriate explanatory 
message, which recommends the adoption of the budget by that body. 

The City Council refers the budget to its committee on appropriations. 
The appropriations committee holds public hearings on the individual 
items of each department budget. It hears the several department heads 
on the details of their department budgets. The Budget Commissioner 
attends the hearings of the appropriations committee prepared to furnish 
such information and give such assistance as may be requested by the 
committee or the department heads. 

On the completion of the hearings of the appropriations committee, 
that committee reports to the entire Council on the proposed budget. 
Thereupon the City Council acts on that report and the recommendations 
of its committee on appropriations. The City Council may by law 
decrease any item in the budget submitted to it by the Mayor, but is 
without power to increase any iteminit. Upon the adoption of the budget 
by the City Council and its approval by the Mayor, the appropriations 
contained in the budget are established for the fiscal year ending on the 
December thirty-first next following its adoption and approval, which 
the statutes now require shall be not later than the first Monday in April. 

On occasions it becomes necessary during the fiscal year to transfer 
funds from one item to another in the budgets of the several departments. 
When such a transfer is deemed advisable or necessary by a department 
head, the department head makes a written request of the Budget Com- 
missioner for such transfer. After consideration of such requests, the 
Budget Commissioner refers them to the Mayor for submission to the 
Council for its action. The transfers become operative only when they 
are adopted by the Council and approved by the Mayor. 

In compliance with the provisions of Chapter 400 of the Acts of 1930, 
‘‘Compensation and Classification Plans for the Officers and Employees 
of Suffolk County” were adopted by the City Council on April 13, 1931, 
and approved by the Mayor on April 15, 1931. By virtue of that statute 
and those ‘‘plans” and their respective amendments, the Budget Com- 
missioner is empowered to pass upon all promotions, transfers, new appoint- 
ments, and the compensation of the personnel of Suffolk County. These 
“plans” establish the Budget Commissioner as the Personnel Director of 
Suffolk County. The records required to comply with the provisions of 
these plans are compiled by and maintained in the Budget Department 
under the supervision of the Budget Commissioner. These records 
include, among others, an official roster of each officer and employee in 
the service of Suffolk County, their classification title, rate of pay, a record 
of each change of their status, and such other relevant information as the 
Budget Commissioner deems advisable for the maintenance of a proper 
record of the personnel of Suffolk County. 

In addition to the records of the county personnel, there is also kept 
in the Budget Department a complete alphabetical index of the permanent 
personnel of the City of Boston, likewise compiled and maintained under 
the supervision of the Budget Commissioner.

The Board of Appeal (7. e., appeal from the decisions of the Building 
Commissioner), although appointed by the Mayor, is nominated by the 
leading real estate and builders’ organizations. (See ‘“‘Board of Appeal,” | 
pages 45, 46.) 

It is the duty of the Building Commissioner to issue permits for and 
inspect the erection and alteration of buildings (including schoolhouses) 
in the City, and the setting of boilers, engines and furnaces; to keep a 
register of all persons licensed to take charge of constructing, altering, 
removing or tearing down buildings; to keep a register of the names of 
aJ] persons carrying on the business of plumbing and gasfitting, and of 
all persons working at the business of gasfitting, and to conduct examina- 
tions and issue licenses to master and journeymen gasfitters; to issue 
permits for and inspect the plumbing and gasfitting in buildings; to 
inspect elevators in buildings and-report upon elevator accidents; to 
issue licenses for operators of elevators; to inspect at least monthly all 
theaters and moving-picture houses, and semi-annually all halls or places 
for public assembly; to inspect existing tenement houses; to report on all 
fires in, and accidents in or to, buildings, to approve plans of new buildings . 
and alterations, and to pass upon all questions of zoning. 


BUILDING CODE FOR THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Chapter 550, Acts of the year 1907, as amended, ceased to exist as such 
on May 15, 1943 (with the exception of Section 138, ‘‘Powers of the 
Boston Board of Health’’). 

On the same date, May 15, 1948, Chapter 479 of the year 1938, as 
amended, became the Building Code for the City of Boston. This Code 
is now subject to amendment by the Boston City Council, who have 
exercised this new prerogative and have published many essential changes. 


ZONING REGULATIONS. 
Nineteen sections of the zoning regulations have been changed in whole 
or in part; many of the changes have increased the so-called ‘‘protection’’ 
to property owners in several of the residential districts. 
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THE NEW CODE. 


Six different types of construction are provided for in the new code, 
classified according to use or occupancy. 

Egress and fire protection are given special attention. 

Chapters 544 and 546 of the Statutes of 1943 amend Chapter 143 of 
the General Laws; this has caused a tremendous increase in the duties 
of the Egress Division. 

A study of the number of examinations and inspections made by the 
Egress Division indicates that there will probably be in excess of 7,500 
examinations for the year 1944.

The Board of Examiners was established in 1912 as an adjunct of the 
Building Department, to consist of three members, appointed by the 
Mayor. The duties of these examiners are to determine the qualifications 
of persons taking charge or control of the construction, alteration, removal 
or tearing down of buildings; to register and classify those who are com- 
petent according to fitness, and certify such to the Building Commissioner. 
Each examiner is to receive ten dollars for every day or part thereof of 
actual service, but not more than $1,200 is to be paid the Chairman, or 
more than $1,000 each of the other members.

The Board consists of five members appointed by the Mayor in the 
following manner: One member from two candidates, one to be nominated 
by the Boston Real Estate Exchange and one by the Massachusetts Real 
Estate Exchange; one member from two candidates, one nominated by 
the Boston Society of Architects and one by the Boston Society of Civil 
Engineers; one member from three candidates, one to be nominated by 
the Master Builders’ Association, one by the Building Trades Employers’ 
Association and one by the Building Contractors’ Association of Massa- 
chusetts, Inc.; one member from two candidates nominated by the Build- 
ing Trades Council of Boston and vicinity; and one member selected 
by the Mayor.

Chapter 41 of the General Laws, Sections 70, 71 and 72, provides that 
every city and every town in the state having a population of more than 
10,000 shall, and towns having a population of less than 10,000 may, 
create a planning board which shall make careful studies of the resources, 
possibilities and needs of the town, particularly with respect to conditions 
injurious to the public health or otherwise in and about rented dwellings 
and make plans for the development of the municipality, with special 
reference to proper housing of its inhabitants. 

In January, 1914, an ordinance was passed by the Boston City Council 
establishing ‘The City Planning Board” consisting of five members, one 
of whom shall be a woman, for a term of five years, all to serve without 
compensation. 

In April, 1940, an amendment to the above ordinance was passed by 
the City Council enlarging ‘‘The City Planning Board” from five to nine 
members, to include at least one engineer, one architect and one land- 
scape architect or city planner and a woman. The members of the Board 
shall serve for terms of five years, without compensation.

One Election Commissioner is appointed by the Mayor each year, term 
beginning April 1. The two leading political parties must be equally 
represented on the Board and the Chairman is designated annually"by the 
Mayor. 
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The Board of Registrars of Voters was appointed in May, 1874, and 
was succeeded July 1, 1895, by the Board of Election Commissioners. 

This department exercises all the powers and duties formerly conferred 
upon the Board of Registrars of Voters (including the preparation of the 
jury list), except the power and duty of giving notice of elections and 
fixing the days and hours for holding the same. 

The Board also exercises all the powers and duties formerly conferred 
upon the City Clerk and other officers by chapter 504 of the Acts of 1894. 
The voting precincts in the 22 wards number 395. 


POLICE LISTING BOARD. 


Chapter 287 of the Acts of 1938 provides: ‘‘In Boston there shall be a 
listing board composed of the police commissioner of the city and the board 
of election commissioners. In case of disagreement between the members 
of the listing board, the chief justice of the municipal court of the city of 
Boston, or, in case of his disability, the senior justice of said court who is 
not disabled, shall, for the purpose of settling such disagreement, be a 
member of said listing board and shall preside and cast the deciding vote 
in case of a tie.”

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The Boston Fire Department was organized in 1837. It is in charge 
of 1 Commissioner, 1 Executive Secretary, 1 Chief of Department, 7 
Deputy Chiefs, 29 District Chiefs, 1 Chaplain, 1 Superintendent of Fire 
Alarm, 1 Superintendent of Maintenance, 1 Medical Examiner, 1 Engineer 
of Motor Vehicles, 82 Captains, 124 Lieutenants, 1,216 Engineers, Ap- 
paratus Operators, Masters, Aides, Hosemen, Laddermen, and Military 
Substitutes for Firemen, 32 Clerks, 24 Fire Alarm Operators, and 144 
Mechanics, Painters, Linemen, Repairers, Electricians, Workmen, and 
other employees. 

Total officers, engineers, privates and employees (including Electrical 
Inspection Division), 1,703, of whom 245 are serving in the armed forces 
of the United States. 

There are 53 fire stations, a fire alarm branch with 62 employees, oper- 
ating 1,801 signal |boxes, and a repair shop with 101 employees. Annual 
reports have been published since 1838. 

Yearly salaries of deputy chiefs, $4,500; district chiefs, $4,000; captains, 
$2,900; lieutenants, $2,700; apparatus operators, $2,400; first-year pri- 
vates, $1,800, with annual increase of $200 until the maximum of $2,300 
is reached. 

In 1919 the Wire Department became the Wire Division of the Fire 
Department. On May 2, 1944, it became the Electrical Inspection 
Division. It was established in 1894 for the purpose of supervising and 
inspecting all electrical wires, cables and conductors, and substituting 
underground for overhead transmission. The Electrical Inspection 
Division is in charge of 1 Superintendent, 1 Chief Clerk, 6 Clerks, 1 Chief 
Inspector, 27 Inspectors, 1 Chauffeur. A total of 37 employees (included 
in above 1,703). .

The first Board of Health in Boston was established in 1799, under the © 
special statute of February 13, 1799. It was abolished by the first 
City Charter and from 1822 to 1873 its functions were exercised through 
the City Council. The last Board of Health was established by an ordi- 
nance of December 2, 1872. It published annual reports, beginning 
with 1873. By Chap. 1, Ord. 1914, 2d Series, the department was placed 
in charge of one executive, the Health Commissioner, who appoints the 
deputy commissioners. Chap. 1, Ord. 1915, provided that the quarantine 
service should pass from the control of the Health Department when the 
property was leased to the United States, in effect June 1, 1915. 

On March 31, 1927, an Ordinance was enacted abolishing the Boston 
Sanatorium Department and placing the Tuberculosis Hospital at Matta- 
pan under the jurisdiction of the Trustees of the Boston City Hospital; 
all other powers and duties, as well as the Out-Patient Department, were 
transferred to the Health Commissioner by Chap. 1 of the Ordinances 
of 1927, as amended Feb. 16, 1931.

The department has charge of the Long Island Hospital, the Child 
Welfare and the Registration Divisions. 

The Long Island Hospital furnishes full support to poor persons having 
a legal settlement in Boston, also hospital care and treatment for those 
afflicted with chronic illness. January 1, 1944, there were 1,002 in the 
care of the institution, of whom 473 were in the hospital. The department 
controls about 167 acres and buildings on Long Island, valued at about 
$3,540,000. The steamer ‘‘Stephen J. O’Meara”’ is maintained for trans- 
portation service. . 

The Child Welfare Division, 808 City Hall Annex, has charge of de- 
pendent children and those committed through the Court as neglected. 
They are placed under careful supervision in foster homes within the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. January 1, 1944, the division had 
1,333 children in its care, was using 16 different institutions for medical 
care or special training, and 615 foster homes. 

The Registration Division, Room 5, City Hall, receives and investigates 
applications for care of dependents, determines legal settlements, and 
supervises the commitment of the insane.

The Law Department consists of a Corporation Counsel, thirty-three

The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, five in num- 
ber, are appointed by the Mayor, one each year, for a term of five years. 
They were incorporated in 1878, and authorized to receive and hold real 
and personal estate to an amount not exceeding $1,000,000. This amount 
was changed to $10,000,000 in 1919 and to $20,000,000 in 1931. The first 
Trustees were appointed under an ordinance of October 14, 1852. The old 
Library Building on Boylston street was opened to the public in Septem- 
ber, 1858, and closed finally in January, 1895. The Central Library 
Building in Copley square, costing $2,756,384, was first opened on 
March 11, 1895. The Library is maintained by an annual appropriation 
included in the regular budget of the City Government. Of this appro- 
priation ($1,277,011 in 1943) $75,000 was used for the purchase of books 
and periodicals. The Library trust funds in the custody of the City 
Treasurer amounted to $4,118,776.77 on January 1, 1944. 

The annual reports, the first of which appeared in 1852, have been 
continued without interruption. 


LIBRARY SYSTEM. 

The Library system consists of the Central Library in Copley square, 
the Business Branch at 20 City Hall avenue, the School Department at 
126 Tyler street, and thirty branch libraries with independent collections 
of books. There were on December 31, 1943, in the entire Library system, 
including mechanical departments, about 500 full-time employees. 

In addition to the service rendered through its Central Library and 
Branch Libraries, the Boston Public Library sent collections of books to 
601 school rooms in public and parochial schools and to 103 institutions, 
playgrounds, and engine houses in the City of Boston.

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Yor reading and reference the Library is open to all without formality. 
On December 31, 1943, there were 145,979 card holders having the right to 
draw books for home use. The total number of volumes was 1,732,395, 
including bound newspapers and periodicals. Books issued in 1943, 
for home use and for use through schools and institutions, numbered 
2,871,335.

Other Activities. The Fine Arts Department has a collection of 50,071 
illustrated books, portfolios, etc., a collection of photographs of archi- 
tecture, sculpture and painting, numbering 146,126, and 24,134 lantern 
slides. Free lectures, mostly on art and travel topics, and concerts 
are given during the winter season. The room for younger readers has 
over 11,000 volumes on open shelves for reading and circulation. A 
Teachers’ Room is maintained, and reference books are reserved for use in 
connection with University Extension courses. Story telling for children 
is regularly conducted under expert direction at the Central Library and 
many branch libraries. On the ground floor of the Central Library near 
the main entrance are three rooms wherein is provided on open shelves, 
a classified collection of general literature for circulation, consisting of 
about 12,000 volumes. The Library is open from 9 a. m. to 10 p- m. 
daily; closed at 9 p. m. from June 1 to September 15; open Sundays from 
2 p. m. to 9 p. m. 


BUSINESS LIBRARIES, 


The Business Branch, in the Edvard Kirstein Memorial Libraty build- 
ing at 20 City Hall avenue, contains a carefully selected collection of 
approximately 31,926 books on business and allied subjects, and is con- 
ducted with a view to serving the business interests of Boston. It is 
open on week days from 9 a. m. to 5.30 p. m., and on Saturdays from 
9a.m.tolp.m. It is closed all day Saturday during July and August. 

Through an agreement with Harvard University, the Baker Library 
of the Harvard Graduate School of Business Administration has been 
made a branch of the Boston Public Library system. This library’s 
collection of business material, including the collection of the Business 
Historical Association, is freely open to the public for reference. Hours, 
9 a. m. to 10 p. m. on week days; 2 to 10 p. m. on Sundays.

The first Board of Park Commissioners was appointed on July 8, 1875. 
The Board consisted of three members who served without compensation. 
As thus constituted, the department continued up to 1913, when, by the 
provisions of Chapter 10, Ordinances of 1912, it was merged with the 
Public Grounds, Bath and Music Departments, under the name of Park 
and Recreation Department. In 1920, the Cemetery Department was 
merged with the Park Department, the latter title being substituted for 
Park and Recreation Department.

The printing plant was established March, 1897, for the express purpose 
of executing the printing required by all city and county departments. 
It was originally operated partly from an appropriation and partly from 
revenue. Since 1910,it has been entirely self-supporting and no appro- 
priation of any kind has been made. ‘The entire expense of maintenance, 
including pay roll, has been met from revenue. 

The plant is located at the corner of North and Richmond streets in a 
city-owned building for the exclusive use of the department. It is organ- 
ized and equipped especially for the city’s printing requirements and 
consists of modern type-setting machinery, presses and accessories. The 
building and plant is appraised at approximately $600,000. 

Chapter 24, Section 1, of the Revised Ordinances provides that the 
Superintendent of Printing ‘‘shall have charge of the printing plant and of 
all the printing of the city, shall supply all printing, binding, stationery 
and other office supplies, except furniture, used by any board, commis- 
sion or department for which the City of Boston is required by law to 
furnish such supplies, and shall, wherever practicable, standardize all such 
printing, binding, stationery and other office supplies.’’ 

In addition to the above, the Superintendent purchases all postage used 
by the City of Boston.

Faneuil Hall Market, proposed by Mayor Quincy and completed during 
his administration in 1826, was under the charge of a Clerk of the Market 
until an ordinance of September 9, 1852, established the office of Super- 
intendent.

The Overseers of the Poor in the Town of Boston, a corporation estab- 
ished in 1772 by act of the Legislature, were succeeded in 1864 by the 
corporation called ‘‘Overseers of the Poor in the City of Boston,” con- 
sisting of twelve residents of Boston, four of whom are appointed annually 
to serve for the term of three years from the first day of May. The 
Board has issued annual reports. 

The Overseers of the Poor are also incorporated as a Board of Trustees 
of John Boylston’s and other charitable funds. The total amount of the 
18 permanent charity funds in the custody of the Overseers on December 
31, 1942, was $805,598.90, the annual income from which ($28,125.72 in 
1942) is distributed in accordance with the terms of the donations. 

In charge of the Overseers are the Wayfarers’ Lodge on Hawkins street 
opened in 1878, which gives free lodging to homeless men who are out of 
employment, but exacts work in its woodyard for meals furnished, and 
_the Temporary Home on Chardon street for temporarily destitute women 
and children, opened in 1870.

The Public Works Department was established in 1911, consisting of 
the Street, Water and Engineering Departments combined under a single 
executive head, the Commissioner of Public Works, the latter authorized 
to create the necessary divisions of the department according to his judg- 
ment. The following divisions have been created, viz., Bridge and Ferry, 
Highway, Sewer, Sanitary, Water, each in charge of a Division Engineer. 

The department is under the control of the Commissioner of Public 
Works, who must be a civil engineer of recognized standing in his pro- 
fession. The Commissioner is in charge of the following activities: Con- 
struction and maintenance of all streets, sidewalks and sewers; granting 
of permits to open, occupy, obstruct and use portions of the streets and 
sidewalks; street lighting, both gas and electric; installation, maintenance 
and operation of all fixtures and appliances held by the City for its water 
supply; cleaning, oiling, and watering of streets, as well as snow removal 
from streets; collection and removal of ashes, garbage and refuse; installa- 
tion and maintenance of street signs, and assignment of street numbers 
for houses, stores, etc.; construction, maintenance and operation of the 
greater number of the bridges used as highways; and maintenance and 
operation of the Sumner Vehicular Tunnel and of the ferries connecting 
the City Proper and East Boston.

The removal of refuse from shops, stores and warehouses is attended to 
by the Sanitary Division and charged for at 11 cents a barrel or bundle 
(not larger than a flour barrel). No removals are made except on delivery 
of tickets obtainable at 507 City Hall Annex, or from authorized agents.

The Division Engineer has charge of the maintenance and construction 
of all sewerage works.

Assessments upon estates benefited by new sewers are not levied by the 
Public Works Department, but by the Board of Street Commissioners 
who also award damages for land-takings made for sewer construction. 
The assessment upon the several estates for a new sewer is limited to $4 per 
linear foot, and it is a lien upon the property. An Act of the Legislature 
prohibits the assessment in similar cases of the cost of surface drains. 

In the calendar year 1943, there were built by contractors and day 
labor 0.38 miles of sanitary sewers and surface drains, and 17 catch-basins, 
making on January 1, 1944, a total of 1,252.98 miles of common and inter- 
cepting sewers and 22,539 catch-basins in charge of the Sewer Division. 
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The Boston Main Drainage System, comprising 24.12 miles of inter- 
cepting sewers, with a pumping station at Old Harbor Point, and storage 
reservoirs and outlet into the harbor at Moon Island, in operation since 
1884, takes care of the sewage from City Proper, South Boston, and parts 
of Roxbury, West Roxbury and Dorchester. 

The common sewer system has two electrically-operated automatic 
pumping stations. The station at Union Park and Albany streets was 
built in 1915 to relieve floodings in the South End district of Boston, by 
pumping and discharging the surplus storm water flow into the South Bay. 

The station at Summer street, opposite E street, was built in 1913, and 
takes care of the sewage from the Commonwealth Pier district, and the 
Army and Navy Bases. 

Charlestown and East Boston sewage discharges into the main North 
Metropolitan System of the State, which discharges into the harbor waters 
just south of Deer Island. 

Sewage from all of Brighton, a portion of the Back Bay and a small 
part of Roxbury, discharges into the South Metropolitan System, is 
lifted by pumping at the Ward street pumping station, then flows through 
the main sewer, which also drains by gravity portions of West Roxbury 
and Dorchester and all of Hyde Park, finally outletting into Quincy Bay 
at Nut Island.

Under the control of the Division Engineer are the care and maintenance 
of all pipes and other fixtures and appliances for the purpose of the City’s 
water supply, and all water assessments and other charges necessary for the 
maintenance of the Division. ‘ 

The total length of supply and distributing water main on December 31, 
1943, was 999.945 miles; number of fire hydrants, 12,241, including 505 
high pressure, 387 private; number of meters now in service, 101,638. 

The first water document published by the City of Boston appeared 
in 1825. In addition to the annual reports of the Cochituate supply, 
from 1850, and of the Mystic supply, from 1866, there are numerous special 
reports. By Chapter 449, Acts of 1895, the Boston Water Board, the 
Water Income Department and the Water Registrar were abolished and 
the Water Department created, a single commissioner being entrusted 
with all the powers previously exercised by the Boston Water Board and 
the Boston Water Registrar. 

A State commission, the Metropolitan Water Board, took possession, in 
1898, of all that part of the Boston water system lying westward of Chestnut 
Hill Reservoir, also the pumping station there, with adjacent lands. The 
sum paid to the City was $12,531,000. Payments to the State by the 
City for its supply of water have been regularly made since 1898. Total 
available quantity of water in the nine storage reservoirs of the Metro- 
politan system on January 1, 1944, 36,918,300,000 gallons, of which 
about 71.66 per cent (26,455,700,000 gallons) was in the Wachusett 
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Reservoir in Clinton, 32 miles west of Boston, an artificial lake, 4,135 
acres in surface and area and added to the system in 1905. There are 
also thirteen distribution reservoirs with capacity of 2,500,000,000 gallons, 
six pumping stations being connected with these, in which stations 
26,231,884,538 gallons of water were pumped during the year 1943. In 
the existing Metropolitan Water District are nine cities besides Boston, 
and ten towns. Boston takes about 67 per cent of the entire water supply 
of the District. 

The daily average amount of water used in Boston in 1943 was 106,046,300 
gallons, or 137 gallons per capita. 


HIGH PRESSURE FIRE SERVICE. 

By the provisions of Chapter 312, Acts of 1911, the Commissioner of 
Public Works was authorized to install an efficient system of high pressure 
fire service for the business center of the City. The work completed, 
including the old salt-water fireboat line installed in 1898, comprises 
18.71 miles of pipe with 505 hydrants. Total expenditure for installation 
of system to December 31, 1942, was $2,599,379.45. Two pumping 
stations are now in use.

The City Registrar keeps the records of births, deaths and marriages, 
issues certificates of the same and marriage licenses, receives and records 
affidavits of, additions to, and amendments and corrections of said records, 
and forwards copies of all records to the office of the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth and to outside cities and towns when nonresidents are 
involved. Annual reports have been published since 1849, except in 1860 
and 1861. 


By ordinance, approved July 12, 1892, the Department of Ancient

The Soldiers’ Relief Department was created as a department of the 
City of Boston by Chapter 441 of the Acts of 1897, and is under the charge 
of a commissioner appointed by the Mayor. He exercises all powers and 
duties for the distribution of State and City Relief to veterans and their 
eligible dependents in the City of Boston, such as were formerly vested 
in the Mayor and Board of Aldermen. Under his direction assistance 
is rendered to worthy, honorably discharged veterans and their dependents 
of the Civil War, Indian War, Spanish American War, Philippine Insur- 
rection, China Relief Expedition, Mexican War and World War No. 1. 
Assistance is also furnished to dependents of men in the service in World 
War No. 2 and to honorably discharged veterans of this war and their 
dependents.

This department, established in 1897, is in charge of a board of five 
trustees, whose duty it is to collect, compile, and publish such statistics 
relating to the City of Boston, and such statistics of other cities for purposes 
of comparison, as they may deem of public importance; also to compile 
and furnish such other statistical information as may be required by the 
Mayor or City Council. 


As defined by the board of trustees, the routine work includes informa- 
tion service on historical, geographical, political, and population facts 
about Boston and the personnel and accomplishments of present and past 
municipal administrations; modern foreign language translations; exchange 
of public documents with municipal, state, federal, and foreign govern- 
ments; and a newspaper clipping service of all the Boston papers. 


The Statistics Department has published annually since 1898 the 
Boston Municipal Register. Special publications have ranged from the 
hand-book of Boston Statistics to the Boston Year Book of 511 pages. 

The City Record, ‘‘Official Chronicle of Boston Municipal Affairs,” 
is published weekly by the board of trustees, under the direction of the 
Mayor, in accordance with legislative act and city ordinance. The Editor 
and Associate Editor are appointed by the Mayor. 

In his capacity as Business Agent of the City Record, the Secretary of 
the Board of Trustees of the Statistics Department has charge of all 
business details of the City Record.

The Board of Street Commissioners consists of three members, one of 
whom is elected by them to be Chairman. One member is appointed by 
the Mayor each year to serve for three years from the first Monday in 
January. The Board has jurisdiction over the laying-out, widening, relo- 
cation and discontinuance of highways; the taking of real property for 
municipal purposes; the levying of assessments for betterments resulting 
from the construction of streets or sewers; the plotting of undeveloped 
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areas for streets and the opening of private ways; the granting of licenses 
for the storage or sale of merchandise in public streets; the making of 
specific repairs in public streets; the naming of public streets; the issuance 
of licenses for the keeping storage, manufacture and sale of gasoline, oil, 
and other inflammable substances or explosive compounds; and the use 
of public ways for any permanent or temporary obstruction or projection 
in, under, or over the same, including the location of conduits, poles and 
posts for telephone, telegraph, street railway or illuminating purposes; 
signs, marquees, bay windows, coal-holes and vaults. Incidental to its 
powers to take lands and construct streets, it has authority to award 
compensation to land owners for damages resulting from such taking and 
construction. In certain instances its awards and its grants of licenses 
or permits must bear the approval of the Mayor. 

In 1895 the duties of the Board of Survey were transferred to the Board 
of Street Commissioners. In 1907 the Board of Street Commissioners 
was charged with the licensing of street stands for the storage or sale of 
merchandise. In 1909, by Section 28 of the City Charter (Acts of 1909, 
Chapter 486 and amendments thereto) the jurisdiction previously exer- 
cised by the Board of Alderman concerning the naming of streets, the issue 
of permits or licenses for coasting, the storage of gasoline, oil and other in- 
flammable substances or explosive compounds and the use of public ways 
for any permanent or temporary obstruction or projection in, under, or over 
the same, including the location of conduits, poles and posts for telephone 
telegraph, street railway or illuminating purposes, was vested in the 
Board of Street Commissioners, to be exercised with the approval in 
writing by the Mayor, and the Mayor and City Council were given 
authority to fix by ordinance the terms by way of cash payment, rent, 
or otherwise, upon which permits or licenses for the storage of gasoline or 
oil or inflammable substances or explosive compounds and the construction 
or use of coal-holes, vaults, bay windows, signs and marquees, in, under, 
or over the public ways shall be issued. The fees for licenses or permits 
to sell or store inflammables or explosives are collected by the Board of 
Street Commissioners upon their original issuance of such licenses. There- 
after, an annual renewal fee for such licenses, which is one half of the original 
fee, is collected by the Fire Department. The fees for licenses or permits 
to maintain obstructions or projections in, under, or over the streets are 
collected by the Board of Street Commissioners. 

In 1913 the Board of Street Commissioners was granted authority to 
issue permits for the erection of garages. 

By virtue of Section 1 of Chapter 33 of the Revised Ordinances of 1925, 
the Board of Street Commissioners is charged with the care and main- 
tenance of all land and buildings belonging to the city and not used for 
specific purposes. 

In 1927, by authority of, and in conformity with, Section 8 of Chapter 85 
of the General Laws (1921), the Board of Street Commissioners adopted 
“Rules and Regulations Relating to Projections in, on or over Public 
Highways,” amending and revising all its pre-existing rules and regula- 
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tions concerning such projections. The penalty for violation of these 
Regulations is a fine not exceeding five dollars for each day that the viola- 
tion continues, after five days’ notice given by the Board of Street Com- 
missioners to the violator. 

In 1930 (by Chapter 399 of the Acts of 1930) the jurisdiction of the 
Board of Street Commissioners as to the storage and sale of gasoline, oil 
and other inflammables or explosives was amplified and its jurisdiction 
extended to include the licensing and regulation of open-air parking spaces. 

In 1908 the Board of Street Commissioners was charged with the regu- 
lation of pedestrian and vehicular traffic. In 1929 (by Chapter 263 of the 
Acts of 1929) jurisdiction over the regulation of traffic was transferred 
from the Board of Street Commissioners to the Boston Traffic Commission. 

In 1929, also, the Board of Street Commissioners was granted authority 
(by Chapter 187 of the Acts of 1929) to license the holding of religious 
meetings, political meetings or rallies in public ways. That Act was, 
however, repealed by Chapter 173 of the Acts of 1931. 

Under Chapter 148, Section 56, of the General Laws (Tercentenary 
Edition), the Board of Street Commissioners grants licenses for open-air 
parking spaces.

The department was organized by ordinance in 1890. 

The duties of the department are set forth in the General Laws, Chap- 
ters 94, 98 and 101, with amendments and additions thereto. 

The Sealer is required to give public notice annually by advertisement 
to all persons having places of business in the city and using weighing 
and measuring devices for the purpose of buying or selling of goods, wares 
or merchandise, to bring them into this office to be tested and sealed. 
After giving the said notice, he shall visit the places of business not com- 
plying and shall test, adjust, seal or condemn in accordance with the 
results of tests made, the weighing and measuring devices of said persons. 
In addition the department is charged with the enforcement of all laws 
relative to the licensing of hawkers, pedlers and transient vendors, the 
giving of false or insufficient weight or measure, the reweighing of coal, 
the examination of coal for quality and the inspection of certain con- 
tainers as to size, shape and dimensions. The department must in- 
vestigate all complaints registered with the department and, when the 
evidence warrants, shall prosecute violations of the law.

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SCHOOL PHYSICIANS AND SCHOOL NURSES. 


Regular medical inspection of the schools was maintained from 1894 to 
1915, under the supervision of the Health Department. Beginning 
September 1, 1915, the School Committee took charge of this service. 
For all schools and districts there is 1 Director of School Hygiene in 
charge of 4 supervising school physicians, 1 medical inspector, 1 school 
physician assigned to the certificating office, 1 ophthalmologist, 1 otologist, 
44 school physicians, 1 supervisor of nutrition classes, 1 nutrition class 
attendant, 1 assistant nutrition class attendant, 19 matrons, and 1 sanitary 
engineer. 

Chapter 357, Acts of 1907, provided for the appointment by the School 
Committee of 1 supervising female nurse and as many district female 
nurses as are deemed necessary. For the 86 elementary and _ inter- 
mediate school districts there is 1 supervising nurse in charge of 4 
assistant supervising nurses, 1 nurse assigned to the certificating office, 
and 61 school nurses. 

PHYSICAL EDUCATION. 

In 1907, the School Committee was authorized to provide for the 
extension of physical education and recreation of pupils, including proper 
apparatus and facilities in the buildings, yards and playgrounds under their 
control. 

The School Committee appropriates, out of the tax levy, for this branch 
of education such amount as it deems necessary. The Committee has 
also the right to appropriate the unexpended balance of the previous year, 
plus the estimated income for the current year. The appropriation for 
1944 is $398,468.96. The cost of Military Drill is not charged against the 
appropriation for Physical Education. 

The Department of Physical Education comprises 1 director, 1 
associate director, 1 supervisor-in-charge of playgrounds, 16 instructors 
of military drill, 2 armorers, 49 women and 2 men instructors of physical 
education, 15 teacher coaches of athletics, 15 assistant teacher coaches, and 
11 supervisors of playgrounds, assisting in the direction of approximately 
500 playground teachers assigned for different seasons. The latter have 
charge of games, plays, dances, etc., in the 110 schoolyard play- 
grounds, 29 park playgrounds in use, and 14 special play areas. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS PARTLY MAINTAINED BY STATE, 


By Chapter 471, Acts of 1911, and Chapter 106, Acts of 1912, the State 
especially encourages the establishing of Independent Industrial Schools, 
allowing financial aid for their maintenance proportionate to the amount 
raised by local taxation and expended for all public schools. Under this 
arrangement the School Committee is reimbursed by the State to the 
extent of one half the net maintenance cost of such industrial schools 
established in Boston thus far with the approval of the State Board of 
Education. By Chapter 805, Acts of 1918, Continuation Schools, for 
employed children between fourteen and sixteen years of age, were included 
under the same plan of State aid. The schools thus maintained are the 
Boston Trade High School (for Boys), day and evening classes, Trade 
School for Girls, Compulsory Continuation School, Brandeis Vocational 
High School, High. School of Practical Arts, also co-operative courses in 
Brighton, Charlestown, Dorchester High School for Boys, East Boston, 
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Hyde Park, Roxbury Memorial High School for Boys and South Boston 
High, day canning classes in the summer, and practical arts courses in 
the evening elementary schools. 

For the agricultural course in the Jamaica Plain High School, the School 
Committee is reimbursed to the extent of two-thirds of the cost of 
instruction. 

MANUAL ARTS. 

The Training School for Teachers of Mechanic Arts, located in the 
Parkman Schoolhouse, Broadway, South Boston, is conducted under the 
direction of the Department of Manual Arts. 

There are eight co-operative courses in high schools, as follows: Brighton 
(auto mechanics), Charlestown (electricity), Dorchester (woodwork), 
East Boston (machine shop practice), Hyde Park (machine shop practice), 
Jamaica Plain (agriculture), Roxbury Memorial High School for Boys 
(printing), and South Boston (sheet metal). There is a mechanic arts 
course in shopwork in the Roslindale High School. 

There are 179 shops in elementary and intermediate schools, in which 
the following-named subjects are taught: Auto mechanics, agriculture, 
drafting, electricity, interior decoration, machine shop practice, printing, 
sheet metal, woodwork, and diversified shop subjects. 

Modeling is taught in fifth grades in all boys’ schools, by a special 
teacher. Cardboard construction and bookbinding in the fourth and 
fifth grades are supervised by the department. 

Gardening is conducted by the department as an after-school and summer 
activity; home gardening in 51, and school gardening in 20 elementary 
and intermediate districts. 


HOUSEHOLD SCIENCE AND ARTS. 

The Household Science and Arts Department comprises a director, 
an assistant director, and 207 teachers. 

There are twelve high schools offering courses in Household Science 
and Arts: Brighton, Charlestown, Dorchester, East Boston, Girls’ High, 
High School of Practical Arts, Hyde Park, * Jamaica Plain, Jeremiah E. 
Burke, Roslindale High, Roxbury Memorial, South Boston. 

In the high schools of Boston there are 30 regularly appointed teachers 
of Dressmaking, 2 regularly appointed teachers of Millinery, and 16 
regularly appointed teachers of Household Science (Foods and Household 
Management). In these schools there are 33 standard sewing rooms, 15 
cookery rooms, and 7 home practice suites. 

In the elementary and intermediate schools there are 100 teachers of 
Sewing, 1 teacher of Millinery, and 55 teachers of Cookery, 1 temporary 
teacher of Sewing, 1 temporary teacher of Cookery, and 1 temporary 
teacher of Bookbinding. In these schools there are 68 rooms equipped 
for instruction in cooking, 21 of these cooking rooms having adjoining 
suites, and 112 classrooms are equipped for teaching sewing.

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EVENING HIGH, ELEMENTARY AND TRADE SCHOOLS. 


There are six evening high schools: Central (English High Schoolhouse), 
Brighton, Dorchester, Roslindale (branch at Hyde Park), Roxbury (Boston 
Clerical Schoolhouse), and South Boston. These schools, the sessions of 
which are held on Monday, Tuesday and Thursday evenings, from 7.30 
to 9.380, are conducted in the several high schoolhouses of the districts 
named. All but the Central High are commercial schools. 

There are eleven evening elementary schools, and two branch schools 
of same, in session on Monday, Tuesday and Thursday evenings. 

Evening trade classes for persons employed in the trade are conducted 
in the Boston Trade School and four branch schools held in the Brighton, 
East Boston, Hyde Park and South Boston High Schoolhouses. Evening 
classes for persons not employed in the trade are conducted at the Brandeis 
Vocational High School Building, 25 Warrenton street. 


DAY SCHOOL FOR IMMIGRANTS. 


There are 16 schools for immigrants where instruction in the English 
language is provided, classes being conducted daily (except Saturday) 
for two hours in the forenoon and the same in the afternoon. 


CONTINUATION SCHOOL. 


Classes for boys are held in the Continuation School, 25 Warrenton 
street; classes for girls, at 10 Common street. 

All children 14 to 16 years of age employed under an employment 
permit are compelled by law to attend the school four hours per week. 


USE OF SCHOOLHOUSES FOR EDUCATIONAL, SOCIAL AND CIVIC PURPOSES. 


In 1912, the School Committee was authorized by statute to allow the 
use of buildings under their control by associations and individuals (other 
than school pupils) for educational, recreative, social, civic, philanthropic 
and similar purposes at times when the schools were not in session. Under 
this arrangement there are now fourteen School Centers, each having a 
manager and largely attended on two evenings and one afternoon a week. 
More than 75 school buildings are also used by Non-School Center groups. 

The School Committee may annually appropriate for this purpose such 
amount as it deems necessary. The appropriation for 1944 is $91,321.83. 
Besides the renting of school halls for club meetings, entertainments, etc., 
basements and other accommodations in schoolhouses are used by the 
Election Department as polling places, lighting and janitor service being 
paid for by the Election Department. 


PENSION AND RETIREMENT FUND FOR TEACHERS. 
The School Committee, by a majority vote of all its members, may 
retire with a pension any member of the teaching or supervising staff of 
the public day schools who has reached the age of sixty-five years, also

such other members as are incapacitated for further efficient service. If 
the teacher retired has been employed in the public day schools for a 
period of thirty years or more, ten years of which have been in the Boston 
public day schools, the pension paid amounts to one-third of the annual 
salary received at time of retirement, but in no case is it less than $312, 
nor more than $600 annually. If the period of service is less than thirty 
years, the pension is proportionally less. The School Committee is 
authorized to provide for these pensions by appropriating annually such 
amount as it deems necessary, which together with the unexpended balance 
of the previous year and the amount of reimbursement from the Common- 
wealth, will pay pensions for the year. These pensions are paid to teachers 
who were retired before the establishment of the Boston Retirement 
System or who have not become members of such system. The Permanent 
School Pension Fund amounted to $1,541,481.05 on January 1, 1944, and 
328 retired teachers were receiving pensions therefrom. 

The Boston Teachers’ Retirement Fund Association, started in 1900, 
is paying $120 per year to 494 annuitants, the total amount of its fund 
on September 30, 1948, being $2,240,720.54 (Total Investment) or 
$3,382,123.16. (Market Value of Investments). At that. date 3,310 
teachers were each contributing $18 per year to this fund.

At the City Election held November 5, 1929, on the referendum — 
‘Shall chapter 351, of the Acts of 1929, entitled ‘An Act to establish a 
board of commissioners of school buildings and a department of school 
buildings in the city of Boston’ be accepted?” there were 110,453 votes 
in favor, 57,276 against, and 50,632 blanks. 

By the provisions of the Act, the board ‘“‘shall consist of three citizens 
of Boston who otherwise are neither officials nor employees of said city, 
one of whom shall be appointed by the mayor . . . without approval 
by the civil service commissioners, one by the school committee, and one 
shall be chosen by the two so appointed, or shall be appointed by the 
governor if the appointees of the mayor and school committee fail to 
choose @ commissioner as aforesaid within thirty days after a second 
of such appointees has been appointed.” 

According to section 2 of the Act, the Department of School Buildings 
is established, to be under the charge of a superintendent of construction 
who shall be elected by the board of commissioners, to serve at the pleasure 
of the board. 
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Upon the election of a superintendent of construction, the board of 
schoolhouse commissioners of the schoolhouse department and said 
department shall be abolished.

The Board of Police for the City of Boston, established in 1885, was 
superseded in 1906 by a single executive, the Boles Commissioner. 

The City is divided into seventeen Police Divisions, in each of which 
is a station house, the quarters of a captain and a force of men. 

The Bureau of Criminal Investigation, a central detective agency of 
the Department, located in Headquarters building, and consisting of 
several subdivisions, is operated on a large scale and in an efficient manner. 
Members of this Bureau investigate felonies committed within the juris- 
diction of the City of Boston. In addition to its divisions for investi- 
gation of reports of automobiles stolen, lost and stolen property, and 
homicides, squads are assigned to cover the following phases of police 
work and investigation: Arson, banking, express thieves, general investi- 
gation, hotels, narcotics, pawnbrokers, including junk-shop keepers and 
dealers in second-hand articles, pickpockets, radical, and shopping crimes. 
A night motor patrol squad performs duty throughout the city, to prevent, 
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so far as possible, the commission of crime, and if acts of violence or other 
serious crimes have been committed, to arrest and prosecute the 
offenders. The Bureau also handles cases of fugitives from justice and 
conducts hundreds of investigations during the course of a year for various 
police departments throughout the United States and foreign countries. 
Further, it cooperates in every possible way with outside police depart- 
ments in the investigation of crime and prosecution of criminals. Super- 
vision of the daily line-up of all prisoners arrested for serious offenses is 
conducted by this Bureau. 

The Bureau of Records, established at Headquarters, includes within 
its activities a former part of the Bureau of Criminal Investigation, known 
as the Criminal Identification Division. 

The unit is of great value and stands in favorable comparison with 
identification units of the most advanced departments. 

Advancements and changes are constantly being made to maintain 
the efficiency and to increase its worth. To bring about this efficiency 
of service, equipment of the Bureau is continually being augmented 
by addition of modern identification apparatus. 

The files of the Bureau of Retords contain records of all assignments 
made in the Bureau of Criminal Investigation, and all records of arrests 
made throughout the Department. On file, also, are reports of all felonies 
committed within the city and all reports of the investigation of these 
felonies. 

The Bureau of Operations supervises the development and maintenance 
of the system of operations of the Department, including police broad- 
casting station ‘‘WQIP,” located at Police Headquarters, and police 
broadcasting station ‘‘WRAS,” located on the roof of the new Court- 
house Building, Pemberton square; the latter station being operated by 
remote control from the Bureau of Operations at Police Headquarters. 

These broadcasting stations insure speedy response to a call for police 
assistance and render possible speedy dissemination of information and 
quick concentration of necessary police power at a point where needed. 

The Boston Police Department is completely equipped with modern 
two-way radio. There are 79 police cars, 4 police boats, and 15 com- 
bination patrol wagons and ambulances, fully equipped with two-way 
radio telephone. Police automobiles with two-way radio are moving 
through all parts of the city day and night. Any part of the city may be 
reached by a police radio car in a very few moments after receipt of a radio 
message from either the broadcasting station at Headquarters, ‘‘WQIP,” 
or from the station upon top of the new Courthouse Building, ‘‘WRAS.” 

The radio has been a very important factor in the prompt apprehension 
of law violators as well as increasing the number of arrests. In many 
instances, the offenders have been taken into custody while in the act 
of committing crime. 

The Traffic Division is located in the Police Building, 229 Milk street. 
Its commanding officer is responsible for proper regulation of traffic con- 
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ditions and for safety of the public using the highways from 8 A. M. to 
12 o'clock midnight, within the in-town and Back Bay sections of the city. 
On Saturdays such duty is extended to 1 o’clock Sunday morning. 

The Property Clerk’s Office is charged with the care of all lost, stolen 
and abandoned property, money or other property alleged to have been 
illegally obtained, and all articles and property taken from persons arrested 
for any cause. In its custody are also placed all seized liquor and gaming 
implements which come into possession of the Department. 

All orders for supplies, building maintenance, repair work, plumbing, 
steamfitting, etc., uniforms and equipment are issued by this office. 


The Headquarters of the Department is located at 154 Berkeley street, 
corner of Stuart street. 

The Commissioner appoints a Harbor Master and assistants from the 
police force, and they receive pay in’accordance with their rank in the 
force. The following motor launches are used in this service: the ‘‘ Michael 
H. Crowley,” a 60-foot craft; the ‘‘William H. Pierce” and the ‘‘ William 
H. McShane,” both 38-foot crafts; the ‘‘Argus,’”’ a 28-foot craft; and 
a 22-foot motor speed boat, named the ‘ Dispatch.”’ 

By Chapter 114, Acts of 1921, as amended, the annual listing of resi- 
dents, includes all women 20 years of age and over, in addition to the men. 

On June 30, 1944, the police force numbered 2,316: Consisting of 1 - 
superintendent, 5 deputy superintendents, 27 captains, 70 lieutenants, 
1 lieutenant-inspector, 180 sergeants, 1,938 patrolmen, 81 provisional — 
temporary patrolmen, 5 permanent policewomen and 8 provisional 
temporary policewomen. 

There are 19 men assigned to the signal service, whose director has 
charge of 565 signal boxes. 

Salaries: Superintendent, $7,000; deputy superintendents, $4,500; 
captains, $4,000; lieutenants and lieutenant-inspector, $2,900; sergeants, 
$2,700; patrolmen, $1,800 first year and $200 increase after each of the 
first and second years, and $100 after the third year, until $2,300 (maxi- 
mum) is reached. Two hundred dollars additional salary annually to 
officer who serves as aide to Police Commissioner. Uniforms and equip- 
ment are free. 

An annual emergency compensation allotment of $200, each, in addition 
to yearly salary, allowed to the Superintendent of Police, Deputy 
Superintendents and Captains.

The Finance Commission is constituted under the Amended Charter of 
1909. It consists of five commissioners appointed by the Governor and 
confirmed by the Executive Council, the term of each being five years. 
The chairman of the Commission is named by the Governor. The members 
of the Commission, other than the chairman, serve without pay. 

It is the duty of the Commission to investigate, at its discretion, all 
matters relating to appropriations, loans, expenditures, accounts and 
methods of administration affecting the City of Boston or the County 
of Suffolk, or any of their departments, and to report upon its investi- 
gations from time to time to the Mayor, the City Council, the Governor 
or the. General Court. 

The Commission is required to make an annual report, in January, to 
the General Court. It is also the duty of the Commission to report to 
the Mayor, the City Auditor or the City Treasurer as to the validity or 
proper amount of any doubtful pay roll, bill or claim referred to it by them:

The Licensing Board for the City of Boston was established by Statutes 
of 1906, Chapter 291. It consists of three members appointed by the 
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Governor, with the advice and consent of the Council. They must be 
citizens of Boston who have resided in Boston for at least two years pre- 
ceding the date of their appointment. The two principal parties must be 
represented and the term of the members is fixed at six years after the 
first appointment, which was for six, four, and two years. The Board 
was created to exercise all the powers and perform all the duties conferred 
upon the Board of Police of the City of Boston relative to intoxicating 
liquors (now called alcoholic beverages), innholders, common victuallers, 
billiard and pool tables, sippio tables, bowling alleys, intelligence offices, 
picnic groves, and skating rinks. By Chapter 169 of the Acts of 1936 
skating rinks are now licensed by the Licensing Division of the Mayor’s 
office. . 
_ The fee fixed by Section 202 of Chapter 140 of the General Laws is 
not less than $2 for each class of license, with the exception of licenses 
for common victuallers and innholders. The fees for common victualler 
and innholder licenses were fixed by Section 2, Chapter 140, of the General 
Laws, at not more than $5 for each license. By statutory authority the 
City Council has fixed the fee of $7.50 for common victuallers and $25 
for innholders without alcoholic beverages; with alcoholic beverages, 
innholder’s fee is $5. 

By Statutes of 1909, Chap. 423, the Board was given the right to issue 
licenses to ‘‘Sunday dealers in ice cream, or confectionery, or soda water 
or fruit,” the fee for such licenses not to exceed $5. 


By Statutes of 1918, Chap. 259, the Board was granted the right to 
issue licenses to lodging houses. No fee was to be charged. By Statutes 
of 1921, Chap. 59, a fee of not more than $2 was allowed, if established 
by the City Council. The Council established the fee at $2 in 1922, 

By Statutes of 1922, Chap. 392, the Board was given the right to license 
‘retail vendors of soft drinks.’”’ The fee for such license was not to 
exceed $1. By statutory authority the City Council has fixed the fee of 
$2 for such license. 

By Statutes of 1922, Chap. 485, the “ firearm” law was amended, giving 
the licensing of vendors of firearms to this Board. The law relates to 
the renting, selling or leasing of firearms, and the word firearms includes 
a pistol, revolver or other weapon from which a shot or bullet can be 
discharged, and of which the length of barrel not including any revolving, 
detachable or magazine breech does not exceed twelve inches, and a 
machine gun irrespective of the length of the barrel. It does not include 
antique firearms incapable of use, nor sales of firearms at wholesale. The 
fee for such license to be fixed by the Board not to exceed $5. 

By Statutes of 1926, Chap. 299, the Board was given the right to grant 
entertainment licenses in places where such entertainment was carried on 
in conjunction with sale for cash of food or drink six days of week but not 
on Sundays. No fee was to be charged to common victuallers and inn- 
holders carrying on such entertainment, but a fee of $5 could be charged to 
persons selling drinks who carried on an entertainment. Entertainments 
consist of dancing, music, cabaret, or amusements. 
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By Chapter 284 of the Acts of 1933, the Board was given authority to 
grant victuallers’ licenses to clubs, societies, associations or other organiza- 
tions which dispense food and beverages on their premises, to their stock- 
holders or members and their guests and to none others. 

By Chapter 376 of the Acts of 1933, now Chapter 138 of the General 
Laws, the Board was given the authority to issue alcoholic beverage 
licenses to common victuallers, innholders, taverns, clubs and retail 
package stores, and to suspend or revoke the same after a hearing. 

Nore: Chapter 120 of the Acts of 1933, which gave the Board authority 
to issue non-alcoholic beverage licenses containing not more than 3.2 per 
cent of alcohol, was repealed when the new alcoholic law (Chap. 376) was 
enacted. Any 3.2 licensee could carry on his business until May 1, 1934; 
or could surrender his license and get a refund, or a credit on the fee paid 
for an alcoholic beverage license.

FRANKLIN TECHNICAL INstTITUTE, Corner Appleton and me Streets. 
Brackett K. THorogoop, Director. 

The Franklin Foundation is incorporated under Chapter 569 of the 
Acts of 1908, a board of twelve citizens being named therein as Managers 
of the Franklin Fund and having the standing of a City department with 
the object of maintaining the Franklin Technical Institute as an inde- 
pendent technical school for adults. 

The Franklin Fund is the proceeds of a bequest of one thousand pounds 
to ‘‘the Inhabitants of the Town of Boston in Massachusetts’? made by 
Benjamin Franklin, in a codicil to his will dated June 23, 1789. The 





* The Managers serve without compensation. 
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codicil provided that the fund ‘“‘if accepted by the inhabitants of the 
Town of Boston” be managed ‘‘under the direction of the Selectmen, 
united with the Minister of the oldest Episcopalian, Congregational, and 
Presbyterian Churches in that Town,’’ who were to make loans on certain 
conditions to “‘young married artificers under the age of twenty-five 
years.” 

Dr. Franklin, who died April 17, 1790, calculated that, in one hundred 
years, the thousand pounds would grow to £131,000, ‘‘of which,” he says, 
*‘T would have the managers then lay out at their discretion £100,000 
in Public Works which may be judged of most general utility to the 
Inhabitants. The remaining £31,000, I would have continued to be let 
out on interest for another hundred years. At the end of this second 
‘term, if no unfortunate accident has prevented the operation, the sum 
will be £4,061,000, of which I leave £1,061,000 to the Town of Boston, 
and £3,000,000 to the disposition of the Government of the State, not 
presuming to carry my views farther.’”’ The Town accepted the donation 
at a Town Meeting held June 1, 1790. 

A futile suit brought by the Franklin heirs in 1891 prevented the division 
of the fund at the expiration of one hundred years; but on January 17, 
1894, by direction of the three ministers and the Board of Aldermen of 
the City, which board claimed to be the successors of the “‘Selectmen,” 
$329,300.48 (42° of the fund) was paid to the City Treasurer, for ‘‘the 
purchase of land and the erection thereon of the Franklin Technical In- 
stitute and for the equipment of the same.’ Owing to a series of com- 
plications the money remained in the custody of the Treasurer. Mayor 
Collins, in 1902, caused a petition of the City to be filed in the Supreme 
Court, praying for instructions as to the authority of the persons then 
acting as Managers of the fund. The Court rendered an opinion Novem- 
ber 25, 1903 (184 Mass. 373, page 43), to the effect that the three ministers 
were Managers of the fund under Franklin’s will, but that the Aldermen 
did not succeed the ‘‘Selectmen’’ as Managers and had no powers with 
reference to it. The Court, under its general power to care for public 
charitable funds, appointed, on March 16, 1904, a Board of Managers to 
take the place of the ‘‘Selectmen,”’ and provided in the decree of the 
Court, that the Mayor of Boston should be one, ez officio. 

On December 2, 1905, the City Treasurer received from Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie $408,396.48, said sum being equal to the amount of the Franklin 
Fund in August, 1904, which Mr. Carnegie agreed to duplicate. Only 
the annual income from this fund is used. 

On November 17, 1927, $100,000 was received by the Foundation from 
the estate of the late James J. Storrow, the income to be used for main- 
tenance of Franklin Technical Institute. 

On January 31, 1907, the amount of the ‘‘accumulated” fund available 
for expenditure by the Managers was $438,741.89, and in that year the 
Franklin Technical Institute Building was erected at the corner of Apple- 
ton and Berkeley Streets. It was opened in September, 1908, as a Tech- 
nical Institute to train young men and women for positions of supervision

in industry. In 1941 the name was legally changed to Franklin Technical 
Institute. It is maintained partly by tuition fees ($212,000 for the school 
year 1943-1944), and income from the above mentioned Funds (7. ¢., the 
Andrew Carnegie Donation and the Storrow bequest). The building 
contains 11 classrooms, 5 draughting rooms, and 16 shops and laboratories, 
where due to the War only about 560 adult students received instruction 
at evening sessions and 25 in day courses during the school year 1943-1944. 
Besides the civilian students, training is being given to large numbers of 
United States Army Engineer Enlisted Specialists, United States Coast 
Guardsmen, and men from the United States Navy, under government 
contract. There is alo an auditorium with a seating capacity of 927. 
The building, with equipment, cost $436,970.59. The site, containing 
about 16,000 square feet, was purchased in 1906 for $100,000, a 20-year 
loan being issued to cover same.

The late George Robert White, who died in Boston, January 27, 1922, 
left the residue of his estate to the City of Boston to be held as a per- 
manent charitable trust fund, ‘‘the net income only to be used for creating 
works of public utility and beauty, for the use and enjoyment of the 
inhabitants of the City of Boston.” 

The control and management of the fund is in the hands of a board of 
five trustees, consisting of the Mayor as Chairman, the President of the 
City Council, the City Auditor, the President of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce and the President of the Bar Association of the City of Boston. 

At a meeting of the Trustees held on Tuesday, April 5, 1938, it was 
unanimously voted that the services of a paid Manager be engaged. In 
accordance with this vote the custody, care, control and management of 
all real estate constituting a part of the George Robert White Fund is 
now in the hands of a Manager; all legal matters are attended to by the 
Corporation Counsel; all financial disbursements and investments are 
in the hands of the City Treasurer; all collections and receipts are handled 
by the City Collector; and the examination of all bills and demands 
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rendered against the Fund, together with the approval of all expenditures 
and the auditing of all accounts, rests with the City Auditor. 

Health Units have been provided at Baldwin Place and North Margin 
Street in the North End, at Paris and Emmons Streets, Hast Boston, at 
Dorchester and West Fourth Streets, South Boston, at Blue Hill Avenue 
and Savin Street, Roxbury, at High and Elm Streets, Charlestown, at 
Blossom and Parkman Streets, West End, and at Whittier and Hampshire 
Streets, Roxbury, in the hope of being able, by proper instruction, to 
better the living and health conditions of the communities in the congested 
_ districts. 

A Prado has been established at Hanover and Unity Streets in the 
North End, to provide an open air space for the residents of the North 
End. In 1935, the Trustees voted to change the name of the Prado to 
Paul Revere Mall. 

In the spring of 1936 the Trustees voted to establish a wading pool 
and locker building in the yard in the rear of the Whittier Street Health 
Unit, Roxbury. The wading pool and locker building have since been in 
full operation for the use and enjoyment of the inhabitants of the City. 

In the summer of 1936 the Trustees voted to have thirteen memorial 
bronze tablets fabricated and placed in the walls of the Paul Revere Mall 
in the North End. The inscriptions to be placed on these tablets in- 
volved considerable research work and as a consequence these tablets 
were not completed until the summer of 1940. This was done as an im- 
provement to the Mall. 

On January 27, 1940, the Trustees voted to purchase an equestrian 
statue of Paul Revere — made by Cyrus E. Dallin, sculptor — to he 
placed in the Paul Revere Mall in the North End, as an addition and 
further improvement in accordance with provision of the will. 

On September 22, 1940, the Trustees dedicated the thirteen bronze 
tablets and the statue of Paul Revere at the Paul Revere Mall in the 
North End. | 

In the summer of 1941 the Trustees voted to establish a number of 
play spaces, fully equipped, in various sections of the City from the 
Income of the Fund, for the use and enjoyment of children under 12 years 
of age. It was voted to establish the first four play spaces at the following 
locations: 

Pitts and Hale Streets, in the West End. 
London and Decatur Streets, in East Boston. 
Troy and Rochester Streets, in the South End. 
King and Roxbury Streets, in Roxbury. 


This chain of play spaces consists of the most modern architecture: 
Wading pools, play-yard equipment, concrete seats, concrete sandboxes, 
etc., and is a great asset to the City. 

On December 6, 1941, the Trustees voted to establish as a post-war 
project, a Bathhouse and Recreation Center on certain park land on the 
Charlesbank in the West End. 
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In January, 1944, the Trustees voted to establish as a post-war project, 
a War Memorial to the Veterans of all wars, in the Fens.

The Boston Housing Authority, established in accordance with the 
Housing Authority Law of the Commonwealth, consists of five unpaid 
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members. As the terms of members expire, successors are appointed by 
the same appointive power for terms of five years. 

The Authority is charged with investigation to determine the unsanitary 
and sub-standard housing conditions existing within its jurisdiction 
which cannot readily be remedied by private enterprise, and the clearance, 
replanning and reconstruction of such areas in accordance with the terms 
of Chapter 449 of the Acts of 1935, as amended by Chapter 484 of the 
Acts of 1938. With the approval of the State Board of Housing and the 
_Mayor, it is empowered to enter into agreement with any agency of the 
Federal Government for assistance, financial or otherwise, to remedy such 
sub-standard conditions. 

The Authority has constructed seven projects with the cooperation of 
the United States Housing Authority, now the Federal Public Housing 
- Authority. One of these projects, in the Bay View section of South 
Boston, was subsequently sold to the Federal Government to house war 
workers under the management of the local Authority. The Old Harbor 
Village project in South Boston was constructed by the Federal Govern- 
ment and is now leased to the Boston Housing Authority. 

The eight projects. in the City are now operated by the Authority. 
The projects in the Charlestown, Mission Hill and Lenox Street districts, 
together with Old Harbor Village, are primarily for the housing of low- 
income families. The projects in the Bay View section of South Boston, 
Orchard Park section of Roxbury, Heath Street, Roxbury, and East 
Boston are operated for the benefit of war production workers and families 
of enlisted personnel of the armed forces of the United States. 

Additional areas have been cleared in the East Brookline Street section 
of the South End and the D Street section of South Boston for further 
construction.

Under Chapter 5 of the Ordinances of 1941 there was established the 
City of Boston Committee on Public Safety, which shall have charge of 
civilian defense of lives and property in Boston. The ordinance directs 
that the committee shall be composed of the mayor, as chairman, and of 
such department heads and other persons, not exceeding twenty in num- 
ber, as the mayor may appoint from time to time. From the members 
so appointed the mayor shall designate an executive director who shal] 
receive such compensation as the mayor may determine. Each member 
of the committee shall serve at the pleasure of the mayor or until the 
repeal of this ordinance. The committee may appoint and compensate 
an executive secretary and other technical and staff personnel necessary 
to the performance of its functions. 

In the discharge of its functions, the committee shall cooperate with 
federal, state, and municipal authorities. To the extent permitted by 
law, the committee shall act for the City of Boston in carrying out the 
provisions of Chapter 719 of the Acts of 1941, including, without implied 
limitation, the conduct of blackouts, air raid warnings, and other defense 
activities and the appointment, training and equipping of volunteer, 
unpaid protection units. 
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The committee may expend for the purposes herein stated such funds 
as may be appropriated or as may be otherwise made available. 


The police commissioner may furnish, on such ‘occasions and to such 
an extent as he may deem advisable, the assistance of the police depart- 
ment to another city or town in the suppression of riots or other forms of 
violence therein, in accordance with the provisions of section 5 (b) of 
Chapter 719 of the Acts of 1941.

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Note.— From January 6, 1845, to February 27, 1845, or from the close of Mayor 
Brimmer’s term of office till the election of his successor, Thomas A. Davis, the Chairman 
of the Board of Aldermen, William Parker, performed the duties of Mayor. 

In the interim between the death of Mayor Davis, on November 22, 1845, and the 
election on December 11, 1845, of his successor, Josiah Quincy, jr., Benson Leavitt, Chair- 
man of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor. 

There were three ballotings for the election of Mayor for 1854, between December 12, 
1853, and January 9, 1854. In the meantime the duties of Mayor were performed by 
Benjamin L. Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 

In 1873 Mayor Pierce resigned his office on November 29, on his election to the Congress 
of the United States. During the remainder of the municipal year Leonard R. Cutter, 
Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, served ex officio as Acting Mayor. 

Mayor Collins died on September 14, 1905. Daniel A. Whelton, Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year, viz., 
September 15, 1905, to January 1, 1906.

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RULES OF THE CITY COUNCIL 
1944-1945, 


Ruue 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to 
time the regular meeting of the city council shall be 
held on every Monday at two o’clock p. m. Special 
meetings may be called by the president at his dis- 
cretion, and by the city clerk for the purpose only of 
drawing jurors. No special meeting of the city council, 
except to draw jurors, shall be called, except with the 
consent of all the members, upon less notice than 
twenty-four hours from the time the notices are mailed 
or dispatched by special messenger. 


QUORUM. 


Rute 2. A quorum of the city council shall consist 
of twelve members. If, at the time any meeting is 
called to order, or if, during a meeting, on a vote on the 
adoption of a motion or order, or on a point of order 
raised by a member, a roll call shows less than a quorum 
present, the president shall declare the meeting ad- 
journed; provided, however, before adjournment is 
declared he may entertain a motion to adjourn to a 
specified time and said motion may be adopted by a 
majority vote of the members then present, and a 
meeting held in accordance therewith, if otherwise valid, 
shall be a legal meeting of the city council. 


PRESIDENT. 
Rute 38. The president of the council shall take 


the chair at the hour to which the council shall have 
adjourned and shall call the members to order, and a 
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quorum being present, shall proceed with the regular 
order of business. In the absence of the president the 
senior member by age present shall preside as tem- 
porary president, or until a presiding officer is chosen. 


Rute 4. The president shall preserve decorum and 
order, may speak to points of order in preference to 
other members and shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to an appeal. Any member may appeal from 
the decision of the chair, but no appeal shall be con- 
sidered unless properly seconded. No other business, 
except a motion to adjourn or to lay on the table, shall 
be in order until the question on appeal has been decided. 

The question shall be put as follows: 

‘* Shall the decision of the chair stand as the judgment of 
the council?’’ The vote shall be by a roll call, and it 
shall be decided in the affirmative unless a majority of 
the votes are to the contrary. 

Rute 5. The president shall propound all motions 
in the order in which they are moved, unless the subse- 
quent motion shall be previous in its nature, except that, 
in naming sums and fixing times, the largest sum and 
the longest time shall be put first. 

Rute 6. The president shall, at the request of any 
member, make a division of a question when the sense 
will admit of it. 

Rute 7. The president shall, without debate, decide 
all questions relating to priority of business to be acted 
upon. 

Rute 8. The president shall declare all votes; but 
if any member doubts a vote, the president shall cause 
a rising vote to be taken, and, when any member so | 
requests, shall cause the vote to be taken or verified by 
yeas and nays. 

Rute 9. The president shall appoint all committees, 
fill all vacancies therein, and designate the rank of the 
members thereof. 

Rute 10. When the president of the council or the 
president pro tempore shall desire to vacate the chair he 
may call any member to it; but such substitution shall 
not continue beyond an adjournment. 


MOTIONS. 


Rue 11. Every motion shall be reduced to writing 
if the president shall so direct. 
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Rute 12. A motion to strike out and insert shall be 
deemed indivisible; but a motion to strike out being lost 
shall not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike out 
and insert. 


Rue 13. No motion or proposition of a subject 
different from that under consideration shall be admitted 
under color of amendment. 


Any motion, order or resolution which in the opinion 
of the presiding officer does not have a direct bear- 
ing on the business of the council shall be referred 
without debate to the committee on rules and shall 
not be further considered by the council except upon 
report by that committee. There shall be no appeal 
from the decision of the chair hereunder, and this rule 
shall not be subject to suspension. 


The committee on rules may report that any motion, 
order or resolution so réferred to it is out of order 
because not having a direct bearing on the business of 
the council, and its report shall be a final disposition 
of the matter, subject to an appeal which shall be 
governed by the same provisions as those governing 
appeals from rulings of the presiding officer. 


Rute 14. When a petition, order or resolution relates 
to a subject which may properly be examined and 
reported upon by an existing committee of the city 
council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, 
be referred to such committee. When a motion is made 
to refer any subject, and different committees are pro- 
posed, the motions shall be put in the following order: 


1. Toa standing committee of the council. 
2. Toa special committee of the council. 


Any member offering a motion, order or resolution, 
which is referred to a committee, shall be given a hear- 
ing on the same by the committee before a report is 
made thereon, provided he so requests at the time of 
offering the order or before final action by the committee. 


Any matter referred to a committee may be recalled 
by a majority vote of all the members of the council, if 
such matter is not reported upon within one month from 
the date of reference. 


Rue 15. After a motion has been put by the presi- 
dent it shall not be withdrawn except by unanimous 
consent. 
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Rute 16. When a question is under debate the fol- 
lowing motions only shall be entertained, and shall have 
precedence in the order in which they stand arranged: 


To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

The previous question. 

To close debate at a specified time. 
To postpone to a day certain. 

To commit. 

To amend. 

To postpone indefinitely.

Rute 17. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at 
any time, except on an immediate repetition or pending 
a verification of a vote; and that motion, the motion 
to lay on the table, the motion to take from the table, and 
the motion for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate. 

READINGS. 


Rute 18. Every ordinance, order and resolution 
shall, unless rejected, have two several readings, both 
of which may take place at the same session unless 
objection is made, provided, however, that all orders for 
the expenditure of moneys, unless reported upon by a 
committee of the council, shall lie over for one week 
before final action thereon. Whenever the second read- 
ing immediately follows the first reading, the document 
may be read by its title only; provided, that all orders 
releasing rights or easements in or restrictions on land, 
all orders for the sale of land other than school lands, 
all appropriations for the purchase of land other than 
for school purposes, and all loans voted by the city 
council shall require a vote of two-thirds of all the 
members of the city council, and shall be passed only 
after two separate readings and by two separate votes, 
the second of said readings and votes to be had not less 
than fourteen days after the first, except in cases in 
which a shorter period is authorized by law. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rute 19. When a vote has been taken any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting. 
No member shall speak for more than ten minutes on a 
motion to reconsider. 
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Rute 20. When a motion to reconsider has been 
decided, that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration; nor shall any recon- 
sideration be had upon the following motions: 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


A motion to reconsider may be laid on the table or 
postponed indefinitely, and the effect of such action in 
either case shall be to defeat the motion to reconsider. 


Conpuct oF MEMBERS. 


RuLE 21. Every member when about to speak shall 
rise, address the chair, and wait until he is recognized, 
and, in speaking, shall refrain from mentioning any 
other member by name, shall confine himself to the 
question and avoid personalities. Any member who, in 

debate or otherwise, indulges in personalities or makes 

charges reflecting upon the character of another member, 
shall make an apology in open session at the meeting 
at which the offence is committed or at the next succeed- 
ing regular meeting, and, failing to do so, shall be named 
by the president or held in contempt and suspended 
from further participation in debate until said apology 
is made. 

Rute 22. No member shall speak more than once 
on a question when another member who has not 
spoken claims the floor, and no member speaking shall, 
without his consent, be interrupted by another, except 
upon a point of order. 

Rute 23. No member shall be permitted to vote on 
any question, or to serve on any committee, where his 
private right is immediately concerned, distinct from 
the public interest. 

Rute 24. Every member who shall be present when 
a question is put, unless he is excluded by interest, 
shall give his vote, unless the council for special reason 
shall excuse him. Application to be so excused on any 
question must be made before the council is divided, or 
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before the calling of yeas and nays; and such appli- 
cation shall be accompanied by a brief statement of the 
reasons, and shall be decided without debate. 


STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rue 25. The following standing committees of 
the council, and all other committees, unless specially 
directed by the council, shall be appointed by the 
president: 

1. A committee, to be known as the Executive Com- 
mittee, to consist of all the members of the council. 

2. A committee on Appropriations, to consist of 
seven members of the council, to whom shall be referred 
such appropriation orders as may be submitted to the 
council from time to time. 

3. A committee on Claims, to consist of five members 
of the council, to whom shall be referred all claims against 
the city arising from the act or neglect of any of its 
departments. They shall report annually an account of 
the claims awarded or approved by them, and the amount 
of money awarded or paid in settlements thereof. 

4. A committee on County Accounts, to consist of 
five members of the council. 

5. A committee on Finance, to consist of seven 
members of the council, to whom shall be referred all 
applications for expenditure which involve a loan. 

6. A committee on Inspection of Prisons, to consist 
of five members of the council. 

7. A committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of 
five members of the council, who shall, unless otherwise 
ordered, appear before the committees of the General 
Court and represent the interest of the city; provided, 
said committee shall not appear unless authorized by 
vote of the city council and shall not, unless directed 
so to do by the city council, oppose any legislation peti- 
tioned for by the preceding city council. 2 

8. A committee on Licenses, to consist of seven mem- 
bers of the council. 

9. A committee on Ordinances, to consist of seven 
members of the council, to whom shall be referred all 
ordinances or orders concerning ordinances. 

10. A committee on Parkman Fund, to consist of five 
members of the council, to whom shall be referred all 
matters concerning the Parkman property, or the 
expenditure of the income from the Parkman Fund. 
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11. A committee on Printing, to consist of five mem- 
bers of the council, who shall have the charge of all 
printing, advertising, or publishing ordered by the city 
council as one of its contingent or incidental expenses, 
and the supply of all stationery or binding for the same 
purpose. ‘The committee shall fix the number of copies 
to be printed of any document printed as above, the 
minimum, however, to be four hundred; and they shall 
have the right to make rules and regulations for the 
care, custody and distribution of all documents, books, 
pamphlets and maps in the charge of the city messenger. 

12. A committee on Public Lands, to consist of five 
members-of the council, to whom shall be referred all 
matters relating to public lands. 

13. A committee on Rules, to consist of five members 
of the council, to consider all matters concerning the 
rules, and to whom shall be referred all resolutions 
expressing opinions, principles, facts or purposes. 

14. A committee on Soldiers’ Relief, to consist of 
five members of the council, who shall determine the 
amount of aid to be allowed to soldiers and sailors and 
their families and submit a schedule of the same to the 
city council monthly. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Rue 26. At every regular meeting of the council the 
order of business shall be as follows: 


1. Communications from his honor the mayor. 

2. Presentation of petitions, memorials and remon- 
strances. 
Reports of city officers, ete. 
Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 
Reports of committees. 
Motions, orders and resolutions. 


DOT HS O8 


SPECTATORS. 


Rue 27. No person, except a member of the council, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member 
while the council is in session. 

Rute 28. No person, excepting officials connected 
with the city council, and duly assigned reporters of 
the daily newspapers, shall be allowed in the ante- 
rooms or upon the floor of the council chamber while 
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the council is in session. Spectators will be allowed in 
the gallery of the council chamber when the council 
is in session, and no one will be admitted to said gallery 
after the seats are occupied. No demonstrations of 
approval or disapproval from the spectators shall be 
permitted, and if such demonstrations are made the 
gallery will be cleared. The city messenger shall enforce 
this rule. 


BuRIAL GROUNDS. 


RuLE 29. No permission for the use of land for the 
purpose of burial shall be granted until a public hearing 
shall have been given by the executive committee of the 
city council on the application for such permission, after 
due notice has been given abuttors. 


COMMITTEE MEETINGS. 


Rute 30. No meeting of any committee shall, with- 
out the consent of all the members thereof, be called 
upon less notice than twenty-four hours from the time 
the clerk shall have mailed the notices or dispatched 
them by special messenger, provided, however, that 
meetings of the executive committee may be held in the 
recess period of any meeting of the council without such 
consent or notice. No committee, unless authorized by 
an order of the city council, shall incur any expense. 
No committee meetings shall be called later than one 
hour immediately preceding the time set for anyregular — 
meeting of the city council, nor shall any committee 
remain in session later than the hour named for any such 
regular meeting. — 


ForM oF VOTES. 


Rue 31. In all votes the form of expression shall be 
“Ordered” for everything by way of command, and the 
form shall be “Resolved” for everything expressing 
opinions, principles, facts or purposes. 


TRANSFERS. 


Rue 32. Every application for an appropriation 
to be provided for by transfer shall be referred to the 
executive committee, unless otherwise ordered, and no 
such appropriation shall be made until the said com- 
mittee has reported thereon. 
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Usk oF CoMMITTEE Rooms. 


Rue 33. No person except members and officers of 
the city council and regularly assigned city hall reporters 
shall be admitted at any time to the west anteroom, the 
locker room, or the president’s room, except when 
invited on official business or accompanied by a member 
of the council. 


CONFIRMATION OF APPOINTMENTS. 


Rute 34. The question of confirming appointments 
by the mayor shall be decided by a yes and no ballot, 
unless otherwise ordered. 


AMENDMENT AND SUSPENSION. 


Rue 35. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended or repealed at any time, except by 
the votes of two-thirds of the members of the city council 
present and voting thereon.

ONE HUNDRED-SIXTH LOCATION. 





In Boarp oF STREET COMMISSIONERS, January 7, 1944. 


Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore 
granted to the Boston Elevated Railway Company for 
locations for tracks in the streets of the City of Boston, 
said company shall have the right to construct, maintain 
and use an alteration of and an addition to its existing 
locations as follows: 

Single track curve in Beacon street, Brighton, at 
Cleveland Circle, connecting inbound track of double 
track curve on the southerly side of Beacon street with 
outbound track of double track curve on the northerly 
side of Beacon street, through Cleveland Circle; said 
tracks being substantially as shown by red lines on a 
plan made by S. D. Bryden, Engineer, dated November 
18, 1943, and deposited in the office of the Commissioner 
of Public Works; together with all necessary curves, 
crossovers, switches and connections. 

And the consent of the Board of Street Commissioners 
is granted to said company to establish and maintain 
the overhead single trolley electric system of motive 
power in the operation of its cars on said location, and 
to erect, maintain and use iron poles, not less than 
twenty feet in height, at places indicated by red dots or 
circles on the aforesaid plan, or at such other places, to 
be shown by blue dots or circles on said plan, as may be 
approved by the Commissioner of Public Works, and to 
place on said poles such wires and other appliances as 
the Fire Commissioner shall approve. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order 
is upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, 
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the form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of 
material used in paving said tracks, and the kind and 
locations of poles, shall be under the direction and to 
the satisfaction of the Commissioner of Public Works, 
and shall be approved by him. Also upon condition 
that said railway company shall accept this order, and 
shall file such acceptance with the Board of Street 
Commissioners in accordance with the provisions of 
statute law; otherwise it shall be null and void. 

The whole work authorized to be done under the 
provisions of this order shall be completed within one 
year from the date of the passage of this order.

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MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR 


RECOMMENDING 


APPROPRIATIONS AND TAX ORDERS FOR 
THE FINANCIAL YEAR 1944, 


OFFICE OF THE Mayor, 
Boston, February 7, 1944. 


Honorable Council of the City of Boston. 

GENTLEMEN,—Section 3 of the City Charter of the 
City of Boston, as most recently amended by chapter 
604 of the Acts of 1941, provides that all appropria- 
tions, other than for school purposes, to be met from 
taxes, revenue or any source other than loans, shall 
originate with the Mayor, who, not later than the first 
Monday in February of each year, shall submit to the 
City Council the annual budget of the current expenses 
of the city and county for the current fiscal year. Ac- 
cordingly I herewith recommend to your Honorable 
Body the maintenance appropriations for the fiscal 
year beginning January 1, 1944, and ending December 
31, 1944, for the city and county departments. There 
is submitted, in addition, my allowances for the revenue 
departments of the city which are self-sustaining, and 
are not provided for from tax collections but from fees 
charged for their services. 

Obviously, the budget recommendations for 1944 
must reflect a continuance of wartime conditions. 
Expressed in budgetary terms it means increased cost 
of getting those services performed which are vitally 
necessary to the public health and welfare. 
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The major portion of the increase in the appropria- 
tions for personal services as compared with the expendi- 
tures or appropriations for 1943 is attributable to 
several factors. 

Higher salary levels in order to avoid impairment of 
our professional and technical staffs, particularly in 
relation to our hospitals and institutions, have become 
mandatory. <A substantial addition must be provided 
in the Election Department for Presidential primary, 
State primary, and also election. Increased inspection 
requirements made necessary by the new building laws 
have required increased technical personnel in the 
Building Department. A change in budgetary classifi- 
cation of the costs of dental service in the Health De- 
partment has resulted in these amounts being included — 
in the Personal Service group, instead of the Contractual 
Service group. : 

The largest single increase in the group for Con- 
tractual Services is attributable to the increased costs 
of the contracts for ash and garbage removal and dis- 
posal. Approval by the War Labor Board of increases 
of 20 cents an hour in pay for employees of private 
contractors engaged in this work has resulted in in- 
creased contract prices. Long deferred maintenance 
and repair work in our plant and equipment, aggravated 
by inability to make replacements, account for the 
remainder. 

Wartime priorities have made the acquisition of new 
equipment unpredictable, with a corresponding reduc- 
tion in allowances in the C Group. 

Prices in general having been more or less stabilized, 
there is relatively slight change in the group require- 
ments for Groups D and E, Supplies and Materials, 
respectively. 

Group F includes pensions, workmen’s compensation 
and various types of public welfare, soldiers’ relief, and 
old age assistance. A substantial decrease in the de- 
pendent aid category of relief is practically offset by 
the overlay requirements of more liberal provision for 
our old age assistance needs inaugurated during the 
past year. Ample provision has been made for antici- 
pated needs in each item. 

Comparable provision has been made for the con- 
tinuance of the emergency compensation allotment, and 
for snow removal. 


APPROPRIATIONS. S 


To the customary Special Appropriation items have 
been added a substantial appropriation for securing and 
removing of unsafe buildings, funds for a survey of the 
school system by the Finance Commission (passed by 
the City Council January 24, 1944), and also a special 
appropriation for the establishment of a Reception and 
Information Centre for Boston War Veterans (passed by 
the City Council January 24, 1944). 

Amended charter provisions limit departmental work 
programs until passage of the budget. Wartime con- 
ditions make it desirable that this procedure be expe- 
dited. In order, therefore, to afford the maximum 
opportunity for unrestricted departmental functioning, 
permit me to urge prompt consideration of, and action 
upon, this budget.

Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the financial 
year beginning with the first day of January, 1944, for performing the 
duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, or 
by vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, 
or County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, the respective 
sums of money specified in the tables and schedules hereinafter set out 
be, and the same are, hereby appropriated for the several departments 
and for the objects and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriation for Water Service, current expenses, 
and the payment to the State, under the provisions of chapter 488 of the 
Acts of 1895, and acts in addition or amendment thereto, and for the 
interest and debt requirements or for loans issued for water purposes be 
met by the income of said works and any excess over income from taxes; 
that the appropriation for Printing Department be met by the depart- 
ment income and any excess over income from taxes; and the appro- 
priation for the City Record be met by the income of said publication 
and any excess over income from taxes; and the appropriation for the 
Trafic Tunnel be met by the income from tolls and any excess over 
income from taxes, in accordance with the provisions of section 11, chap- 
ter 297, of the Acts of 1929, as amended by chapter 74 of the Acts of 
1935; and the appropriation for the Board of Real Estate Commissioners 
be met by the income of said board, exclusive of proceeds from the sale 
of foreclosed property, and any excess over income from taxes; that 
the other appropriations hereinafter specified be met out of the money 
remaining in the treasury at the close of business on December 31, 1948, 
exclusive of the money raised by loan or needed to carry out the require- 
ments of any statute, gift, trust or special appropriation; by the income 
of the financial year beginning January 1, 1944; by taxes on the polls 
and estates in the City of Boston; and by the proceeds of any duly 
authorized loans. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income of 
the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston be paid into the 
general treasury, and that all contributions made to any appropriation 
be expended for the objects and purposes directed by the several 
contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the city, 
and all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of the state tax 
for the year 1944, or for any other taxes or assessments payable to the 
Commonwealth shall be payable in two equal installments, on July first 
and on October first of 1944; that interest shall be charged on all taxes 
remaining unpaid after the first day of November, 1944, in accordance 
with the provisions of chapter 59, section 57, of the General Laws, as 
amended, until paid, except the taxes assessed upon shares of national 
banks, which shall bear interest at the rate of 12 per cent per annum 
from the first day of October, 1944, until paid, and that all interest which 
shall have become due on taxes shall be added to and be part of such 
taxes. 

Ordered, That except as the appropriation for any purpose or item 
shall be increased by additional appropriations or transfers lawfully 
made, no money shall be expended by any department for any of the 
purposes or items designated in the tables and schedules hereinafter set 
out in excess of the amount set down as appropriated for such specific 
purpose or item.

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APPROPRIATIONS AND TAX ORDERS FOR 
THE FINANCIAL YEAR 1944 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the financial 
year beginning with the first day of January, 1944, for performing the 
duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, or 
by vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, 
or County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, the respective 
sums of money specified in the tables and schedules hereinafter set out 
be, and the same are, hereby appropriated for the several departments 
and for the objects and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriation for Water Service, current expenses, 
and the payment to the State, under the provisions of chapter 488 of the 
Acts of 1895, and acts in addition or amendment thereto, and for the 
interest and debt requirements or for loans issued for water purposes be 
met by the income of said works and any excess over income from taxes; 
that the appropriation for Printing Department be met by the depart- 
ment income and any excess over income from taxes; and the appro- 
priation for the City Record be met by the income of said publication 
and any excess over income from taxes; and the appropriation for the 
Traffic Tunnel be met by the income from tolls and any excess over 
income from taxes, in accordance with the provisions of section 11, chap- 
ter 297, of the Acts of 1929, as amended by chapter 74 of the Acts of 
1935; and the appropriation for the Board of Real Estate Commissioners 
be met by the income of said board, exclusive of proceeds from the sale 
of foreclosed property, and any excess over income from taxes; that 
the other appropriations hereinafter specified be met out of the money 
remaining in the treasury at the close of business on December 31, 1943, 
exclusive of the money raised by loan or needed to carry out the require- 
ments of any statute, gift, trust or special appropriation; by the income 
of the financial year beginning January 1, 1944; by taxes on the polls 
and estates in the City of Boston; and by the proceeds of any duly 
authorized loans. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income of 
the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston be paid into the 
general treasury, and that all contributions made to any appropriation 
be expended for the objects and purposes directed by the several 
contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the city, 
and all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of the state tax 
for the year 1944, or for any other taxes or assessments payable to the 
Commonwealth shall be payable in two equal installments, on July first 
and on October first of 1944; that interest shall be, charged on all taxes 
remaining unpaid after the first day of November, 1944, in accordance 
with the provisions of chapter 59, section 57, of the General Laws, as 
amended, until paid, except the taxes assessed upon shares of national 
banks, which shall bear interest at the rate of 12 per cent per annum 
from the first day of October, 1944, until paid, and that all interest which 
shall have become due on taxes shall be added to and be part of such 
taxes. 

Ordered, That except as the appropriation for any purpose or item 
shall be increased by additional appropriations or transfers lawfully 
made, no money shall be expended by any department for any of the 
purposes or items designated in the tables and schedules hereinafter set 
out in excess of the amount set down as appropriated for such specific 
purpose or item.

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ORDINANCES OF 1944, CHAPTER 1, 


CONCERNING THE ELECTRICAL INSPECTION 
DIVISION OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Forty-Four. 


Be it ordained by the Crty Council of Boston, as follows: 


Chapter fifteen of the Revised Ordinances of 1925 is 
hereby amended by striking out section ten and inserting 
in place thereof the following: 

Section 10. The fire commissioner shall exercise the 
powers and perform the duties imposed by law upon the 
wire commissicner, and shall establish in the fire depart- 
ment a division to be known as the electrical inspection 
division. ‘The electrical inspection division shall be in 
charge of a deputy appointed by the fire commissioner, 
who, under the direction of the fire commissioner, shall 
carry out the provisions and requirements of law relating 
to wires and inspection of wires, and the installation and 
use of electric conductors and appliances in buildings in 
the city of Boston. The salary of the deputy shall be 
fixed by the fire commissioner, subject to the approval 
of the mayor.

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NATION CANNOT SURVIVE INTERNAL 
PERSECUTION OF ITS CITIZENS 


AN ORATION DELIVERED AT 


FANEUIL HALL, JULY 4, 1944

No son of New England could remain unmoved 
after an invitation to join in the commemorative 
ceremonies at this noble shrine of New England’s 
decisive role in the struggle for American liberty. 
No American could be other than thrilled by the 
opportunity to join that long line of distinguished 
speakers who have annually come upon this rostrum 
since before the birth of the Republic. No son of 
Connecticut could conceal his pride for the privilege 
to speak in Faneuil Hall. 

This is the place where the courageous spokesmen 
of our forefathers sounded the keynote of a new 
nation. This is the tribune from which staunch 
patriots dared to utter the challenge of free men in a 
new world. Here in this very hall the men of New 
England gathered to hear the words, and to learn the 
principles of freedom, for which they were prepared 
to fight and to die. We from the outer parts of New 
England envy the citizens of Boston in their possession 
of the historic places which mean so much to all 
Americans. 
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A city is indeed fair which holds within its pre- 
cincts the sacred monuments of a nation’s glory. But 
we would remind you that these treasures of our- 
history belong in a larger sense to all New Englanders 
and, indeed, to all Americans. The shots from the 
muskets at Lexington and Concord may have been 
“heard round the world’’, but they were heard first 
by the men of New England. From Connecticut, 
from Rhode Island, from the upper regions of New 
England’s mountains, as well as from the farms of 
Massachusetts, sturdy patriots assembled on the fields 
of Cambridge, and in their wake came, no less sturdy 
and no less courageous, the sons of New York, New 
Jersey, Virginia and the others of the Thirteen Colonies. 

Thus, on the banks of the River Charles, in the 
old Colony, and in New England, was the first Amer- 
ican Army formed, and a common struggle joined, 
out of which was born the Republic we celebrate 
today. And so, I say to you that in preserving and 
cherishing these places where our history was made 
the citizens of Boston and of the ‘great Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts are in fact custodians for all 
the people of America. 


I have referred to the gathering of patriots in 
Cambridge in 1775, out of which the first American 
Army came into being. Consider for a moment what 
that army was; and compare it with the mighty 
legions of America today. In the beginning it con- 
sisted of no more than a few thousand men, who 
literally had left their ploughs in the field, and their 
shops unclosed, .to bring aid to the embattled men of 
Massachusetts. ‘They were untrained and unorgan- 
ized. ‘They had neither uniforms nor equipment save 
what each patriot himself could supply. They lin- 
gered for months without plan or strategy, save the 
undying spirit to fight for freedom. 

Yet, out of that motley array was moulded, under 
the genius of Washington and his able officers, many 
of them from New England, an army which was able 
to wage seven years of relentless war — to the final 
victory at Yorktown. What was the key to that 
miracle? Certainly it was not previous training, or a 
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war-like disposition of the settlers in America. ‘They 
were men of peace. They braved the hardships of a 
new and unexplored land in search of peace. They 
were men of peaceful pursuits. Their muskets were 
weapons for home defense and implements for secur- 
ing food from the forests. How then could they have 
been transformed into a disciplined military organ- 
ization capable of out-maneuvering, out-marching, 
and out-fighting the best trained professional soldiers 
of Europe? 

There is only one answer. Thé First American 
Army, established on the fields of Cambridge, Massa- 
chusetts, like the great American Army of today, was 
the product of the American spirit. Then, as now, it 
was an army of citizens; then, as now, it was an army 
of free men; then, as now, it was an army of men who 
knew why they fought, and who knew the awful 
consequences if they failed. It was their resolute 
purpose to maintain their new country as a free 
country that compelled them to go about the business 
of creating an army and waging victorious war. 

That same Continental Army marches on today 
with the millions of Americans in Europe, and in 
Asia, and through the enemy-infested islands of the 
Pacific. ‘Those who then sailed the seas with Barry 
and Jones sail again with the lads of our Navy and 
Coast Guard on all of the perilous seven seas. New 
weapons are at hand. The scale of warfare is broader; 
and the fields of battle are more far-flung — but it is 
the same American spirit — the same will to win — 
and the same understanding of what is at stake — 
that gives to our men in battle today the strength and 
the courage to vanquish the hordes of Nazis and Japs 
who until lately believed themselves unconquerable. 

It is well, on this Day of Independence, that we 
celebrate the immortal quality of this Spirit of 
America. It is well, too, that we whose racial her- 
itage may not reach back to the Colonial days on this 
side of the water join in that celebration. We also 
are partakers of the American spirit. We love the 
rocks and rills of this, our country, because we too 
have sought and found our freedom here. Our sons 
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fight for that freedom with the same purpose and the 
same resolve as the direct descendants of the minute- 
men of the Old Colony. 

The Yankee Division today is no less patriotic, no 
less American, no less dedicated to a final victory for 
freedom in this great country than was the Conti- 
nental Army that camped on the Charles in 1775. 


It is right, therefore, that we pay tribute not only 
to the patriots of the Revolution, who in this setting 
struck the first blow for America, but also to our own 
sons, the flesh and blood of this generation, who fight 
all over the world for the same free country. 

The Continental Army achieved its first great 
victory in the liberation of Boston. The American 
Army today is also the liberator of cities. The world 
was amazed when the proud regiments of George the 
Third evacuated this prize port of the new world, 
rather than endure a siege laid by the farmers of New 
England. ‘The world today is equally thrilled by the 
liberation of Rome — the first city of all Christendom 
— through the triumphant marches of an American 

Army in Italy. 

: It must have been with fervent prayers of thanks- 
giving that the people of the Eternal City watched the 
banners of the new world, many of them carried by 
Italian-American doughboys, as they passed through 
the historic arches of that ancient citadel. The liber- 
ation of Rome by American troops this year means 
what the winning of Boston meant in the Revolution. 
It means that American freedom is on the march, 
carrying with it the blessings of liberty. It means 
that other great cities now in the hands of aggressors 
shall also fall. It means that victory and peace, for 
all liberty-loving peoples, are near at hand. 

But Independence Day is not a day for the cele- 
bration only of victories in battle. On this day in 
1776 our forefathers, while in the midst of battle, pro- 
claimed to the world the basic principles of political 
freedom as conceived by men who had undertaken to 
hew a new nation out of the forests of an unexplored 
continent. The Declaration of Independence was an 
inevitable proclamation, because it gave expression to 
the very hearts of the Colonists. It was also a timely 
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document, because while war was still waged, and the 
outcome still in doubt, it gave direction and inspir- 
ation to the men on the battle line. They knew why 
they fought, but they needed to know that all the 
people of the Colonies were dedicated to the same 
high purpose. 

And so, when the couriers galloped away from 
Philadelphia, bringing news to all the Colonies, north 
and south, of the final, irrevocable and unanimous de- 
cision that the fight was for a new nation — based 
upon the eternal principles of freedom — national 
unity in the new world was born. In this respect, 
and at this hour, we present-day Americans might 
well give renewed strength to our men in arms by 
evidence of a greater unity here behind the lines. 

Today we still hold firmly to the doctrines of that 
eighteenth-century declaration. As our forefathers 
arraigned George the Third for his indefensible acts of 
aggression in America — so do we charge our enemies 
with crimes against freedom. As our forefathers — 
for the right to be self-governed, and free from the 
aggression of tyrants — pledged to each other their 
lives, their fortunes and their sacred honor, so do we, 
today, dedicate all that we are, and all that we have, 
for triumph of the just cause we defend. 

“Total war” is thought to be a new concept. No 
one who reads the Declaration of Independence, and 
who knows of the unqualified and unanimous support 
which that declaration received from the patriots in 
every colony, can doubt that total war, total effort, 
and total sacrifice were pledged by the people of 
America as they created and sought to defend a new 
nation on this continent. 

Today the world marvels at the speed, the effi- 
ciency, and the success with which the United States 
has been mobilized and transformed into the most 
powerful war machine on earth. But I say to you 
that the totality of our war effort today is no more 
remarkable than the totality of the war effort of those 
patriots who, surrounded by the institutions, the gar- 
risons, and the vested interests of a despotic royal 
system, dared to rebel and to fight up and down this 
Atlantic seaboard until victory was theirs. 
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“Life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness.” 
These are the inalienable, God-given rights for which 
this nation was made and for which it still fights. 
When we recite this hallowed phrase we dwell most 
often upon “‘liberty,’’ and too little upon “pursuit of 
happiness.” We are ever vigilant for the protection 
of that institutional liberty which is based upon a 
democratic form of government. Let us not be for- 
getful of the God-given right to pursue happiness 
under any form of government. | 


Happiness as visualized by the authors of the 
Declaration was that sublime state in which indi- 
viduals would be at peace with their God and at peace 
with their neighbors. It did not imply reckless mirth 
or license or any of the outward signs of earthly 
pleasure. Men may know happiness in hardship, 
privation and suffering, if they are good and chari- 
table men, and true sons of God. 


But oppression by a tyrant is the denial of the 
right to happiness, because it is a challenge to the 
dignity of one who is created in the image of God — . 
and that, in essence, was the charge made against 
George the Third. 

If we are true to the Declaration of Independence, 
we are obliged, as patriotic Americans, to insist upon 
the observance of the inalienable rights of men from 
all quarters — both within and without our country. 
And if we fight today to preserve a system of free 
government that is based upon the dignity of man, as 
we do, we must be careful that our own actions, 
within our own country, are consistent with our war 
alms. ! 

It is lamentable indeed, in this hour of great 
national crisis, that we should have to admit that the 
pursuit of happiness seems threatened even within 
our own borders. While we send our sons beyond the 
seas, to wage war against the aggressor of mankind, 
we permit to thrive among our own citizenry the 
cancerous growth of intolerance. While we proclaim 
to the world our national adherence to the inalienable 
rights of man, and our irrevocable dedication to the 
civil and religious guarantees of our own American 
constitution, we are blind to the insidious spread of 
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racial and religious persecutions — even in neighbor- 
hoods where the initial battles for American freedom 
were fought. 


No nation, however strong, however clothed with 
the outward symbol of liberty, can survive the in- 
ternal persecution of its own citizens — even though 
the persecution be aimed at a small minority. The 
creatness of America might quickly be dissolved if 
this became a land where the deserving humble people 
of other parts of the world might no Jonger find pro- 
tection. The proud banner of our Republic will be 
forever sullied if we allow rampant intolerance to 
strike down defenseless persons because of their race 
or creed. There are those of us who still believe that 
the blessings which have been showered upon this land 
flow from a God who gives His grace to those who 
observe the basic virtues of good men. 

By and large, the American people have been a 
charitable people. In the past, waves of ignorance 
and intolerance have beaten in vain against the strong 
and open heart of America. Let us in this hour, by 
our individual and collective rededication to the prin- 
ciples of our Declaration of Independence, resolve 
that the heart of America shall once more take unto 
her protection and care all those of our fellow citizens 
who are threatened with the cursed affliction of 
persecution. ; 

It was one hundred sixty-eight years ago today 
that a group of heroic Americans affixed their names 
to the Declaration of Independence. Among the 
charges which they made against George the Third 
was that he had “excited domestic insurrection”’ 
amongst the colonists. The signers representing the 
Massachusetts: Bay Colony were Samuel and John 
Adams and Robert Treat Paine and Elbridge Gerry. 
They were not unmindful of the dangers to follow. 
They knew, oh, so well, the consequences of failure. 
They were, as well, confident in “the protection of 
Divine Providence,” as they pledged to each other 
their “lives, . . . fortunes, and [their] sacred 
honor.”’ 

By this great Declaration they set forth on a great 
adventure — an adventure resulting finally in the 
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establishment of the richest and most powerful nation 
in the world. Down through the years since that 
time, from generation to generation, has come the 
heritage which is now in our hands— and which is 
now being defended by our sons — our sons who are 
fighting on land and sea, and under the sea and in the 
air, all over the world. Largely through them we 
shall preserve the heritage, untarnished, for those 
generations yet to come. 

Many of our sons will die — as men died in this 
neighborhood a long time ago—and to fully keep 
faith with them we must, this time, be certain of the 
role in which we are cast. ‘They have met the enemy. 
They have suffered the weight and fullness of his 
brutality. They have seen the whites of his eyes, 
and have felt his steel, and they now know, as we do, 
that in God’s good time victory on the battlefield will 
be ours. When that victory comes — and God speed 
the day — and our enemies lay down their arms, our 
task is not yet finished. We must insist — under 
God’s further guidance, upon a peace that will be 
lasting. We must stay at that task, and it may be 
a difficult task, until confident that tyrants cannot 
again rise to torment and torture men and nations. 

The world leadership established by the courage, 
and the vision, and the blood of the founders, must be 
maintained and exercised. We must renew our love 
for our neighbor, and our confidence in es, other 
here at home. 

Those who lighted the flame so many sear ago, 
just yonder at Concord Bridge, showed us the way, 
and we must keep that torch aglow, and held so high 
as to give light to the world. 

On occasions during the passing years there have 
been mistakes, but there must not be-a mistake this 
time. 

Our loyal legions press forward, building battle 
monuments all over the globe — monuments in the ° 
form of restored freedom and peace — and we here at 
home, whose hearts beat with theirs, ask God’s help 
as we seek to make certain that that peace shall 
endure. 
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ORDINANCES OF 1944, CHAPTER 2. 
CONCERNING THE DISPLAYING OF FLAGS. 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Forty-Four. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


The United States flags shall be displayed, unless the 
weather is unsuitable, upon the city hall on every day 
except Sunday, and upon the other public buildings 
and public places where flag poles are available on 
Franklin’s birthday, January 17; Lincoln’s birthday, 
February 12; Washington’s birthday, February 22; 
Evacuation Day, March 17; Patriots’ Day, April 19; 
Grant’s birthday, April 27; Memorial Day, May 30; 
Flag Day, June 14; Bunker Hill Day, June 17; Inde- 
pendence Day, July 4; Labor Day, first Monday in 
September; anniversary of the settlement of Boston, 
September 17; Columbus Day, October 12; Armistice 
Day, November 11; and on such other days as the 
mayor or the city council may from time to time order. 
Whenever any of the above-named days falls on Sunday 
the flags shall be displayed on the following day. It 
shall be the duty of the superintendent of public 
buildings and the city messenger to display the flags 
in accordance with this ordinance.

CONCERNING THE SALARIES OF FIRST 
ASSISTANT ASSESSORS. | 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Forty-Four. 
Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


Section five of chapter three of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1925, as most recently amended by chapter 
one of the Ordinances of 1938, is hereby further amended 
by striking out that portion thereof dealing with the 
salaries of the assessors and inserting in place thereof 
the following: 

“The assessors — the chairman, seven thousand five 
hundred dollars; each of the four other assessors, six 
thousand dollars; each first assistant assessor, eight 
hundred and fifty dollars for street work and prepara- 
tion therefor, and eight hundred and fifty dollars for 
services on dooming board and work on abatements and 
investigations; and each first assistant assessor perform- 
ing, at the request of the board of assessors, services in 
addition to those mentioned, such additional sum not 
exceeding two hundred dollars as may be fixed by said 
board with the approval of the Mayor.”’

CHAPTER 1. 





CoNCERNING BONDS OF THE CITY COLLECTOR AND THE 
Ciry TREASURER. 


Chapter three of the Revised Ordinances of 1925 is 
hereby amended in section three, by striking out in the 
clause establishing the bond of the city collector the 
words “‘seventy-five thousand dollars” and inserting in 
place thereof the words “‘one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars”; and by striking out in the clause establishing 
the bond of the city treasurer the words ‘‘one hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars’ and inserting in place thereof 
the words “three hundred thousand dollars.”

CoNCERNING Merat Prriops, of MEMBERS OF THE 
FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Section three of chapter fifteen of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of nineteen hundred and twenty-five is hereby 
amended by adding at the end of said section the follow- 
ing:— and provided further that each member of the 
fire department while on a twenty-four hour tour of duty 
may be allowed one meal period of one and one quarter 
hours while on such tour of duty — so that section three 
as amended shall read: 

Section 8. The hours of duty of the day force shall 
be from eight o’clock ante meridian to six o’clock post 
meridian, and the hours of duty of the night force shall 
be from six o’clock post meridian to eight o’clock ante 
meridian; provided, that on every third day, for the pur- 
pose of alternating the day force with the night force and 
vice versa, the number of hours of duty herein stated 
may be exceeded, but one force shall be at liberty, at 
all times, except as otherwise provided in section four 
of this ordinance; and provided further that each mem- 
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ber of the fire department while on a twenty-four hour 
tour of duty may be allowed one meal period of one and 
one quarter hours while on such tour of duty.

CONCERNING THE CONSERVATION BUREAU. 


Section 1. The conservation bureau created pur- 
suant to section five, chapter eighteen, of the Revised 
Ordinances of nineteen hundred and twenty-five is 
hereby abolished. 

Sect. 2. The health commissioner shall establish in 
addition to the other divisions of the health department 
a conservation division for the purpose of conserving life 
and promoting public health. The scope and character 
of the work to be done by the conservation division shall 
be the study of conditions and problems of cancer 
and contagious diseases. Temporary and permanent 
employees necessary to carry on the work of the conser- 
vation division shall be appointed and their compensa- 
tion fixed in the same manner as other employees of the 
health department and their compensation and other | 
expenses of the conservation division paid from appro- 
priations available for the purpose in the same manner 
as other expenses of the health department.

CONCERNING THE TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 


The treasurer may appoint an assistant cashier who 
shall furnish a bond in the penal sum of ten thousand 
dollars to the treasurer as obligee, with sureties satis- 
factory to the mayor, for the faithful performance of his 
duties and for the safe custody of money and other 
property entrusted to him. The assistant cashier may 
in addition to such other duties as the treasurer may 
require him to perform sign, in the name and behalf of 
the treasurer, if countersigned by said assistant cashier, 
all checks which may be required for the payment of the 
pay rolls of the school committee.

Section 1. The powers and duties of the trustees 
of the Boston sanatorium department exercised and 
performed in connection with the buildings and work 
carried on in the Mattapan district are hereby trans- 
ferred to the trustees of the hospital department who, 
in addition to their other powers and duties, shall here- 
after exercise said powers and perform said duties. 

Sect. 2. All other powers and duties of the trustees 
of the Boston sanatorium department and more 
especially those powers and duties in connection with 
the out-patient division are hereby transferred to the 
health commissioner who, in addition to his other powers 
and duties, shall hereafter exercise and perform said 
powers and duties. 

Smcr. 3. The offices of the trustees of the Boston 
sanatorium department are hereby abolished.

4. The fee or total charge made for any seat any- 
where in or on said premises for the witnessing of the 
playing of professional athletic outdoor sports or games 
shall in no case be greater on the Lord’s Day than on 
each week day. 

5. The license shall be for a term ending on November 
15 in each year and the fee established herein shall be 
for a year or any portion thereof. 

6. The license fee for the period expiring November 
15, 1929, shall be $2,500 for any privately owned park 
or field which has a seating capacity of more than 
40,000 persons; $1,750 where the seating capacity is 
more than 380,000 persons; $1,000 where the seating 
capacity is more than 20,000 persons; $500 where the 
seating capacity is more than 10,000 persons; and $100 
where the seating capacity is less than 10,000 persons. 
Any license granted by the city council shall not be 
issued until payment of the fee prescribed in this 
regulation. ) 
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7. No licensee shall permit any temporary seats or 
other obstruction of any kind or nature in any aisle, 
stairway or passageway of any grandstand, bleachers, 
or other structure on said described premises, nor allow 
any persons thereon or therein to remain in any aisle, 
stairway or passageway during the playing of any sport 
or game on said premises. 

8. The licensee shall permit any police officers 
detailed by the police department to enter and inspect 
said premises at all times and shall employ to preserve 
order on said premises only regular police officers desig- 
nated therefor by the police commissioner or the com- 
manding officer of the division, and shall pay to the 
police commissioner for the services of such regular 
police officers such amount as shall be fixed by the 
commissioner. 

9. The licensee shall permit at all times to enter 
and be about said premises such members of the fire 
department as shall be detailed by the fire commis- 
sioner to guard against fire; shall keep in good condition 
and so as to be easily accessible such standpipes, hose, 
water pails, axes, extinguishers and other apparatus as 
the fire commissioner may require and shall allow 
such members of the fire department in case of fire on 
said premises to exercise exclusive control and direction 
of all employees and of all means and apparatus for the 
extinguishing of fire therein. 

10. The licensee agrees to accept a license, if granted, 
on the express condition that said licensee shall conform 
to these rules and regulations and that the license is 
subject to revocation for any violation thereof.

Nothing herein contained 
shall be construed to prohibit playing by a band or 
orchestra in a hall, building or in the open air, but this 
exception shall not apply to a reproduction of such 
playing by any machine or device. 

Any person, firm or corporation violating 
the provisions of this ordinance shall be subject to a 
penalty not exceeding twenty dollars for each offence.

Srotion 1. Appointments of constables shall specify 
in each case whether the appointment is for a position 
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connected with the city or county service to serve with- 
out bond or for the service of civil process upon the 
filing of the bond required by law. 

Sect. 2. From and after the date of the passage of 
this ordinance no persons other than those already 
appointed, confirmed and qualified as constables shall 
be appointed or reappointed as constables with authority 
to serve civil process upon filing bonds until such time 
as the number of such constables shall have been reduced 
to one hundred and fifty. Thereafter the number of 
constables authorized to serve civil process upon filing 
bonds shall be limited to one hundred and fifty.

1. The fee for the licenses of employing gas fitters

2. The fee for a certificate of municipal liens, item- 
izing taxes and other assessments on real estate, pro- 
vided for under section 23 of chapter 60 of the General 
Laws, shall be $2.50. 

The fee for the permit for the removal and 
transportation of garbage, offal, or other offensive sub- 
stances, provided for under section 31A of chapter 111 
of the General Laws, as amended, shall be $5.00 for 
each vehicle used in such removal and transportation. 

4. The fee for the license to deliver, exchange, 
expose for sale or sell, or have in one’s custody or pos- 
session with intent so to do, any milk, skimmed milk 
or cream provided for in section 41 of chapter 94 of the 
General Laws shall be $1.00 for each location and $1.00 
for each vehicle used for the purpose authorized by 
said license. | 

5. The fee for the license to sell oleomargarine pro- 
vided for under sections 52 and 53 of chapter 94 of the 
General Laws shall be $1.00 for each location and $1.00 
for each vehicle used for the purposes authorized by 
said license. | 

6. The fee for the license for occupying or using a 
building or other premises for carrying on the business 
of slaughtering cattle, sheep or other noxious or offen- 
sive trade and occupation or permitting or allowing 
said trade or occupation to be carried on upon premises 
owned or occupied by the person carrying on said busi- 
ness or trade or occupation, provided for under section 
151 of chapter 111 of the General Laws shall be $25.00 
per annum. 

7. The fee for the license for innholders provided for 
under section 2 of chapter 140 of the General Laws 
shall be $25.00, provided, however, that in the event that 
an innholder is the holder of a license for the sale of 
alcoholic beverages said fee shall be $5.00. . 

8. The fee for the license for common victuallers 
provided for under section 2 of chapter 140 of the 
General Laws shall be $7.50. 

9. The fee for the license to persons to keep open 
their places of business for the retail sale of beverages 
provided for under section 21A of chapter 140 of the 
General Laws shall be $2.00. 

10. The fee for a permit for the following signs and 
other structures projecting into ways provided for 
under section 8 of chapter 85 of the General Laws shall 
be— 

(a) Plain signs of cloth or canvas 20 cents per 
square foot per month or fraction thereof. 

(b) Illuminated signs twenty square feet or 
less, $3.00 per annum; more than twenty square 
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feet up to and including forty square feet, $5.00 
per annum; more than forty square feet, $5.00 per 
annum, plus 10 cents per annum for each addi- 
tional square foot or fraction thereof in excess of 
forty square feet; provided, however, that when any 
illuminated sign projects over the public way in 
excess of five feet, there shall be an additional fee 
of $1.00 per annum for each linear foot or fraction 
thereof of said excess projection. 

(c) Marquees—twenty. linear feet or less, 
$10.00 per annum; more than twenty linear feet, 
$10.00 per annum, plus 10 cents per annum for 
each additional linear foot or fraction thereof in 
excess of twenty linear feet. 

(d) Canopies — $1.00 for each permit for one 
day and $20.00 for each permit for one year. 

(e) All other signs and structures for which a 
permit may be required under the provisions of 
said section 8 of chapter 85 of the General Laws, 
$2.00 per annum. 


provided, however, that the maximum aggregate fee for 
all permits granted for signs and other structures for 
which a permit may be required under the provisions of 
said section 8 of chapter 85 of the General Laws shall be 
$100.00 per annum for any one person at any one 
location. 

11. The fee for a license for the use of public streets 
for the storage and sale of merchandise provided for 
under chapter 584 of the Acts of 1907 shall be not less 
than $5.00 nor more than $300.00 for each license issued. 

12. The fee for the license for the keeping, storage, 
manufacture or sale of crude petroleum or any of its 
products or explosive or inflammable fluids or compounds 
provided for under section 13 of chapter 148 of the 
General Laws, as amended, shall be as follows: 


For structures with a storage capacity of 1 to 
500 gallons, $10.00. 

For structures with a storage capacity of 501 to 
2,000 gallons, $15.00. 

For structures with a storage capacity of 2,501 to 
5,000 gallons, $20.00. 

For structures with a storage capacity of 5,001 
to 10,000 gallons, $40.00. 
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For structures with a storage capacity of 10,001 
to 50,000 gallons, $80.00. 

For structures with a storage capacity of 50,001 
to 100,000 gallons, $150.00. 

For structures with a storage capacity of 100,001 
to 1,000,000 gallons, $250.00.

SecTION 1. Chapter twelve of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1925 is hereby amended by striking out section 
one and inserting in place thereof the following: Sec- 
tion 1.— The city planning department shall be under 
the charge of a board of nine members who shall serve 
without pay, at least one of whom shall be a woman.

The board as first established 
shall consist of one member appointed for the term of 
one year, two members appointed for the term of two 
years, two members appointed for the term of three 
years, two members appointed for the term of four 
years and two members appointed for the term of 
five years respectively. ‘The present members of the 
board shall continue to serve until the expiration of their 
respective terms. All subsequent appointments shall be 
for the term of five years. The several heads of depart- 
ments of the city of Boston shall, on request of the 
board supply it with all information in their possession 
useful for its duties. 

Sect. 2. Section one of chapter two of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1925 is hereby amended by striking out 
in the fifth line of the second last paragraph from the 
end of said section relating to appointments of officers 


for the term of five years, the words — ‘‘One member 
of the city planning board’’ — and inserting in place 
thereof the words — ‘‘One member of the city planning 


board in the years in which the term of one member 
expires and two members of the city planning board in 
the years in which the terms of two members expire.” 
Sect. 3. This ordinance shall take effect on May 1, 
1940.

PROHIBITING UNNECESSARY NOISE. 


SecTION 1. Sections 91 and 92 of Chapter 39 of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1925, as amended, and Chapter 4 
of the Ordinances of 1931 are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 2. Chapter 39 of the Revised Ordinances of 
1925, as amended, is hereby amended by inserting 
therein the following section: 

SEcTION 91. (a) Subject to the provisions of this 
section, the creation of any unreasonably loud, disturb- 
ing and unnecessary noise in the city is prohibited. 
Noise of such character, intensity and duration as to 
be detrimental to the life or health of any individual is 
prohibited. 

(b) The following acts are declared to be loud, dis- 
turbing and unnecessary noises in violation of this 
section, but said enumeration shall not be deemed to be 
exclusive, namely: 

1. The sounding of any horn or signal device on any 
automobile, motorcycle, bus, street car or other vehicle 
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while not in motion, except as a danger signal; the 
sounding of any horn or signal device on any such 
vehicle while in motion, except as a danger signal after 
or as brakes are being applied and deceleration of the 
vehicle is intended; and the sounding of any such horn 
or signal device for an unnecessary and unreasonable 
period of time; provided that any such noise shall be 
plainly audible at a distance of one hundred feet. 

2. The playing of any radio, phonograph, or any 
musical instrument or other instrument intended or 
utilized so as to reproduce sound, in:such a manner or 
with such volume as to annoy or disturb the quiet, 
comfort or repose of persons in any dwelling, hotel or 
other type of residence; provided that any such noise 
shall be plainly audible at a distance of fifty feet and 
provided that nothing herein contained shall be con- 
strued to prohibit playing by a band or orchestra in a 
hall, building, or in the open air. 

3. The keeping of any animal or bird which by 
biting or by causing frequent or long continued noise 
shall disturb the quiet, comfort or repose of any person 
in the vicinity. 

4. The use of any automobile, motorcycle, street 
car or other vehicle so out of repair or so loaded or in 
such manner as to create loud and unnecessary grating, © 
grinding, rattling or other noise; provided that any 
such noise shall be plainly audible at a distance of one 
hundred feet. 

5. The blowing of any steam. whistle attached to 
any stationary boiler, except to give notice of the time 
to begin or to stop work or as an alarm or danger signal. 

6. The discharge into the open air of the exhaust 
of any steam engine, stationary internal combustion 
engine, motor vehicle, motor boat or outboard motor 
engine, except through a muffler or other device which 
will effectively prevent loud or explosive noises 
therefrom. 

7. The erection, demolition, alteration, or repair of 
any building, and excavation in regard thereto, except 
between the hours of seven a. m. and six p. m. on 
weekdays or except, in the interest of public safety 
or welfare, upon the issuance of and pursuant to a permit 
from the building commissioner, which permit may be 
renewed for one or more periods of not exceeding one 
week each. 

8. The creation of any excessive noise on any street 
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adjacent to any school, institution of learning, or court 
while the same is in session, or adjacent to any hospital 
or church, which unreasonably interferes with the con- 
duct of the foregoing; provided that any such noise 
shall be plainly audible at a distance of twenty-five 
feet and provided that a conspicuous warning sign, 
using appropriate words, has been displayed in such 
street indicating that the same is a school, hospital, 
church or court street. 

9. The creation of a loud and excessive noise in 
connection with loading or unloading any vehicle or 
the opening and destruction of bales, boxes, crates and 
containers.

CHAPTER 3. 





CONCERNING BUILDERS’ LICENSES. 


Section seven of chapter ten of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1925 is hereby amended by adding thereto the 
following words: 

‘‘Or any person serving more than ten years as a 
building inspector for the city of Boston may on his 
retirement and on recommendation of the building com- 
missioner be granted by said board a license covering 
all classes. Said license to be in effect during good 
behavior and without payment of any fees.”

CoNCERNING Tax TITLE PROPERTY. 


Chapter twenty-five of the Revised Ordinances of 1925 
is hereby amended by striking out section seven, as in- 
serted by section three of chapter three of the Ordinances 
of 1935 and as amended by chapter two of the Ordinances 
of 1937, and by inserting in place thereof the following 
new section seven: 

Section 7. The foreclosed real estate division is 
hereby established as a division of the public buildings 
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department. The division shall be in charge of the person 
appointed as custodian of foreclosed real estate under 
the authority of, and who shall exercise the powers 
and perform the duties provided by, chapter three hun- 
dred and fifty-eight of the Acts of 1988 as amended. 
The custodian may expend, in the performance of his 
duties, such sums as may be specified in the annual 
budget and the expenses so incurred shall be paid from 
the income of the division, exclusive of the proceeds 
from the sale of foreclosed property, or, if the income 
is insufficient, from such appropriations as may be made 
by the mayor and city council. In the discharge of his 
duties the custodian may obtain the assistance of em- 
ployees of the public buildings department to the extent 
that may be approved by the superintendent. Any real 
estate acquired by the city through the foreclosure of 
tax titles which may be deemed valuable for any public 
purpose may be transferred, by order of the city council 
approved by the mayor, from the care, custody, manage- 
ment and control of the custodian to the care, custody, 
management and control of any city department. 
[Approved August 18, 1941. 


CHAPTER 5. 





CONCERNING CIVILIAN DEFENSE. 


SEcTION 1. There is hereby established the City of 
Boston Committee on Public Safety, which shall have 
charge of civilian defense of lives and property in Boston. 
The committee shall be composed of the mayor, as 
chairman, and of such department heads and other 
persons, not exceeding twenty in number, as the mayor 
may appoint from time to time. From the members so 
appointed the mayor shall designate an executive 
director, who shall receive such compensation as the 
mayor may determine. Each member of the com- 
mittee shall serve at the pleasure of the mayor or until 
the repeal of this ordinance. The committee may 
appoint and compensate an executive secretary and 
other technical and staff personnel necessary to the per- 
formance of its functions. 

Section 2. In the discharge of its functions, the 
committee shall cooperate with federal, state, and 
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municipal authorities. To the extent permitted by 
law, the committee shall act for the City of Boston in 
carrying out the provisions of chapter 719 of the Acts of 
1941, including, without implied limitation, the conduct 
of blackouts, air raid warnings, and other defense activi- 
ties and the appointment, training, and equipping of 
volunteer, unpaid public protection units. 

Section 38. The committee may expend for the 
purposes herein stated such funds as may be appro- 
priated or as may be otherwise made available. 

SecTION 4. The police commissioner may furnish, 
on such occasions and to such extent as he may deem 
advisable, the assistance of the police department to 
another city or town in the suppression of riots or other 
forms of violence therein, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of section 5 (6) of chapter 719 of the Acts of 
1941. 

Section 5. This ordinance shall remain in force 
during the effective period of chapter 719 of the Acts 
of 1941, or any act in substitution therefor or continua- 
tion thereof.

CHAPTER 6. 


CONCERNING COLLECTION OF WATER INCOME. 


SEcTION 1. Chapter thirteen of the Revised Or- 
dinances of 1925 is hereby amended by striking out 
section four and inserting in place thereof the follow- 
ing:— Section 4. The collector shall, whenever a water 
rate is paid, immediately notify the commissioner of 
public works of such payment. 

SecTIoN 2. Chapter twenty-seven of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1925 is hereby amended by striking out 
section twenty-two and inserting in place thereof the 
following :— Section 22. The commissioner shall have 
the care and control of all property acquired or held by 
the city for the purposes of its water supply; shall 
maintain the same in good order and condition; shall 
use and operate the same and furnish all supplies 
required therefor; shall purchase, lay, maintain and 
test all meters, pipes and other fixtures and appliances 
necessary for supplying water to the inhabitants of 
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the city, including the placing of drinking fountains 
and supplying the same with cold water; shall take all 
measures necessary to protect and preserve the purity 
of the water; shall exercise a constant supervision over 
the use of water; shall have control of the water supply 
and may in a public emergency shut the water off and 
let it on at such times as he deems necessary; shall, 
with the approval of: the mayor, from time to time 
determine and establish the rates for the use of water; 
shall, whenever a water rate has remained unpaid for 
thirty days after its due date, send notice to the owner 
or tenant of the premises to which the water is supplied, 
that if the water rate continues to remain unpaid the 
water will be shut off and a lien for the amount due 
established as required by law; shall file the statements 
necessary to create liens for unpaid accounts; shall, 
if a water rate is not paid within ten days after sending 
the notice herein provided for, shut off the water from 
the particular service unless such action is inconsistent 
with law or unless, in the opinion of a physician des- 
ignated by the commissioner, the shutting off of such 
water would endanger the life of any person; shall not 
let on again water shut off for nonpayment of a water 
rate until a service charge of two dollars, in addition 
to the amount of the unpaid account, is paid except 
where the law requires the letting on again of the water 
without the payment of the unpaid account. How- 
ever, the commissioner may, in his discretion, waive 
the payment of such two dollar service charge where the 
unpaid account is less than twenty dollars. The provi- 
sions relative to the shutting off and letting on of water 
shall apply when two or more persons take water from 
the same service pipe although one or more may have 
paid the amount due from him or them. No charge 
shall be made for sending the notice herein provided for. 

SEcTION 38. Chapter twenty-seven of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1925 is hereby further amended by 
striking out section twenty-three, as most recently 
amended by section one of chapter six of the Ordinances 
of 1930, and inserting in place thereof the following :— 
Section 23. The commissioner shall, consistently with 
the ordinances, make contracts for the sale of water, 
and send out bills therefor, which shall be payable to 
the city collector; shall provide that bills for specific 
supplies of water shall be due and payable in advance 
and actually paid before the water is let on, that bills 
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for water furnished and measured by meter shall not 
be less than eight dollars during any consecutive twelve 
months’ period and shall be due and payable on the 
due date specified on each bill rendered, and that the 
due dates thus specified shall be so established as to 
require payments at least as often as semi-annually. 
All contracts shall stipulate that an omission to send or a 
failure to receive a water bill under this section or a 
notice under the preceding section shall not affect the 
validity either of the water rate or of the proceedings 
for its enforcement or collection. 

Secrion 4. Chapter twenty-seven of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1925 is hereby further amended by strik- 
ing out section twenty-four, as most recently amended 
by section two of chapter six of the Ordinances of 1930, 
and inserting in place thereof the following :— Section 24. 
The commissioner may designate one of his subordinates 
to be the head of the water division, who shall, if the 
commissioner so directs, make abatements of charges for 
water where improperly assessed and exercise the powers 
of the commissioner relative to the shutting off of 
water for nonpayment of a water rate and the waiver 
of the service charge for the shutting off and letting on 
of water; who shall also receive all money paid for serv- 
ice charges for the shutting off and letting on of water 
and all money paid or deposited on account of main, 
service, fire, elevator, motor and other pipes and the 
laying thereof and for repair work; shall give a receipt 
in behalf of the city therefor; shall pay, from the money 
so received, the amount found by him to be due the 
person paying any such money, as excess over the 
amount due the city; and shall, on or before the fifth 
day of every month, pay over the money in his posses- 
sion due the city, and account for all money so received 
by him since the last accounting, as provided in section 
eighteen of chapter three of these ordinances. 

Section 5. This ordinance shall take effect begin- 
ning with the first day of January, 1942.

CHAPTER 1. 


CONCERNING THE DISPLAY AND DISTRIBUTION OF 
ADVERTISING MATTER IN THE City STRERTS. 


SECTION 1. Section thirty-seven of chapter thirty- 
nine of the Revised Ordinances of 1925 is hereby repealed 
and in lieu thereof the following section thirty-seven is 
substituted: 

NECTION 37. Except in accordance with a permit 
from the commissioner of public works no person shall, 
for the purpose of advertising goods, wares or mer- 
chandise for sale, while on foot in any street, carry and 
display any show card, placard or sign, nor shall any 
person distribute to persons in any street for the pur- 
pose of advertising goods, wares or merchandise for 
sale, handbills, cards, circulars or papers other than 
newspapers, nor shall any person having the control of 
any vehicle used principally for advertising permit such 
vehicle to operate in any street north and east of Massa- 
chusetts avenue. The commissioner of public works 
shall establish, with respect to such advertising matter, 
such uniform rules governing the size of show cards, 
placards, and signs as shall be reasonably necessary to 
prevent interference with public travel and for the other 
convenience and safety of the public and such rules 
governing the size of handbills, cards, circulars and 
papers other than newspapers which may be distributed 
in the street as shall be reasonably necessary to prevent 
littering or other hazard to public safety. Each permit 
issued hereunder shall contain a copy of the rules 
relating thereto and shall be limited by its terms to 
the authorization of conduct permitted thereby and 
otherwise legal. 

No permit shall be required nor shall this ordinance 
operate to affect, interfere with or in any way abridge 
the right of persons on the streets to carry or display

During any period while this ordinance 
is operative as herein provided, no child under the 
age of sixteen years, unless accompanied by his or 
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her parent, grandparent, legal guardian or any adult 
member of such child’s household, shall between the 
hours of nine o’clock p. m. and five o’clock a. m. be 
in or on any street, walk, or other public place within 
the boundaries of any area designated as herein provided. 

Whenever the city council shall determine that 
there is reasonable likelihood that the health or safety 
of children under such age may be endangered by 
their presence in any area of the city between such 
hours, it shall file with the city clerk a written state- 
ment of such determination, approved by the mayor, 
specifying the boundaries of such area or areas, and 
after the publication of a copy of such statement in 
three or more newspapers of general circulation in the 
city this ordinance shall become operative as to such 
area or areas at such time, not earlier than twenty- 
four hours after such publication, as the statement 
may specify. Subject to section two, this ordinance 
shall remain operative as to any designated area for 
the period specified in such statement, or until declared 
inoperative as to such area by the city council in a 
written statement, approved by the mayor, filed with 
the city clerk and published as aforesaid. 

Section 2. This ordinance shall be in effect during 
the continuance of the existing state of war between 
the United States and any foreign country and for 
six months thereafter, or until its earlier repeal.

Except as otherwise required by general 
or special law, every officer in charge of a department 
shall have an office open for the transaction of public 
business on every day except Sundays and legal holidays, 
during such hours as the mayor, with the advice of 
such officer, shall from time to time prescribe; provided 
that every such office shall be open for the transaction 
of public business for not less than eight hours on each 
week day except Saturday and for not less than three 
hours in the forenoon on Saturdays; provided further 
that the health commissioner shall have an office open 
for the issuing of permits for burial and permits for the 
removal of dead bodies, from ten o’clock in the forenoon 
until twelve o’clock noon on every day in the year;

CONCERNING Hours oF Duty or FIREMEN. 


Section 1. Chapter fifteen of the Revised Ordi-

in place thereof the following new section: 

“Section 2. The hours of duty of officers and 
members of the fire department shall not exceed a 
total of seventy hours for any consecutive seven days, 
except as otherwise provided in section three of this 
ordinance.

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SCHEDULE C. 


RULES FOR THE ADMINISTRATION OF 
‘CLASSIFICATION AND COMPENSATION 
PLANS FOR THE EMPLOYEES OF SUFFOLK 
COUNTY. 


1. Classification Plan. The classes of positions 
as named and described in Schedule A, ‘‘Specifications 
of Classes of Positions in the Service of the County of 
Suffolk,’’ with such amendments as may be made 
thereto under these rules from time to time, shall con- 
stitute the ‘‘Classification Plan’’ for positions in the 
service of the County of Suffolk. | 

2. Classification of Existing Positions.— Every posi- 
tion in the service existing when these rules take effect, 
or hereafter created, shall be classified under the classi- 
fication plan by allocation to its appropriate class. 
Such allocation shall be made by the Budget Commis- 
sioner of the City of Boston. Whenever a position 
shall have been allocated to its appropriate class in the 
manner aforesaid, the title of such class shall forthwith 
become the title of such position, and shall be used for 
pay rolls and in all budget and appropriation records. 

— 3. Classification of New Positions.— Whenever a 
new position is established or the duties of a position 
are so changed that, in effect, the whole position, as 
described in the class specifications for the class to which 
it was originally allocated, no longer exists, but, in its 
place, there is created a new position of a different class, 
the appointing authority shall forthwith report this 
fact to the Budget Commissioner with a full statement 
of the circumstances and a description of the duties 
as changed. The Budget Commissioner shall, subject 
to the approval of the City Council and: the Mayor, 
and after an investigation of the actual and proposed 
duties and responsibilities, classify or reclassify the 
position by allocating it to its appropriate class in 
accordance with the classification plan then in effect; 
if necessary, a new class shall be established to provide 
for the new position. The Budget Commissioner may, 
likewise, from time to time, make investigations of 
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any or all positions in the service and propose to the 
City Council, changes in classification whenever the 
facts are considered to warrant such action. 

4. Amendment of the Classification Plan.— The 
Budget Commissioner shall, as he considers necessary, 
from time to time, propose amendments to the classi- 
fication plan, together with the reasons therefor. Any 
such amendment may provide for the establishment 
of one or more classes; for changes in the specifications 
of one or more existing classes; or for the combination 
or abolition of existing classes. Any proposed amend- 
ment shall become effective upon approval by the 
City Council, subject to the provisions of the City 
Charter. 


5. Interpretation of Class Specifications — The speci- 
fications for the various classes of positions, as set 
forth in Schedule A, are hereby declared to have the 
following force and effect: , 

(a.) The specifications are descriptive only and 
not restrictive. They are intended to indicate the 
kind or kinds of positions that should be allocated 
to the respective classes, as determined by their 
duties and responsibilities. The use of a particular 
expression or illustration as to duties or other 
attributes shall not be held to exclude others not 
mentioned, if such others are similar as to kind 
or quality. 

(b.) In determining the class to which any 
position should be allocated, the specifications for 
each class shall be considered as a whole. Con- 
sideration is to be given to the general duties, the 
specific tasks, the responsibilities and the relation- 
ships to other classes, as affording together a picture 
of the positions that the class is intended to embrace. 

(c.) The ‘‘duties statement’’ shall be construed 
as a general description of the kind of work per- 
formed by the incumbent of a position that properly 
is allocated to the class, and not as prescribing 
what the duties of any position shall be, nor as 
limiting the expressed or implied power of admin- 
istrative authorities, having charge of a depart- 
ment, to prescribe or alter the duties of any posi- 
tion. No substantial change shall be made in 
the duties of any position, except for a temporary 
period of not more than three months, unless such 
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change shall be reported by the administrative 
authority to the Budget Commissioner, with a 
view to a possible reallocation of the position. 

(d.) The ‘‘typical tasks’? wherever used, shall 
be construed as examples only, illustrative of the 
duties as outlined by the general statement. These 
examples are not intended to be complete or exclu- 
sive, and the fact that the actual tasks performed 
in a position do not appear therein, shall not be 
taken to mean that the position is necessarily 
excluded from the class, provided that the tasks, 
constituting the main work or employment, are 
duly covered by the general statement of duties. 
On the other hand, any one example of a typical 
task, taken without relation to the general state- 
ment of duties and all other parts of the specifica- 
tions, shall not be construed as determining whether 
a position should be included within the class. 

6. Compensation Plan.— The compensation sched- 
ules and rates for the various classes of positions, as 
set forth in Schedules A and B, both appended hereto, 
and as interpreted in these rules, shall constitute the 
compensation plan for the service of the County of 
Suffolk. 

7. Amendment of the Compensation Plan.— When- 
ever in his judgment the compensation for any class 
or group of classes, as provided in the compensation 
plan, is in need of revision, the Budget Commissioner 
shall report such fact, in writing, to the City Council, 
together with his reasons therefor and with revised 
schedules of compensation for such class or classes and 
also for any related class, the compensation for which 
would be thrown out of due relation by the adoption 
of such revised schedules. Any proposed amendment 
shall become effective upon approval by the City 
Council, subject to the provisions of the City Charter. 

8. Interpretation of the Compensation Schedule.— 
The rates of pay set forth in the compensation plan 
represent full compensation for all services rendered. 
No provision of the plan, however, shall prevent the 
reimbursement of actual and other expenses necessary 
for the transaction of public business, or the payment of 
overtime, provided satisfactory evidence of the neces- 
sity of such payments be submitted by administra- 
tive authorities. 
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9. Operation of the Compensation Plan.— The scales 
of pay in the compensation plan are hereby declared 
to have the following force and effect: 

(a.) The lowest or minimum rate in the schedule 
for any class shall be the entrance rate payable, 
to any person, on the first appointment to a position 
allocated to the class; provided, however, that on 
the written recommendation of a department head, 
supported by evidence of special fitness and excep- 
tional circumstances the entrance rate may, 
with the approval of the Mayor, be some other 
rate than the lowest for the class; and provided, 
further, that where a person already in the service 
is transferred, promoted or demoted, or a former 
officer or employee is reinstated to an office or 
position in the class, he shall enter the office or 
position at the rate which he last received, if there 

is such a rate in the schedule, and, if not, at a rate 
not greater than the next higher than the former 
rate. If the rate received in the former position 
is higher than the maximum for the class, however, 
he shall receive not more than the maximum rate. 

(b.) The highest or maximum rate in the scale 
for any class shall not be exceeded in the compen- 
sation paid to the incumbent of any - position 
allocated to the class; provided, that an employee 
whose rate at the time of the taking effect of these 
rules, exceeds the maximum thus prescribed, may 
continue at such rate during his incumbency and 
as long as the position occupied remains in the 
same class. 

(c.) Advancement in compensation from the 
minimum to the maximum rate shall be by succes- 
sive steps, after the completion of a period of 
meritorious service, at the next lower rate of not 
less than twelve months. Salary advancement 
within a class shall be limited to one increase a year, 
provided, however, that upon the written recom- 
mendation of a department head, with the approval 
of the Mayor, an advancement in compensation 
may be made after a period of service less than 
twelve months, or to any higher rate prescribed in 
the compensation plan for the class. Increases 
under the compensation plan shall, unless directed 
otherwise by the Mayor, become effective on 
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the same date or dates as increases are provided in 
the budget for city employees. An employee who 
completes his first year of service between this 
effective date and December thirty-one in any 
year may receive a salary increase of not more 
than one step at the expiration of such year of 
service. In such cases, second or subsequent 
salary increases shall, as soon as practicable, be 
adjusted to take effect on the regular budget 
effective date pertaining to city and county 
employees. 

(d.) Provisions for increases are permissive and 
not mandatory. Advancement shall be allowed 
by the County Auditor upon the approval by the 
Mayor of the written recommendation of the 
department head that the employee concerned 
has attained and maintained a suitable standard 
of efficiency and upon certification by the Budget 
Commissioner that the advancement recommended 
is in accordance with the compensation plan. No 
salary increases shall become effective unless and © 
until an appropriation sufficient to cover the - 
same has been granted by the City Council, sub- 
ject to the provisions of the City Charter. 

10. Adjustment of Existing Rates to the Compensation 
Plan.— In determining the compensation of incum- 
bents of positions, at the time of the taking effect of 
these rules, adjustments in existing rates of compensa- 
tion shall be made, as early as fiscal requirements will 
permit, in the following manner to bring such rates 
into conformity with the compensation plan: 

(a.) The rate of pay of an officer or employee 
receiving less than the minimum rate prescribed 
for his class may be increased forthwith to such 
minimum, provided, however, that no increase 
under this rule shall be in excess of $300 in any 
one year. 

(b.) The rate of pay of an officer or employee 
recelving more than the maximum prescribed for 
his class shall not, because of the application of 
these rules, be reduced during. his incumbency 
of the same position and class, but the rate of pay 
of his successor, in the same position and Class, 
shall conform to the schedule of compensation 
prescribed in the compensation plan. 
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(c.) The rate of pay of an officer or employee 
now paid at a rate between the minimum and the 
maximum of his class, and which does not corre- 

_ spond with any intermediate rate, may be adjusted 

to the next higher rate for the class. 

11. Appeals.— Any incumbent aggrieved by the 
allocation or classification of his office or position may, 
in writing, appeal to the Mayor. All appeals shall be 
referred to the Budget Commissioner, who shall inves- 
tigate the merits thereof and report to the Mayor; 
the ge by the Mayor in relation thereto shall be 
final. 

12. Recommendation by Department Heads.— Any 
recommendation for promotions, transfers and new 
appointments shall be submitted, in writing, by depart- 
ment heads to the Budget Commissioner. Such recom- 
mendation, if conforming to the classification and com- 
pensation plans and rules, shall be approved by the 
Commissioner. Notice of such action shall be given by 
the Commissioner to the County Auditor. After the 
effective date of these rules, no salary shall be approved, 
no change of title, position or salary rate be recognized, 
by the County Auditor unless and until the provisions 
of these rules and of the rules of procedure adopted 
herewith and made a part thereto, have been complied 
with. 

13. The Official Classification and Compensation 
Plan.— The Budget Commissioner shall cause to be 
maintained in his office in loose-leaf or other suitable 
form, an accurate, complete and up-to-date copy of the 
Classification and Compensation Plan. The specifica- 
tions for each class of positions shall be indorsed, with 
the original date of adoption, and subsequent amend- 
ments. This official copy shall be open to inspection 
by the public, under reasonable conditions, at all times 
during business hours. 

14. Emergency Employment.— Nothing in these rules 
shall operate to prevent emergency employment of 
individuals for reasonable periods provided that such 
employment is reported forthwith to the Budget Com- 
missioner, with full explanation of the necessity there- 
for. Employment under this rule shall conform strictly 
as to title and salary rates with the standard title and 
salary rates established under the Classification and 
Compensation Plan. 


= 
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15. Roster of Employees— The Budget Commis- 
sioner shall cause to be maintained in his office an 
official roster on cards or some other form showing for 
each officer and employee in the service of Suffolk 
County, the classification title, rate of pay, each change 
of status (including promotions, transfers, increases or 
decreases in the rate of compensation, demotions, lay- 
offs, removals and other actions taken in accordance 
with these rules), and such other relevant information 
as he may deem advisable for the maintenance of a 
proper record of the service of officers and employees 
in Suffolk County. Department heads shall supply 
the Budget Commissioner with such information as he 
may consider necessary to establish and maintain the 
official roster. 
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APPENDIX A. 


COMMUNICATION FROM THE BUDGET COM- 
MISSIONER SUBMITTING PLANS TO THE 
CITY COUNCIL. 


December 20, 1930. 

Chapter 400 of the Acts of 1930 bears the official 
title: ‘‘An Act Relative to the Compensation of Cer- 
tain Officers and Employees Whose Compensation is 
Paid in Whole from County Funds, and of Registers 
and Assistant Registers of Probate.’ 

Under the provisions of this Act, the Budget Com- 
missioner of the City of Boston is directed to prepare 
for submission to the City Council ‘‘classification and 
compensation plans”’ for every office and position in 
Suffolk County, the salary of which ‘‘is wholly payable” 
from the County Treasury. After considering the 
plans submitted by the Budget Commissioner the 
Council is empowered to adopt and put them into 
effect ‘‘with such modifications, changes and additions 
as it shall deem proper.’”’ The plans, when adopted, 
are to ‘‘be put into effect for the financial year begin- 
ning January first, nineteen hundred and thirty-one.” | 

The Act directs the Budget Commissioner in prepar- 
ing his report to ‘‘use as a general basis” the plans 
set forth in the report (Senate Document No. 270 — 
January, 1930) of the Special Commission on County 
Salaries, appointed under the provisions of chapter 33 
of the Resolves of 1929. 

This report contains a complete and comprehensive 
statement of personnel conditions in the several county 
services of the Commonwealth, together with reasons 
why a comprehensive and uniform plan for the control 
of county personnel matters is desirable and necessary. 
Because of this statement it is not felt necessary, in~ 
this report, to devote any time or space to a review of 
conditions and reasons underlying the plan proposed. 
Individuals interested in this phase of the subject may 
profitably peruse the report of the Special Commission. 
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CLASSIFICATION SURVEY, STEPS AND PROCEDURE. 


Approximately five months have been devoted to the 
development of the classification and compensation 
plans herein proposed. To indicate the nature and 
character of the work involved it has been deemed 
expedient to enumerate the steps and procedure fol- 
lowed by the Budget Department. The principal 
steps, listed roughly in chronological order, although 
many were taken contemporaneously, were as follows: 


1. Listing by occupational or vocational groups all 
positions in the county service. 


2. Analyzing the questionnaires secured from county 
employees by the Special Commission for the purpose 
of obtaining information on the duties, responsibilities, 
salaries and other pertinent data regarding each in- 
dividual position or class of positions in the county 
service. 


3. Preparing specifications for each individual posi- 
tion or class of positions and checking the same with 
employees’ questionnaires. 

4. Holding conferences with department heads, in- 
dividual employees, and representatives of groups for 
the purpose of receiving criticisms of specifications and 
suggestions on salary ranges. 

5. Visiting various county departments and observ- 
ing nature and character of work performed. 

6. Sorting specifications into occupational or voca- 
tional groups and grading positions in each group 
according to the responsibility; difficulty and importance 
of duties and work requirements. 

7. Collecting and analyzing information on salaries 
of similar positions in commercial and industrial estab- 
lishments in Boston and in the City and State service. 

8. Setting up salary schedules for each individual 
position and class of positions. | 

9. Determining necessary rules and regulations for 
the administration of the classification and compensa- 
tion plans. 

10. Preparing and submitting the proposed plan to 
the City Council. | 

There still remains to be performed the following 
steps: 7 

11. Preparing a roster of county employees. 
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12. Checking of roster against questionnaires on file 
and securing questionnaires from employees who entered 
the county service subsequent to the commencement of 
the survey. 

13. Allocating employees to proper classes. 

These steps have been necessarily deferred until the 
proposed plans have been adopted by the City Council 
and ‘‘put into effect.” 


PRINCIPAL FEATURES OF THE CLASSIFICATION PLAN. 


In preparing the Classification Plan for Suffolk 
County the Budget Commissioner has _ necessarily 
followed the plan outlined by the Special Commission 
and approved by the Legislature. ‘‘Classification,”’ 
from the viewpoint of the Commission, is a device for 
systematically grouping positions, for ascertaining and 
recording the duties of positions, and for allocating 
individual positions to the proper class. 

The 1930 budget of the County of. Suffolk indicates 
that the county service is made up of thirty-two depart- 
ments or divisions, employing 1,027 employees and 
requiring, for pay roll purposes, appropriations totaling 
$2,215,412.25. 

An inventory of positions in the county service 
indicates that, for the purpose of this classification, all 
positions may be segregated into nine occupational or 
vocational groups. These groups are the broadest 
functional divisions of related positions and were 
determined irrespective of departmental location and 
include all positions having substantially similar duties. 
and work requirements. 

The following table indicates the group segregation as. 
used in the classification plan:

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The manner of classification of each position or class 
of positions within the respective groups is specifically 
provided for in chapter 400 as follows: ‘‘ The classifica- 
tion shall be established by specifications defining, for 
each office or position, or class of offices or positions, the 
title, duties and responsibilities thereof.’’ In accord- 
ance with this provision, the Classification Plan pre- 
sented in this report consists chiefly of a presentation 
of certain specified classes of positions to be found in 
the county service; each given a definite title and clearly 
described as to duties and responsibilities, with the 
idea that all positions may be grouped under these 
classes and thereafter referred to by their respective 
class titles and treated as groups in all personnel 
adjustments. 

Schedule A of this report contains the descriptions of 
these classes of positions, alphabetically arranged. 
Each description is technically known as the “‘specifi- 
cation.’’ Each specification contains at least three 
main features: The title of the class, a statement of 
duties, and a suggested schedule of compensation. 
Specifications covering clerical positions contain an 
added feature; namely, enumeration of typical tasks. 
Each of these features is explained in the following 
paragraphs: 

Class Title.-— The title describes, as accurately as can 
be done in a word or two, the class of positions as a 
whole. It is intended to be the official name of the class, 
and also of each position falling within the class. Asa 
general rule, the title contains a substantive word in 
form indicating the kind of work common to all of the 
positions in the class (e. g., Clerk, Officer, etc.) together 
with a prefixed word in adjective form indicating the 
rank of the class on the basis of difficulty of duties or 
degree of responsibility involved (e. g., Senior Clerk, 
Chief Officer, etc.). 

It should be emphasized that the title, taken alone, is 
entirely insufficient to make clear the scope of the class. 
To obtain a clear idea of the character of the position 
described by the title, reference must necessarily be 
made to the entire specification. Under the provisions 
of chapter 400, the titles established under the Classifi- 
cation Plan are to be used for pay roll, budget and 
appropriation records, “‘but for working and adminis- 
trative purposes, within a department and for public 
convenience, other titles may be used.” 
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Duties Statement.— This statement is intended to 
express, in general terms, the particular kind of work 
performed in positions that come within the class, 
together with a general description of the responsibility 
involved. As far as possible, standard terminology has 
been used to indicate the degree of supervision under 
which the duties are performed. ‘‘Under immediate 
supervision”’ indicates that all work performed is closely 
scrutinized by a superior; ‘‘ Under supervision” indicates 
that all work is done under the personal observation 
of a superior; ‘‘Under general supervision”’ indicates 
considerable independence of action in carrying out 
instructions; ‘*‘ Under direction” implies practically inde- 
pendent execution of plans developed by a superior; 
“Under general direction” carries the idea of develop- 
ment and execution of plans along the lines of a very 
general program laid down by a superior. | 

Each statement concludes with a clause covering 
duties not specifically mentioned. For classes of posi- 
tions in which the duties are of a-supervisory nature 
this reads, ‘‘and to perform other related work,’’ and 
for classes of positions in which the work is ‘supervised, © 
the phrase ‘“‘and to perform other related work. as 
required”’ is used. It is believed that this covers those * 
slight variations that come from the assignment of 
employees to special tasks, from time to time, to meet 
departmental emergencies and fluctuations in the work. 

The duties statement contains words indicating the 
department in which the positions are found only in 
those cases where the class of positions is peculiar to 
that department and likely to remain so indefinitely. 
In accordance with the provisions of chapter 400, the 
duties statement is not intended to limit or restrict 
administrative authorities in assigning to incumbents, 
other duties than those specifically mentioned. ‘The 
only effect of such action would be, possibly, to change 
the class in which the position belongs. 

Typical Tasks.— This statement is incorporated in the 
specifications pertaining to clerical positions for the 
purpose of making more clear the general duties state- 
ment as an explanation of the scope of the class. In rela- 
tion to the entire class specification, the typical tasks 
are to be construed as examples only, illustrative of the 
duties as outlined in the general statement. These 
examples show the variation in details of work that the 
incumbent of any position in the class is called upon to 
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perform. Because of the great variety of work per- 
formed by members of the clerical group, such examples 
are necessary in order to allocate to its proper class a 
given position of known duties. The examples of duties, 
as given, are not to be considered as inclusive or exclu- 
sive, nor do all kinds of work listed necessarily apply to 
any one position. The fact that the actual tasks per- 
formed in a position do not appear in a class specifica- 
tion does not necessarily exclude the position from the 
class, provided that the tasks constituting the main 
work or employment are fully covered by the general 
statement of duties. 

Suggested Range of Compensation.— Under this sec- 
tion of the specifications are listed the range and rates 
of compensation which are recommended for the respec- 
tive classes of positions. The first and last rates listed 

represent, respectively, the minimum and maximum 
rates of compensation for the particular class. The 
rates listed between these two represent the annual 
step advances contemplated under the plan. This 
arrangement is in accord with the following opinion 
expressed in the report of the Special Commission. 
‘““The salary of the position should have minimum and 
“maximum limits with intermediate rates, and advance- 
ment should be by reason of increased ability, experience, 
responsibility and efficiency of performance.”’ 


PRINCIPAL FEATURES OF THE COMPENSATION PLAN. 


‘“The compensation plan is a device by which posi- 
tions, previously arranged under a classification plan, 
are evaluated by classes in relation to each other, by 
which compensation schedules are specified for each 
class of positions, and by which adjustment can be 
made where the compensation schedule is found to be 
too high or too low to fit the needs of the service.” 
This statement taken from the report of the Special 
Commission points out that a classification plan for’ 
positions is a different thing from a compensation plan 
for the same positions. 

As we have seen, a classification plan is a ‘‘device”’ 
under which positions are grouped into classes, each 
class designated by a descriptive title and the duties 
and responsibilities defined in a ‘‘specification.”’ 

A compensation plan, however, is a ‘‘device”’ by 
which positions, as previously arranged under the classifi- 
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eation plan, are evaluated not individually but by 
classes in relation to each other. A classification plan 
does not, therefore, constitute a compensation plan, 
but is, in fact, an entirely separate device. The relation- 
ship between the two is the relationship of a means to 
an end, classification being the most effective means by 
which a compensation plan and definite salary policies 
can be successfully developed. A classification plan 
facilitates the making of compensation decisions because 
the problem of comparing a large number of positions, 
one with another, is reduced to the process of comparing 
the comparatively few classes to which such positions 
have been allocated. 


Except for elective and administrative officials, and 
certain positions in the labor and mechanical groups, 
the sliding scale principle has been generally incor- 
porated in the proposed compensation schedules. In 
_ the practical application of this principle, the minimum 
rate is intended to be the starting or entrance salary of 
a class. New appointees are always to receive. the 
minimum salary, so too, with employees already within 
the service who are promoted from one class to another. 
The maximum salary is the limit of compensation to 
which an employee can attain while in a given class. 
Advancement from the minimum rate to the maximum 
rate, by means of intermediate steps, is provided on 
the assumption that, over a period of years, there is 
normally a gradual increase in the usefulness of an 
employee, and therefore a gradual development of 
the right to an increase in compensation as an employee 
becomes more familiar with, and presumably more 
skilled, in the work of his or her position. 


The compensation rates appearing in the specifica- 
tions are set on either an annual or a weekly basis. 
The latter basis is confined practically to positions in 
the labor and mechanical groups. The number of 
intermediate steps in the specifications vary from one 
to a maximum of six. 

The rates fixed for the various classes have been 
established solely upon the basis of the duties and 
responsibilities as defined in the specifications for each 
class. Each class has been evaluated in respect to its 
relative value and position in the group to which it 
belongs. The efficiency, personality and qualifications 
of present incumbents have not been considered in 
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fixing compensation rates for the very evident reason 
that the compensation plan will remain in operation 
long after their tenure of office has terminated. 

On the general subject of fixing compensation rates, 
the following observations of the Special Commission 
are considered worth repeating: 


‘Officers and employees who seek increases in salaries 
for employees bring forward the basis which works most 
favorably to them. An increase in the amount of busi- 
ness handled by an office or department, or an increase 
in the amount of the receipts from the proper perform- 
ance of an administrative function, is not a decisive 
argument for a salary increase for its chief. Increases 
in volume of business can often be handled by additional 
workers. 

‘“The fact that a salary has not increased as fast as 
the cost of living is no criterion upon which to base a 
request for a salary increase unless it 1s definitely known 
that the salary bore the proper relationship to the cost 
of living at the outset, and that this relationship has been 
constant over the period of years compared. 

‘Neither is the fact that the salary of one position has 
increased faster than another any definite criterion, 
because the relationship of the salaries may have been 
wrong in the beginning, and the responsibilities of the 
positions may have increased at an unequal rate. The 
fact that the salary of one position was a specific per 
cent of another salary thirty years ago ae be dis- 
regarded for the same reasons. 

‘‘Historic backgrounds and comparisons have no true 
merit as bases for fixing salaries unless the relationship 
was properly established at the beginning of the com- 
parison. Mere length of service in public office does 
not seem to be a valid basis for salary fixing, and no valid 
argument in itself, and standing alone, for a salary in- 
crease. It is naturally to be assumed that continued 
experience fits the official to administer the work of his 
office better. But the fact which should determine a 
salary advancement is the increased efficiency gained 
by experience, and not the length of service alone.” 


The rates appearing in the specifications are intended 
to be in full compensation for all services rendered. No 
reference to maintenance is made because of peculiar 
circumstances attending the granting of this item. 
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The House of Correction at Deer Island is the only 
department at which maintenance is furnished to 
employees. Investigation shows, however, that a 
number of employees do not take advantage of this 
privilege. Having homes established on the main- 
land they prefer to go back and forth each day rather 
than remain at the institution after regular working 
hours. To grant these employees full compensation, 
and deduct the value of the maintenance from employees 
remaining at the institution, would undoubtedly influ- 
ence this latter group to seek approval to live away 
from Deer Island. Such a movement would create a 
serious administrative problem. Because this institu- 
tion is the sole county department furnishing main- 
tenance, it has been deemed advisable under existing 
conditions, to exclude any mention of maintenance in 
the specifications. In a few positions, peculiar to this 
institution, however, consideration has been given to 
maintenance in fixing the compensation rates for such 
positions. 


ESTIMATED Cost. 


It is estimated that the maximum cost of the adoption 
of the proposed plans will not exceed $175,000. This 
estimate has been made on the assumption that the 
present county personnel will remain intact until every 
incumbent has reached the maximum of his present 
position. In all probability this maximum cost will 
never be realized, owing to the fact that a number of 
changes in the present county personnel are bound to 
occur in subsequent years. Under the proposed plans, 
as employees drop out or are promoted, their successors 
must start at the minimum of the class. This is not the 
case now. The new employee starts ordinarily where 
his predecessor stopped — although it may have taken 
the latter years to reach that point. The new employee 
naturally seeks further advance beyond the starting 
point, consequently, there is no end to the process of 
pyramiding. This process will terminate with the 
adoption of the proposed plans; hence it appears reason- 
able to assume that the ultimate cost will never reach 
the estimate. 

While on this subject of cost it might be well to point 
out that the increases incorporated in the annual budget 
over a period of eight years would probably equal, if not 
exceed, this estimate if the plan were not adopted. 
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Between 1923 and 1930 the appropriations for personnel 
service in the county increased $606,407.88. While the 
creation of new positions was responsible for a large 
portion of this increase, it is reasonable to believe that 
salary increases were responsible for at least one third of 
the total increase. 


RESPONSIBILITY OF DEPARTMENT HEapDs. 


Under the provisions of chapter 400, ‘‘recommenda- 
tions for promotions, transfers and salary increases, 
supported by such data as the case may require,”’ shall 
be submitted to the Mayor by the heads of the various 
county departments. The report of the Special Com- 
mission contains the following significant comment on 
this provision: ‘‘Salary increases shall be based upon 
efficient service, upon recommendation of the department 
head.’ In other words, salary advances provided in 
the Compensation Plan are not intended to operate 
automatically. They are to be granted only upon duly 
certified statements by the head of the department or 
division having immediate jurisdiction that the employee 
whose pay is to be advanced has attained and main- 
tained a standard of efficiency that justifies the increase. 
In making their recommendations, department heads 
should use the compensation schedules incorporated in 
this report, simply as guides, and should temper their 
recommendations in the light of the faithfulness and 
efficiency displayed by their employees. 

The Compensation Plan herein proposed has been 
based primarily on the duties and responsibilities of the 
various positions in the county service. Consideration 
of the efficiency and ability of individual employees has 
purposely been avoided. The salary schedules fixed 
for the different classes are, in the opinion of the author, 
fair to the employees of the county. Obviously, the 
same limits can only be fair to the public if the em- 
ployees give in return a fair day’s work. Department 
heads in making salary advancement recommendations 
should not lose sight of this axiom. 


CONCLUSION. 


The report of the Special Commission contains a 
summary of benefits to be realized through the adop- 
tion of the proposed plans. Among these are listed the 
following:

County Officers and Employees. 
‘‘ Assurance that all officers and employees are treated 
alike where the duties and responsibilities of their 
positions have been determined to be equal.”’ 


The Public. 


“Reasonable assurance that the expenditure of public 
moneys for salary purposes will be made upon the 
basis of a businesslike plan of determining the relative 
value of positions.” 

The full realization of these and the other benefits 
listed in the report of the Special Commission can hardly 
be looked for while certain anomalies are allowed to con- 
tinue. The number of positions exempt under the 
provisions of chapter 400 is much too large. Approxi- 
mately 18 per cent of the county service are excluded 
from the workings of the proposed plans. Again the 
creation of new positions in most of the county depart- 
ments must meet with the approval of the Mayor, and 
a budget appropriation must be made before an appoint- 
ment will be allowed. In a few departments, however, 
it is possible under existing statutes for new positions to 
be created, regardless of the Mayor’s attitude and the 
existence of a budget appropriation. If, as the Special 
Commission states, ‘‘the appropriating authority: which 
assumes the responsibility of raising and spending the 
people’s money should be supreme,” then it follows 
logically that these anomalies which tend to lower the 
degree of supremacy should be removed.
